PASSED  AT  THE  EXTRA  SESSION, 

Held  November,  1854.

An  Ordinance  for  the  organization  of  a  Water  Department  of  the  City  of 

Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Three  Com- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Water  Board  of  the  city  missioners. 
of  Baltimore  shall  consist  of  three  commissioners,  the  first  of 
whom  shall  be  President  ;  the  second,  First  Assistant  Com- 
missioner, and  the  third,  Second  Assistant  Commissioner. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  members 
of  the  Baltimore  Water  Board,  shall  be  appointed  as  other  Appointment, 
city  officers  are  appointed,  without  regard  to  party  or  personal 
favor,  and  on  account  of  their  qualification  and  reputation 
only. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  in  case  of  n  ,

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  as  follows  :  The  Pres- 
ident shall  continue  in  office  from  the  date  of  his  appointment 
until  the  first  of  March,  1856  ;  the  First  Assistant  Com  mis- Terms  of  office 
sioner,  from  the  date  of  his  appointment  until  the  first  of 
March,  1857,  and  the  Second  Assistant  Commissioner,  from 
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*  the  date  of  his  appointment  until  the  first  of  March,  1858  ; 

and   from  and  after  the  expiration  of  each  term  of  office  as 
above  mentioned,  the  term  of  office  of  the  several  Commis- 
sioners hereafter  appointed,  shall  be  three  years  from  the  date 
of  their  appointment. 
Vacancies,how      Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  any  vacancy 
to  be  filled.       of  said  offices  occurring  whilst  the  City  Council  is  not  in  ses- 
sion, shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  until  the  meeting  of  said 
Council  ;  and  the  Mayor  shall  have  power,  during  the  recess 
of  the  Council,  to  suspend  for  good  and  sufficient  cause,  any 
one  or  more  of  the  Commissioners  or  officers,  and  shall  report 
the  facts  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council. 
Salaries    of         Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  salary  of 
Commissioners  the  President  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  per  annum, 
($1,500  ;)  that  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners,  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  ($1,200)  per  annum,  payable  quarterly. 
Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,   that  the  Water 
Duties  of  the  Board  shall  receive,  and  take  charge  of,  all  the  books,  records, 
Board.  original  accounts,  plats  and  muniments  of  title,  appertaining 

to  the  property  purchased  from  the  Baltimore  Water  Com- 
pany, and  shall  be  charged  with  the  preservation  of  the  water 
works,  with  the  devising  and  executing  of  such  measures  as 
may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  quantity  of  water  and  keep 
it  pure  ;  with  the  management,  preservation  and  repair  of  the 
dams,  reservoirs,  mains,  pipe-yard,  and  property  of  every  de- 
scription belonging  to  the  water  works  ;  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  purchase  and  laying  down  of  such  mains  and  pipes  as 
the  City  Council  may  authorize. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Water 
May  employ    Board  shall  have  power  to  employ  foremen,  mechanics,  keep- 
workmen,  &c.  ers,  watchers,  laborers  and  other  persons,  whom  they  may 
judge  to  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their  duties  un- 
der this  ordinance,  and  shall  require  bonds  and  securities  in 
such  cases  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 
Treasurer  Se-      Sec.  ^-  And  De  ^  enacted  and  ordained,  that  a  treasurer, 
cretary,  Book-  who  shall  likewise  act  as  secretary,  and  whose  duty  it  shall 
keeper   and     be  to  receive  and  be  accountable  for  the  income  from  the  wa- 
Collectors.        tef  rents?  anc]  a  book-keeper  and  two  collectors,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.     The  salary  of  the 
secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars,  ($1000;) 
of  the  book-keeper,  eight  hundred  dollars,  ($800;)  and  of 
Salaries.  the  two  collectors,  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800)  each.     Their 

terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years  after  the  first  appointment, 
which  shall  be  as  follows  : — the  secretary  and  treasurer's  first 
term  shall  be  until  the  first  day  of  March,  1856  ;  that  of  the 
Terms ofofnee.  book-keeper  and  collector  for  the  western  district,  until  the 
first  day  of  March,  1857;  and  that  of  (he  collecior  for  the 
eastern  district,  until  the  first  day  of  March,  1S58,  unless 
sooner  discharged.     All  of  said  officers  shall  be  subject  to  the 
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orders  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  and  may  be  suspended 
by  the  Mayor  for  cause,  until  the  decisions  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil is  obtained. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  said  Bonds 
Commissioners  shall  each,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  several  offices,  execute  a  stamped  bond,  with  such  secu- 
rities as  the  Mayor  and  Presidents  of  both  branches  of  the 
City  Council  shall  deem  sufficient,  to  the  corporation,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  (§15,000,)  and  with 
the  condition  that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  several 
trusts  reposed  in  them  ;  and  said  treasurer  shall  execute  a 
bond  as  aforesaid,  and  with  the  condition  aforesaid,  in  the  Conditions. 
penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  ($10,000  ;)  and  said  col- 
lectors shall  each  execute  a  bond  as  aforesaid,  with  the  condi- 
tion aforesaid,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
(.$5,000,)  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Presi- 
dents of  both  branches  of  the  City  Council,  and  said  bonds 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Register.  No  security  which  shall 
be  given  by  any  incumbent  of  any  office  in  said  Water  De- 
partment, shall  be  deemed  cancelled  or  lost  for  want  of  re- 
newal on  a  re-appointment. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  shall  superintend  every  branch  of  business  Duties  of  the 
entrusted  to  the  department,  and  shall  order  and  direct  the  President- 
collection  of  the  rents  and  the  business  of  the  office.  He 
shall  be  more  especially  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water, 
and  the  good  order  and  safety  of  all  the  works,  from  the  sup- 
ply dams  to  the  city,  inclusive  ;  for  the  exactness  and  dura- 
bility of  the  daily  work  to  be  performed  ;  for  the  sufficiency 
of  the  supply  of  material  in. the  pipe-yard  to  meet  every  casu- 
alty, and  for  the  fidelity,  care  and  attention  of  all  persons 
employed  by  the  department  in  watching  the  works,  and  in 
making  constructions  and  repairs. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  said  col- 
lectors shall  pay  over,  daily,  all  the  monies  received  by  them  Duties  of  Col- 
during  the  day,  to  the  treasurer,  and  said  treasurer  shall  de-  Actors,  an<* 
posit  his  receipts  of  money  daily,  with  the  Register  of  the 
city,  to  the  credit  of  the  said  YVater  Department.  At  the 
same  time,  the  returns  of  the  weekly  receipts,  made'  out  by 
the  treasurer  and  sworn  to  by  him,  (or  by  the  first  clerk  in  the 
absence  of  the  treasurer  from  sickness,)  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Mayor,  who  shall  give  a  receipt  on  the  duplicate  re- 
turn, provided  the  sum  of  the  return  corresponds  with  the 
payment  made  to  the  Register. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  ail  bills  Requisitions 
shall  be  examined  and  passed  on  by  the  Water  Board,  and  how  to  be  ' 
the  Register  of  the  city  shall  pay  the  requisitions  of  the  Board, made- 
for  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  department, 
whether  appointed  by  the  City  Council  under  this  ordinance, 
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or  by  the  Water  Board  ;  and  for  blank  books,  paper  and  con- 
tingencies of  the  office.  The  requisitions  made  by  the  Uoard 
for  repairs,  laying  of  mains  and  pipes,  and  new  works,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Register,  not  exceeding  the  amount  appropri- 
ated by  the  City  Council  for  each  respectively. 

Annual  report  Sec.  ^'  ^nd  De  •'  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  annual 
report  of  the  Water  Department  shall  be  made  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February,  in  each  year.  It  shall  contain  the 
statistics  of  the  department,  its  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
money  in  detail  ;  the  history  of  leading  events  and  such  opin- 
ions and  recommendations  as  may  be  necessary,  relating  to 
the  condition  and   improvements  of  the  works.     Quarterly 

part.  FJ  rG"  rePorts  shall  also  be  made,  containing  such  information  as 
the  Water  Board  may  have  in  their  possession,  relative  to  the 
Water  Department.  All  reports  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
shall  be  made  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  on  the  first

beneficially  accomplished  ;  and  a  statement  of  the  cost  of 
each,  together  with  the  amount  of  salaries  and  contingencies 
to  be  paid  in  the  office,  and  exhibiting  a  total  of  the  expendi- 
tures contemplated  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  twelve 
months,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  appro- 

Appropnations  p,.jatjong  wnjch  jjie  City  Councils  may  deem  it  necessary  to 
make,  for  the  preservation  and  repair  of  the  work,  shall  be 
applied  to  those  objects  alone  ;  and  those  which  are  made  for 
the  extension  of  mains  and  pipes,  and  for  any  new  work, 

Expenditurer.  shall  not  be  exceeded  by  the  expenditures  for  those  purposes 
during  the  year  in  which  they  are  voted,  unless  on  some  ur- 
gent necessity,  and  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Water 

Contracts  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  all  contracts  for  materials 
and  work,  which  shall  be  printed  or  in  writing,  when  the 
amount  is  important,  or  for  new  work,  and  verbally  when 
for  small  or  customary  repairs. 

Sec  18.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  public  no- 

sahT  IC  PE0P°"  tice  shall  be  given,  in  two  daily  papers  having  the  largest  cir- 
culation, of  the  time  and  place  at  which  sealed  proposals  will 
be  received  for  entering  into  contracts. 

Sec  19.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Water 

Security  re-     Board  shall  require  security  for  the  performance  of  important 

quned.  contracts,  and  whenever  they  deem  it  necessary. 
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Sec.  20.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  no  more  One  proposi- 
tion one  proposition  shall  be  received  from  any  one  person  receive1/  to  be 
for  the  same  contract,  and  all  the  propositions  of  the  person 
offering  more  than  one,  shall  be  rejected. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  all  sealed  Definite  sum 
proposals  for  contracts,  shall  be  for  a  sum  certain  as  to  the  for  contract- 
price  to  be  paid  or  received,  and  no  proposition  which  is  not 
thus  definite  or  certain,    or  which  contains  any  alternative 
condition  or  limitation  as  to  price,  shall  be  received  or  acted 
on. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  it  shall  be  Dnty  of  joint 
the  duty  of  the  Joint  Water  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  committee. 
to  inspect  the  works  twice  a  year,  in  all  their  extent  and  de- 
tails, and  in  the  most  thorough  and  complete  manner,  and  to 
make  report  thereof  to  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  they  shall  Sub-commit- 
also,  immediately  after  each  inspection  of  the  works,  appoint tee'  duty  of- 
a  committee  of  three  of  their  body  to  search  and  examine  all 
the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  department,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  water  rents,  and  for  connexions  with  sewers, 
and  make  report  thereof  to  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  24.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  water  Water  rates, 
rates  shall  be  the  same  as  those  charged  by  the  Baltimore 
Water  Company,  until  the  first  day  of  May,  1S55. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Water 
Board  have  and  keep,  all  insurable  property  in  their  charge  nsurance- 
insured.

An  Ordinance  for  the  appointment  of  Agents  to  represent  the  City  of  Balti- 
more in  the  execution  of  the  Will  of  John  McDonogh,  late  of  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  deceased. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  immediately  after  the  passage  Three  agents 
of  this  ordinance,  there  shall  be  appointed,  as  city  officers  areto  be  appoint- 
gen'erally  appointed,  three  persons  of  integrity  and  ability,6  * 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  citizen  and  resident  of  New  Orleans, 
who  shall  originally  have  been  a  citizen  of  Baltimore,  and  two  Residence, 
citizens  of  Baltimore,  who  shall  be  styled  "Agents  of  the  city 
of  Baltimore  for  the  McDonogh  bequest,"  who,  (after  having 
given  bond,  as  provided  for  in  section  2,  of  this  ordinance,) 
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shall  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  proceed  to  the  city 
New  Orleans,  and  there  represent  the  interests  of  the  Mayo 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  all  things  that  appertai

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that  each 
of  the  said  agents,  before  entering  upon  their  duties  or  acting 
as  agents,  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
Bond.  dollars  ($25,000,)  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti 

more,  (which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  ant 
Presidents  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council,)  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  agents  under  the  Wil 
of  the  late  John  McDonogh  ;  and  that  each  of  the  parties 
signing  said  bond,  as  securities,  shall  make  oath  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  that  he  possesses  and  holds  in  his  own  right, 
real  estate  in  the  State  in  which  he  resides,  clear  of  ail  in- 
cumbrance, assessed  for  a  sum  equal  to  double  the  amount 
for  which  he  shall  propose  to  bind  himself  under  the  aforesaic 
bond  ;  provided  that  the  joint  sums  for  which  the  several 
securities  shall  thus  be  bound,  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty- 
Conditions.  fiye  thousand  dollars,  ($2-5,000;)  and  it  is  hereby  further  pro- 
vided that  a  certificate  from  the  magistrate  by  whom  the 
aforesaid  oath  has  been'administered,  properly  authenticated, 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Register  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
before  the  approval  of  said  bonds  ;  the  semi-annual  account 
to  be  transmitted  to  the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  as  mentioned  in  said  Will,  to  be  signed 
and  sworn  to  by  all  the  said  agents,  before  a  Commissioner 
of  Deeds  for  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  before  a  Notary  or 
Judge,  or  magistrate,  who  shall  affix  thereto  his  signature, 
with  the  seal  of  his  office,  together  with  a  certificate  from  the 
proper  officer  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  or  city  of  New  Or- 
leans, authorized  to  give  such  certificates,  sealed  with  the  offi- 
cer's proper  seal,  that  said  Notary,  judge  or  magistrate,  is 
the  officer  such  as  his  signature  and  seal  describe  him  to  be. 
Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the 
Compensation,  compensation  of  said  agents  shall  respectively  begin  with  the 
date  upon  which  they  take  charge  of  the  trust,  and  shall  be 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500,)  per  annum,  for 
each  of  the  agents  selected  from  Baltimore;  and  twelve  hun 
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died  and  fifty  dollars  ($1,250,)  for  the  agent  selected  from 
New  Orleans  ;  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  funds  devised  by  How  to  bc 
the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  Will  of  the  late  John  pai  ' 
McDonogh,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
the-  proceeds  of  the  McDonogh  bequest,  and  may  be  deducted 
by  said  agents  from  the  monies  coming  into  their  hands  on 
said  account,  to  be  noted  as  such  in  their  semi-annual  ac- 
count. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that  in  Failure  to  give 
case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  failure  to  bond  in  time,  (say  bond. 
within  thirty  days  after  the  appointment  having  been  made,) 
of  either  or  all  of  the  agents,  then  the  Mayor  shall,  immedi- 
ately thereafter,  nominate  a  successor  or  successors,  as  provid- 
ed for  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  if  the  Council  be  in  Vacancy,  how 
regular  or  special  session,  and  if  it  be  during  the  recess  of  the  to  be  filled. 
Council,   then  the  Mayor   shall   immediately   convene   the 
City  Council,  and  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  proceed 
to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  the  manner  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  said  agents  in  the  first  section  of  this  or- 
dinance. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that  there  Joint  standing 
shall  hereafter  be  annually  appointed,  by  resolution  of  the  committee. 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a  joint  committee  of 
three  members  of  each  branch,  which  committee  shall  be 
named  the  "  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  McDonogh 
Bequest."     This  committee  shall  audit  the  agent's  accounts, 
and  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  and  direc- 
tors of  the  McDonogh  bequest ;  and  to  this  committee  shall 
be  referred  all  memorials  and  subjects  appertaining  to  the 
McDonogh  estates,  connected  with  the  city  of  Baltimore  ;  and  Duties- 
the  committee  will  report  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  use- 
ful, the  state  of  the  funds  of  the  bequest,  and  the  value  and 
condition  of  the  real  estate,  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  Mayor  and 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  in  no  wise,  be  City  Council 
responsible  for  the  acts  or  omissions  of  the  agents  aforesaid,  of not  resPonsible 
whom  they  are  the  supervisors  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested 
in  them  by  said  Will,  nor  for  the  salaries  of  said  officers,  nor 
for  any  expenses  by  them  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
trust. 

Sec.  7.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  agents  ap-  Agents,  how 
pointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  changed  or  removed,  except  to  be  changed 
only  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal-  or  rem0™i. 
timore  ;  and  should  it  be  necessary,  at  any  time  in  the  recess 
of  the  Council,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor,  that  any  one  or 
all  of  said  agents  should  be  changed,  then,  and  in  that  case,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the   Mayor  forthwith   to  summon  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  to  take  into  consideration  the 
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Appointment,  propriety  of  such  change  ;  the  reasons  for  which  lie  shall  re- 
by  concurrence  p0lt  to  jjie  Council.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  no  ap- 
br;uichesoftlieP°'ntinent  °f  agents  under  the  Will  of  the  late  John  McDon- 
City  Council,  ogh,  shall  be  made  without  the  concurrence  of  a  convention 
of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  that  an  or- 
dinance  entitled    "  An    Ordinance   for  the  appointment  of 
Repeal.  Agents  to  represent  the  city  of  Baltimore  in  the  execution  of 

the  Will  of  John  McDonogh,  late  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
deceased,  approved  September  18th,  1854,"  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed.

No.  3. 

An  Ordinance  to  appoint  Directors  for  tbe  "  Northern  Central  Railway  Com- 
pany," to  represent  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  said  Company. 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  on  the  10th  of 
Preamble.        March,  1854,  the  city  of  Baltimore  is  entitled  to  appoint  di- 
rectors in  said  company,  according  to  the  provisions  and  stip- 
ulations therein  expressed.

MAYOR'S     COMMUNICATION 


Mayor's  Office, 
*         Baltimore,  January,  1855. 

To  the  Honorable, 
The  First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen  : 

It  is  proper  that  in  beginning  this  communication,  I  should  tender 
to  your  honorable  body,  my  congratulations  for  the  remarkable 
degree  of  peace,  quietness,  and  general  good  order,  which  has  per- 
vaded the  municipal  society,  during  that  portion  of  our  official  term 
which  has  already  elapsed;  and  I  cannot  but  express  the  most  fer- 
vent gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  for  this  mark  of  His  Divine  favor 
and  approbation.  It  is  becoming  in  us,  humbly  to  recognize  the 
Power,  which  rules  not  only  the  elements,  but  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  men,  reducing  to  obedience  and  submission,  what  might  otherwise 
occasion  discordance  and  strife. 

It  will  doubtless  be  conceded,  as  belonging  to  the  experience  of 
mankind,  that  in  all  the  associations  of  this  life,  honest  differences  of 
opinion  may  arise  ;  unfettered  minds  will  not  agree  on  every  subject. 
It  is,  however,  my  sincere  desire,  that  a  spirit  of  conciliation  may 
govern  us ;  that  our  intercourse  may  be  courteous,  frank,  and  free 
from  acerbity  ;  that  an  unreserved,  interchange  of  sentiments,  in  refer- 
ence either  to  private,  sectional,  or  general  interests,  may  be  per- 
mitted, in  order  that  our* legislation  may  proceed  without  embarrass- 
ment or  unnecessary  delay,  both  of  which  are  now  justly  complained 
of  as  evils  incident  to  all  legislative  or  deliberative  bodies. 
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Whilst  exercising  a  jealous  regard  for  the  dignity  of  the  office  I 
have  been  elected  by  my  fellow  citizens  to  fill,  and  sternly  asserting 
the  prerogatives  attached  to  it,  I  at  the  same  time  disavow  all  inclina- 
tion to  retard  the  action  of  your  honorable  body,  in  any  matter  affect- 
ing the  public  welfare. 

It  is  my  duty,  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Baltimore,  to  look  after 
and  protect  the  interests  of  the  whole  city?  and  this  I  am  resolved  to 
do,  to  the  full  extent  of  my  ability,  giving,  however,  to  those  of  a  pri- 
vate and  sectional  character,  due  and  impartial  consideration.  There 
is  nothing  required  to  secure  both  harmony  in  our  deliberations,  and 
good  results  from  our  actions,  but  that  the  co-ordinate  branches  of  our 
government  should  properly  respect  each  other,  and  each  confine  itself 
strictly  within  its  legitimate  sphere. 

The  finances  of  the  city  are,  I  am  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  inform 
you,  in  a  very  unpromising  condition,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  report 
of  the  City  Register.  The  following  exhibit  has  been  kindly  fur- 
nished by  that  officer,  in  compliance  with  my  request,  that  I  might 
shew  to  our  constituents  plainly,  their  full  indebtedness  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1655,  and  the  pecuniary  position  of  affairs  at  that  date.  It 
is  due  both  to  them  and  to  ourselves,  that  nothing  be  hid  from  the 
public  view.  The  entire  debt  of  the  city  on  1st  January,  1855,  was  . 
as  follows,  viz : 

Stock  debt,  on  which  we  pay  the  interest,  .  .  .  $6,872,889  17 
Stock  debt,  on  which  we  do  not  pay  the  interest, 

but  for  which  we  are  bound, 4,800,000  00 

Floating,  unprovided  for,  upwards  of  ....  500,000  00 
The  current  expenses  for  the  year  1855,  will  be  at 

least '  .  600,000  00 

This  will  show  you  at  a  glance,  the  amount  of  tax  necessary  to  be 
levied,  and  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  levy  be  made 
very  early,  instead  of  being  deferred  as  heretofore,  to  a  late  period  in 
the  annual  session  ;  permit  me  to  urge  the  necessity  of  making  the 
levy  the  very  first  business  of  the  session.  It  is  the  general  expecta- 
tion of  the  community,  that  the  per  centum  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing 
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year,  will  be  unusually  large,  but  there  is  also  abroad  a  commendable 
disposition  to  meet  the  emergency  promptly,  and  hence  the  expe- 
diency of  prompt  action,  enabling  the  City  Collector  to  enter  speedily 
upon  his  duty,  and  replenish  the  now  exhausted  treasuiy.  I  would 
recommend  a  liberal  discount  for  ready  payment,  say  7  per  centum 
to  those  who  make  it  previous  to  10th  May  ;  6  per  cent,  to  those  who 
make  it  previous  to  10th  June  ;  5  per  cent,  to  those  who  make  it  pre- 
vious to  10th  July,  and  so  decreasing  1  per  cent,  for  every  month  of 
delay. 

There  are  pressing  engagements  which  we  must  provide  for,  and 
until  fully  relieved  from  all  monetary  embarrassments,  I  trust  no  ap- 
propriations will  be  made  by  your  honorable  body,  except  such  as 
cannot  possibly  be  dispensed  with. 

The  report  of  the  City  Collector  will  be  found  an  interesting  docu- 
ment, and  the  information  it  conveys  must  occasion  general  surprise. 
You  will  discover  by  it,  that  for  eight  years,  arrearages  of  taxes  have 
been  accumulating,  until  the  sum  is  swelled  to  over  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  (.§800,000,)  a  large  portion  of  which  will  be  lost  utterly, 
and  I  would  remark,  that  this  loss  will  result  not  because  collections 
are  or  were  impossible,  but  because  the  Collector  has  not  in  his  office, 
the  necessary  assistants  to  collect  it. 

These  arrearages  have  been  hitherto  passed  from  the  hands  of  a 
retiring  Collector  to  his  successor,  as  debts  due  the  city,  and  from  time 
to  time,  some  of  the  debtors  call  and  pay,  thus  realizing  a  small  pro- 
portion— but  the  great  bulk  continues  unpaid  to  the  present  date. 
They  are  not  disputed  debts,  nor  was  there  any  obstacle  to  render  their 
collection  impossible,  save  want  of  force  or  assistants  in  the  Collector's 
office. 

In  calling  your  attention  specially  to  this  subject,  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  the  expediency  of  laying  upon  the  Auditor  the  duty  of 
collecting — by  summary  process — ali  arrearages  of  taxes  due  the  city  ; 
let  correct  bills  be  prepared,  and  passed  by  thje  Collector  into  the  hands 
of  the  Audiior,  who  shall  receipt  to  him  for  the  gross  amount,  and  be 
charged  with  the  same  on  the  Collector's  books  ;  the  Auditor  to  give 
him  a  corresponding  credit  on  books  to  be  opened  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  and  as  fast  as  collections  are  made,  he  shall  pay  the  amounts 
over  to  the  Collector,  receiving  credit  for  the  amounts  so  paid,  and 


making  a  corresponding  charge  on  his  books  ;  let  all  arrearages  date 
back  from  July  1st,  of  each  yearr taxes  unpaid  on  that  day  being 
classed  as  arrearages,  and  at  once  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Auditor 
for  collection  in  the  most  speedy  manner  possible.  This  plan  presents 
itself  to  my  mind,  after  due  consideration,  as  one  well  adapted  to  realize 
to  the  city,  monies  justly  due,  and  which  must  be  in  greatest  part 
utterly  lost,  unless  means  be  at  once  devised  to  collect  them.  Should 
it,  however,  not  seem  in  your  judgment  to  be  properly  within  the  prov- 
ince of  the  Auditor's  office,  then  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  abolishment  of  that  office,  and  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Deputy  Collector,  for  the  purposes  named,  who  shall  be  remunerated 
for  his  services — not  by  a  fixed  salary — but  by  a  per  centage  commis- 
sion, specified  by  ordinance,  on  the  amount  collected  This  mode  of 
payment  will  act  as  a  stimulant  to  industry  and  efficiency. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  using,  and  with  pleasure  too,  this  opportunity 
of  bearing  public  testimony  in  favor  of  the  two  officers  above  alluded 
to,  viz  :  the  Register  and  the  Collector  for  the  city.  I  have  found 
them  both  most  obliging  and  courteous,  and  displaying  an  energy  and 
activity  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  which  prove  them  qualified 
for  the  responsible  positions  they  have  so  long  occupied. 

The  City  Commissioner's  report  of  his  official  transactions  is  very 
elaborate,  and  contains  much  valuable  information,  and  many  practi- 
cal and  useful  suggestions.  I  respectfully  ask  for  it  that  earnest  atten- 
tion and  consideration  which  its  importance  demands.  You  will  ob- 
serve that  the  indebtedness  created  by  this  office  is  very  large.  I  can- 
not charge  this  upon  the  present  incumbents  ;  it  may  have  been  ac- 
cumulating for  years,  but  it  nevertheless  exists,  and  there  is  absolute 
necessity  for  your  immediate  interference. 

I  am  convinced  that  past  legislation,  so  far  as  it  has  been  employed 
in  contracting  debts  of  such  magnitude  in  this  branch  of  city  service, 
without  means  in  the  Treasury  for  their  liquidation, — looking  forward 
to  the  taxes  of  future  years,  and  upon  future  generations  to  furnish 
funds  for  their  extinguishment,  was  unwise.  It  is  neither  just  nor  ex- 
pedient to  lay  upon  those  who  shall  succeed  us,  onerous  liabilities  for 
improvements  in  our  day.  Would  it  not  be  more  prudent,  and  in  all 
respects  better,  to  contract  only  such  debts  as  may  be  met  promptly, 
and  without  serious  inconvenience  ? 


The  Port  Warden's  report  will  accompany  this  communication  ;  it 
is  also  worthy  of  attentive  perusal.  You  will  observe  that  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  City  Councils  which  preceded  you,  was  insuffi- 
cient #to  pay  for  the  repairs  required  by  the  "steam  dredging  ma- 
chine," attached  to  his  department,  and  therefore  was  not  used.  He 
asks  for  an  additional  appropriation,  in  order  to  bring  that  machine 
into  effective  operation. 

The  communications  from  the  Board  of  Health,  you  will  find  to  be 
most  valuable  documents,  not  only  for  the  statistical  information  there- 
in embodied,  but  for  the  wise  and  very  judicious  suggestions,  relative 
to  the  health,  cleanliness,  and  general  comfort  of  the  city,  and  citizens. 
All  will  cheerfully  admit  their  peculiar  capability  for  the  positions  they 
have  so  well  filled,  and  that  they  have  discharged  their  duties  with 
great  energy  and  assiduity,  deserving  the  highest  commendations  of 
all  their  fellow  citizens. 

1  would  specially  invite  your  attention  to  that  portion  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health's  report,  which  relates  to  a  place  of  deposit  for 
garbage,  &c.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  suitable  locality  for  the 
disposition,  both  of  garbage  and  ail  other  city  offal,  be  speedily  se- 
cured. 

It  has  been  suggested,  that  by  chemical  process  and  combination 
of  these  offals,  a  valuable  compost  for  agricultural  purposes  might  be 
manufactured,  and  by  its  sale  a  revenue  be  realized  to  the  city  trea- 
sury, going  very  far  towards  paying,  if  not  defraying  entirely,  the  de- 
mands upon  it  for  cleaning  the  streets,  &c.  of  the  city.  Would  it  not 
be  well  to  have  an  experiment  made  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  or  others  competent  to  make  the  test? 

The  report  of  the  Physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital  presents  a 
strong  claim  upon  your  particular  attention?  He  also  has  displayed 
great  judgment  and  energy  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  ;  and 
whilst  exercising  a  just  regard  to  economy  of  expenditure,  shows  the 
Institution  to  be  at  this  time,  perhaps,  in  more  efficient  condition  than 
when  he  entered  upon  his  official  term. 

Permit  me  also  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Visitors  of 
the  Jail — the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures — the  Inspector  of 
Long  and  Dry  Measures,  and  the  Inspector  of  Charcoal — all  of  which 
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you  will  find  accompanying  this  communication.  You  will  also 
find  the  annual  statement  of  the  u  Assessors  of  Tax,"  showing  the 
basis  of  taxation  for  the  past  eight  years,  and  also  the  basis  for  the 
present  year. 

The  reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Alms  House — City  Counsellor — 
Commissioners  of  Public  Schools — House  of  Refuge,  and  City  Au- 
ditor, &c.,  I  have  not  yet  received,  but  will  hand  them  to  your  Hon- 
orable Body  as  soon  as  they  are  presented  to  me. 

Permit  me  to  direct  your  view  to  that  portion  of  city  property 
known  as  the  old  Tobacco  Warehouse  property,  which  fell  to  the 
city  by  the  division  of  the  Alms  House  property  with  the  county. 
At  present,  it  produces  a  revenue  of  about  three  hundred  dollars 
($300)  annually,  but  a  judicious  change  of  rentage  would  probably 
increase  that  sum  to  at  least  six  hundred  dollars  (§600.)  I  would, 
however,  recommend  that  said  property  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
applied  to  a  reduction  of  the  public  debt.  I  would  also  advise  the 
sale  of  all  the  unproductive  property  obtained  from  the  Baltimore 
Water  Company.  The  Lanvale  Factory,  with  the  machinery  in  it, 
which  is  daily  depreciating  under  the  hand  of  time,  shoifid,  I  think, 
be  at  once  disposed  of,  and  I  respectfully  suggest  the  importance  of 
immediate  legislation  on  this  subject. 

'1  would  also  recommend  to  your  honorable  body,  the  expediency 
of  selling,  at  once,  both  Cross  street  and  Richmond  market  houses, 
&c., — the  expenses  of  both  these  establishments  exceed  the  revenue 
derived  from  them.  It  costs  the  treasury  more  to  keep  and  clean 
them,  to  say  nothing  of  necessary  repairs,  than  the  rents  amount  to. 
The  citizens  living  adjacent  to  them,  will  suffer  no  detriment  if  they 
are  closed,  as  the  country  people  do  not  attend  them.  They  are  used 
mostly  as  lounging  places  for  idlers,  and  play-grounds  for  boys,  and 
might,  for  this  reason  alone,  if  for  no  other,  be  dispensed  with. 

Another  important  subject  must  now  be  submitted  for  your  consid- 
eration. It  appears  that  omnibuses  at  present,  pay  only  the  ordinary 
rate  of  license  charged  upon  vehicles  having  four  wheels  and  drawn 
by  two  horses  ;  this  is  unfair,  for  all  must  agree  that  the  streets  over 
which  they  pass,  suffer  damage  by  them  greatly  beyond  what  other 
four  wheeled  carriages  occasion,  and  it  would  be  just  that  a  correspond- 


ing  tax  or  license,  be  laid  upon  them.  Would  it  not  be  expedient 
also,  to  require  them  to  have  wheels  of  broader  tread — say  with  a  tire 
of  not  less  than  four  inches  in  width.  I  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion to  this  matter. 

As  the  question  of  a  further  supply  of  pure  water  for  city  use,  will 
probably  occupy  a  portion  of  the  time  and  attention  of  your  honora- 
ble body,  at  the  present  session^  I  deem  it  proper,  respectfully  to  lay 
before  you  some  of  my  views  upon  the  subject. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  we  have,  by  virtue  of  our  contract 
with  the  Baltimore  Water  Company  for  the  purchase  of  their  pro- 
perty, secured  to  the  city  certain  rights  and  privileges,  that  should  be 
availed  of  immediately.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  your  joint 
committee  on  water,  examine  said  contract,  and  ascertain  all  the  facts 
connected  therewith. 

I  am  fully  satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  the  opinion  hitherto  ex- 
pressed to  your  honorable  body,  namely,  that  Jones'  falls  will  afford 
the  city  an,  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  for  all  purposes  for  the 
next  twenty  years,  indeed  1  feel  warranted  in  saying  for  the  next  fif- 
ty years.      We  only  require  storage  reservoirs  of  ample  capacity, 
which  may  be  prepared  at  a  cost  of  trifling  magnitude,  as  compared 
with  the  enormous  outlay  involved  in  the  Gunpowder  project,  or  any 
other  which  has  yet  transpired.     I  have  in  my  possession,  tfle  result 
of  calculations  which  show  that  the  quantity  of  water  contained  in 
Jones'  falls  at  Mount  Royal  Mill,  in  the  year  1854 — one  of  unusual' 
I  drought. — was  fully  equal  to  an  average  of  30,000,000  gallons  for 
|  every   24   hours.     A  quantity  sufficient  to  give  to  a  population  of 
|  500,000  souls,  60  gallons  per  day,  each.     At  Rock  Mill  there  was  not 
quite  so  much,  but  not  very  materially  less.     You  will,  however,  see 
'  that  if  the  calculations  have  been  correctly  made,  the  result  fully  sus- 
tains the  opinion  I  have  ventured  to  record. 

What  we  want,  is  a  full  supply  of  water  for  all  ordinary  purposes, 
and  an  abundance  to  quench  the  conflagrations  with  which  we  must 
expect  occasionally  to  be  visited.  Too  much  water,  because  of  the 
necessary  surface  drainage  to  which  our  city  is  subjected,  would 
L  render  many  of  our  streets  impassable  in  winter,  because  of  ice,  and 
in  open  weather,  because  of  flood.     It  is  most  apparent,  and  to  the 
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careless  observer,  that  there  is  even  now  great  waste  of  the  element  in 
every  day  service  ;  and  at  fires,  especially,  there  is  great  loss,  perhaps 
owing  to  the  great  number  of  fire  engines  employed.  All  connected 
with  them  are  deeply  interested  in  putting  a  stop  to  the  raging  flames, 
and  in  their  efforts,  no  doubt  unintentionally,  waste,  or  at  all  events 
use  to  little  purpose,  much  water,  which  by  a  proper  system,  and 
understanding  amongst  the  different  companies,  might  be  thrown  judi- 
ciously upon  the  fire,  and  accomplish  its  extinction  with  a  due  regard 
to  economy  of  time  and  water,  and  probably  with  less  loss  of  property 
than  now  occurs.  Whether  this  is  a  subject  of  legislation  I  leave  to. 
your  judgment. 

Our  city  may  be  perfectly  watered,  and  an  abundance  provided  for 
every  part  of  it  at  ail  times,  not  excepting  cases  of  great  emergency, 
on  the  occurrence  of  fires,  by  a  judicious  use  of  our  rights  and  privi- 
leges on  Jones'  falls,  and  the  erection  of  suitable  reservoirs,  in  well 
selected  localities,  affording  adequate  storage  accommodation  j  and 
there  is  no  necessity,  in  my  judgment,  for  looking  elsewhere  at  this 
juncture.  With  these  remarks,  I  leave  the  matter  in  your  hands, 
respectfully  soliciting  your  legislation  upon  it,  at  as  early  a  period  as 
possible. 

There  is  one  other  matter  to  which  I  would  respectfully  invite  your 
special  detention.  There  are  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  a  great 
number  of  vacant  lots,  now  used  as  receptacles'  for  all  kinds  of  rubbish, 
to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  citizens.  1  would  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  an  ordinance,  requiring  all  vacant  lots  to  be  enclosed  with  a 
good  and  substantial  board  fence  not  less  than  ten  feet  high.

12  city  collector's  report. 

There  has  also  been  received,  and  paid  over  to  the  Register  within 
the  year,  for  surplus  amount  from  sales  of  property,  for  opening  and  . 
closing  streets,  after  deducting  assessments  and  cost  of  sales,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  thirty-two 
cents,  (§2,465  32.)  A  greater  amount  of  the  taxes  levied  for  the 
year  1854,  would  have  been  collected,  had  it  not  been  for  the  general 
pressure  which  has  been  felt  throughout  the  community,  in  all  finan- 
cial matters  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  The  late  period  at 
which  the  levies  are  made,  (this  having  not  been  done  in  1853  or  in 
1854,  until  the  end  of  June,)  prevents  the  collection  for  the  taxes  of 
the  current  year,  from  being  as  large  as  if  those  levies  were  made  as 
formerly  in  March  or  April.  Nevertheless  the  foregoing  statement 
will,  it  is  believed,  show  a  much  larger  aggregate  amount  of  collec- 
tions made  in  this  office,  and  paid  over  to  the  Register,  than  has  ever 
before  been  made  in  any  one  year. 

There  is  a  large  amount  due  the  city  from  various  contractors,  for 
paving  streets,  <fcc,  the  collection  of  which  cannot  be  enforced, 
because  in  nearly  every  case,  the  city  is  still  more  largely  indebted  to 
the  same  contractors,  for  work  done  by  them.  I  would  respectfully 
renew  the  suggestion,  made  in  my  report  of  January  12th,  1854,  that 
the  Collector  and  Register  be  authorized  to  close  these  accounts,  by 
crediting  their  respective  amounts  to  the  contractors,  and  deducting 
the  same  from  the  claims  which  they  hold  against  the  city. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  expediency  of  mak- 
ing further  provision  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  mortgages,  judg- 
ments, stocks,  and  other  intangible  descriptions  of  personal  property, 
of  which  it  is,  in  many  cases,  impossible  to  enforce  the  collection, 
under  the  existing  laws  and  ordinances. 

During  the  past  year,  being  called  on  by  the  contractors  for  paving 
certain  parts  of  Caroline  street,  Dallas  street,  Washington  street,  and 
Exeter  street,  to  enforce  the  payment  of  their  bills  for  paving  said 
streets,  I  advertised  for  sale,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  or- 
dinance of  the  city,  ten  several  lots  of  ground,  binding  on  said  streets, 
on  which  the  paving  taxes  remained  unpaid. 

At  the  appointed  times  and  places  of  sale,  one  of  said  lots,  and  a 
portion  of  each  of  the  other  nine  (9)  lots,  were  struck  off  to  the 
highest  bidders  for  the  same,  respectively.  The  purchasers  of  the  nine 
parts  of  lots  sold,  not  having  complied  with  the  terms  of  sale,  by 
making  payment  within  the  time  prescribed,  the  same  portions  of 
said  lots  were,  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  sale,  again  advertised 
to  be  sold  at  public  sale.  Before  the  time  appointed  for  said  second 
sale,  the  parties  claiming  to  be  the  owners  of  the  property,  obtained 
from  the  Circuit  Court,  injunctions  prohibiting  the  sales,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings in  reference  thereto,  are  still  pending  and  undecided  in  that 
Court. 

In  like  manner,  being  called  on  by  the  contractors  for  paving 
Hollins'  alley,  to  enforce  payment  of  paving  taxes  thereon,  I  gave 
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notice  by  advertisement,  in  pursuance  of  the  city  ordinances,  that 
three  lots,  on  which  the  paving  taxes  remained  unpaid,  would  be 
offered  for  sale,  unless  the  taxes  due  thereon,  should  be  paid  within  a 
prescribed  period.  Before  that  time  expired,  the  parties  claiming  to 
be  owners  of  said  lots,  likewise  obtained  from  the  Circuit  Court,  in- 
junctions to  stay  further  proceedings,  and  these  cases  are  all  likewise 
still  pending  and  undecided. 

In  November,  I  received  from  the  City  Commissioner,  a  warrant, 
directing  the  collection  of  a  tax,  for  paving  footways  on  West  Falls 
avenue.  The  parties  assessed,  contending  that  they  were  exempted 
by  the  city  from  the  payment  of  this  tax,  the  claim  was,  under  the 
advice  of  the  City  Counsellor,  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  by 
suit. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  in  this  report,  respectfully  to  state,  that  within 
the  last  few  years,  the  business  devolving  on  this  office  has  so  much 
increased,  that  some  further  provisions  have  become  necessary  to 
enable  the  City  Collector  properly  to  discharge  his  duties.  There  are 
now  only  the  same  number  of  salaried  officers  employed  in  the  Col- 
lector's office  as  in  1843.  For  several  years  subsequently,  there  was 
one  less,  until  the  year  1853,  when  the  Council  authorized  the  ap- 
pointment of  one  additional  assistant  collector,  thus  making  the  num- 
ber of  officers  the  same  as  in  1843. 

The  following  comparative  statement,  from  the  annual  official  re- 
ports of  my  predecessors  and  myself,  of  the  amounts  collected  in  this 
office  from  various  sources  during  the  last  ten  years,  may  give  some 
idea  of  the  increase  which  has  taken  place  in  the  business  of  the  Col- 
lector's office.

Gentlemen 

of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 

of  the  City  Council : 

In  compliance  with  ordinance  No.  8  of  1S50,  section  9,  the  City- 
Register  herewith  presents  his  annual  statement,  exhibiting  the  con- 
dition of  the  treasury  at  the  conclusion  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  his  esti- 
mate of  receipts  and  payments  for  the  present  year,  and  "other  infor- 
mation connected  with  the  finances  of  the  city." 

By  the  "summary"  accompanying  this  report,  it  will  be  seen;  that 
during  the  past  year,  the  receipts  amounted  to  three  millions,  three 
hundred  and  sixty -two  thousand,  five  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and 
fifty-seven  cents,  (s3, 362, 560  57,)  while  for  the  same  term,  the  dis- 
bursements were  three  millions,  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  thou- 
sand, seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents, 
($3,4S2,?26  26,)  including  a  balance  against  the  city,  on  the  31st 
December,  1S53,  of  thirty-eight  thousand,  two  hundred  and  thirty-two 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  ($38,232  15,)  thus  shewing  the  heavily  in- 
creased balance  against  the  treasury,  on  the  31st  December,  1S54,  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand,  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dol- 
lars and  sixty -nine  cents. 
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With  these  figures  of  deficiency,  then,  the  city  commences  its  finan- 
cial operations  for  the  current  year.  But  it  will  very  much  tend  to 
quiet  surprise  at  this  unpleasant  condition  of  the  treasury,  when  it  is 
recollected  that  the  revenue  was  deprived  of  two  items  appropriated  to 
meet  the  interest  on  the  stock  debt,  and  which,  in  the  aggregate, 
amounted  to  two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars.  A  specified 
dividend  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road  Company's  stock  held  by  the  city,  and  another  specified 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars,  as  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  stock  heretofore  received  as  dividend  from  the  same  company, 
were  made  of  no  available  service, — for  the  reason,  that  in  the  first 
case  no  dividend  was  received,  and  in  the  other,  the  minimum  price 
at  which  the  sale  was  limited,  was  far  above  what  the  market  value 
has  since,  at  any  time,  reached.  Under  the  authority  of  existing  or- 
dinances, however,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
nance, loans  were  secured  to  meet  immediate  requirements.  But 
even  here,  more  than  ordinary  difficulties  were  encountered,  owing  to 
the  almost  unexampled  pressure  of  financial  operations  generally,  and 
the  consequent  high  price  of  money  in  the  market.  It  is  with  plea- 
sure, however,  stated,  that  with  an  exception  or  two,  the  banks  con- 
tributed each  its  share,  to  sustain  the  credit  of  the  city;  and  with  this 
aid,  and  other  loans  from  two  or  three  individuals  at  legal  rates,  the 
Register  was  enabled  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  to  meet  the 
interest  accruing  on  the  first  of  January,  as  well  as  to  pay  off  ad- 
vances made  by  the  deposite  bank  of  the  treasury,  to  meet  the  Octo- 
ber quarterly  interest. 

The  operations  just  recited,  necessarily  require  early  provisions  to 
supply  the  means  of  meeting  the  special  indebtedness  thus  entered 
into,  and  which,  with  other  time  engagements,  it  may  be  well  to 
specify,  as  follows  :

Besides  these  sums,  there  will  become  due  in  the  intermediate  time, 
special  engagements,  to  the  amount  of  about  twenty  thousand  dollars. 
If  to  the  above  figures  be  added  the  ordinary  current  expenses  and 
debts  of  last  year,  postponed  in  their  payment  from  the  causes  already 
referred  to,  it  will  be  seen  at  a  glance,  that  the  treasury  must  be  sup- 
plied with  means  much  larger  in  amount,  and  at  an  earlier  date  than 
usual.  And  in  this  connection  it  will  not  be  out  of  place,  respectfully 
to  press  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  the  adoption  of  means 
used  heretofore,  to  secure  an  early  and  prompt  payment  of  the  taxes. 
In  former  years,  and  upon  the  occasion  of  a  somewhat  similar  emer- 
gency to  that  which  now  exists,  a  larger  rate  of  discount  than  usual 
was  allowed,  and  relief  thus  afforded  for  the  inadequacy  of  the  finan- 
ces. The  rate  now  fixed  by  ordinance  is  five  per  cent.,  if  paid  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  July.  Let,  then,  the  rate  be  increased  for  a  term 
specified,  in  advance  of  that  day,  say,  six  per  cent,  if  before  the  first 
of  May,  and  seven  per  cent,  if  before  the  first  of  April.  This  sugges- 
tion, so  well  and  timely  pressed  by  the  Mayor  in  his  late  message, 
\  gives  the  more  confidence  in  submitting  the  matter  in  a  little  more 
I  detail  for  your  deliberation.  But,  that  the  increased  discount  may  not 
operate  too  heavilv  upon  the  net  receipts  from  the  levy,  it  would  seem 
only  fitting  that  to  meet  this  difficulty,  the  interest  now  charged  on 
delinquent  tax-payers  should  commence,  say,  a  month  or  two  earlier, 
as  the  case  may  require,  as  for  instance,  if  six  percent,  discount  beal- 
j  lowed  in  May,  then  let  the  interest  commence  to  be  charged  on  the 
first  of  December, — if  in  April,  then  let  the  interest  commence  on  the 
first  of  November. 

In  New  York,  in  order  to  secure  the  prompt  collection  of  taxes  for 
the  year,  interest,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  a  month,  commences  to 
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be  charged  two  months  after  the  opening  of  the  tax  books.  Under 
the  decision  recently  made  in  regard  to  the  rate  of  interest  in  this 
State,  it  is  questionable  whether  the  corporation  could  chargfl  more 
than  at  the  rate  of  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  month.  That  some 
plan  of  the  kind  proposed,  however,  should  be  adopted  in  justice  to 
the  prompt  tax-payer,  must  be  admitted  by  all.  If  it  be  not,  the  sum 
of  arrearages  will  be  yearly  increasing,  and  the  deficiency  thus  accru- 
ing, must  be  charged  back  among  the  expenses  again  to  be  levied  for. 
The  importance  of  providing  a  remedy  for  all  this,  will  be  acknow- 
ledged when  the  large  amount  of  arrearages,  set  forth  in  the  statement 
of  the  City  Collector,  is  for  a  moment,  considered.  In  regard  to  these 
losses,  eC  a  large  proportion  consists  of  taxes  on  furniture,  stock  in 
trade,  mortgages  and  judgments,  and  other  moveable  and  intangible 
property,"  most  of  which  might  be  collected  in  the  year  of  their  levy, 
or  in  that  immediately  succeeding,  but  which,  from  want  of  the  proper 
means  of  securing  their  payment  promptly,  are  irrecoverably  lost  by 
the  subsequent  death,  removal,  or  insolvency  of  the  parties. 

But,  the  question  arises  here,  in  relation  to  the  city  finances, 
whether  no  remedy  can  be  devised  to  prevent  the  injurious  effect  of 
these  causes.  The  appointment  of  a  special  collector  of  arrears  of 
taxes,  has  already  been  suggested  for  your  consideration;  but  it  may 
be  allowed,  as  within  the  scope  of  the  prescribed  duty  of  the  Register, 
to  carry  out  this  suggestion,  by  a  remark  or  two  of  a  practical  char- 
acter. 

Such  an  officer,  as  here  named,  holds  appointment  in  some  of  our 
cities,  it  is  believed,  and  under  the  circumstances,  the  experiment 
seems  deserving  of  at  least  a  trial  in  Baltimore.  The  expenditures  of 
our  city  last  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  "  summary, " 
amounted  to  over  three  millions  of  dollars,  ($3,482,726  26,)  while 
the  "  statement"  hereto  appended,  shows  that  the  amount  required 
to  be  raised  by  taxes,  amounts  to  over  one  million  of  dollars, 
($1,177,998  45,)  to  meet  which,  will  require  a  levy  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-four  and  one  half  cents,  (194J,)  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars; to  which,  add  the  state  tax  of  fifteen  cents,  (15,)  will  make  a 
total  of  two  hundred  and  nine  and  one  half  cents,  (209^,)  as  the  rate 
of  levy  for  1855,  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and  upon  the 
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condition,  that  the  estimates  given  are  allowed,  that  no  additional  ap- 
propriations be  made,  and  that  no  other  means  than  taxes  be  provided 
to  supply  the  demands  upon  the  treasury.  Now,  the  appended  tabu- 
lar statement  of  the  Collector,  exhibits  an  aggregate  of  arrearages 
standing  on  the  books  of  his  office,  to  the  amount  of  $884,814  95, 
of  which  he  estimates  as  collectable,  the  sum  of  $461,125,  thus  leav- 
ing at  the  close  of  the  year,  a  balance  of  $423,689  95,  again  to  #e 
swelled  at  that  period  by  the  arrears  of  ]  855  still  unsettled.  A  simple 
recital  of  these  figures,  at  once  forces  upon  the  attention,  first,  the 
heavy  rate  of  taxation,  and  the  consequent  depreciation  to  that  extent 
of  the  value  of  property  and  the  incidental  increase  of  rent  to  the  ten- 
ant, and  again,  as  a  sequence  upon  this,  the  necessity  of  some  effec- 
tive means  to  diminish  this  burden,  by  at  least  securing,  among  other 
things,  a  more  full  collection  of  the  taxes,  so  that  each  year  may  meet 
as  fully  as  possible  its  own  wants,  and  not  throw  the  weight  of  its  de- 
ficiency upon  the  succeeding  one.  There  can  be  but  little  doubt  that 
these  desirable  ends  can  be  attained  to  a  great  extent,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  collector  of  arrears,  and  the  result,  no  doubt,  would  be  most 
satisfactory  to  the  community,  and  certainly  most  advantageous  to  a 
healthy  condition  of  the  treasury.  The  cost  would  fall  on  the  de- 
linquent, while  only  simple  justice  would  be  done  to  the  early  and 
prompt  tax-payer. 

The  annexed  table  will  show,  in  detail,  the  amount  required,  the 
basis  less  abatements,  and  the  rate  of  levy  necessary  to  meet  the  esti- 
mates for  the  year.  As  usual,  two  rates  are  calculated,  but  the  opin- 
ion given  in  other  years  is  still  adhered  to,  being  fully  justified  by 
.continued  results.  The  only  reliable  rate  is  that  of  six-tenths  collect- 
able. Indeed,  during  the  last  year  the  collections  did  not  even  reach 
five-tenths.  This,  it  is  true,  was  owing  to  the  pecuniary  stringency 
of  the  times,  and  not  a  little,  perhaps,  to  the  late  period  at  which  the 
levy  was  made. 

An  unusual  item  to  be  provided  for,  will  be  found  among  (he  esti- 
mated general  expenditures.  This  is  a  judgment  obtained  against 
•  the  city,  and  will  be  found  more  fully  explained  by  a  note  from  the 
.  City  Counsellor,  hereto  appended.     (F.) 

During  the  past  year,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  has 
paid  monthly  into  the  treasury,  the  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  him, 
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and  accruing  under  act  of  Assembly  for  the  use  of  the  city  and  jail. 
It  is  only  due  to  Mr.  Davis  to  say,  that  this  was  done  at  his  own  sug- 
gestion. In  view  of  the  recent  defalcation  of  his  predecessor,  and  the 
loss  occasioned  thereby,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  subject 
should  be  carefully  examined,  and  additional  legislation  had  to  guard 
against  future  similar  occurrences. 

jJThe  amount  of  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, received  as  dividend  and  now  on  hand,  amounts  to  twenty- 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-two  shares.

I  respectfully  reply  to  the  several  inquiries  made  in  your  favor  of 
the  8th  inst.,  as  follows,  viz.: 

1st.  The  amount  of  arrearages  of  taxes  from  the  year  1847  to  the 
year  1854,  inclusive? 

2d.  The  estimated  per  eentage  collectable  in  1S55,  of  said  arrear- 
ages, on  each  description  of  tax  ? 

The  aggregate  amount  of  arrearages  of  city  taxes,  appearing  by 
the  books  of  (his  office  as  due,  and  unpaid  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
1855,  is  $SS4,814  95,  of  which  I  estimate  as  collectable  in  the  year 
1855  at  $461,125.  The  amount  appearing  due  for  each  year,  and 
the  amount  estimated  as  collectable  during  the  current  year,  on  each 
description  of  tax,  are  shown  by  the  tabular  statement  herewith  sub- 
mitted. Of  the  above  arrearages,  it  will  be  observed  that  more  than 
one-half  of  the  amount  consists  of  the  uncollected  taxes  for  1854.  It 
is  always  the  case,  as  you  are  aware,  that  a  large  proportion  of  taxes 
levied  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  the  current  year  in  which 
the  levy  is  made. 

As  stated  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the  9th  January,  1S54,  printed  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  ordinances  of  1854,  a  considerable  amount  of 
the  apparent  arrearages  due  is  made  up  of  charges  on  intangible  per- 
sonal property  of  various  descriptions.  Of  these,  many  never  could 
have  been  recovered,  as  the  parties  charged  could  have  shown  them- 
selves entitled,  on  various  grounds,  to  abatements  of  the  same. 
Others  that  now  are  worthless  could,  I  have  no  doubt,  have  been  col- 
lected when  first  charged,  under  a  different  organization  of,  and  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  this  office.  I  take  the 
liberty,  also,  to  express  my  conviction,  that  in  the  absence  of  further 
legislation  in  reference  to  the  collection  of  taxes  on  mortgages,  judg- 
ments, capital  employed  in  trade,  debts  due,  &c ,  there  will  always 
continue  to  be  on  the  books  of  this  office  a  number  of  charges,  swelling 
the  amount  of  apparent  arrearages  due,  from  which  nothing  can  be 
realized. 

3d.  The  estimated  deduction  for  prompt  payment  of  taxes  of  the 
levy  of  1855  ? 

Under  the  rates  of  discounts  allowed  by  the  existing  ordinances,  I 
estimate  that  the  deduction  for  prompt  payment  will  amount  to  2  per 
cent,  on  the  gross  amount  levied  for  each  description  of  tax, 
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4th.  Estimated  amounts  of  receipts  for  assessments  for  new  wells 
and  pumps,  and  for  commissions  on  paving  taxes? 

From  the  number  of  warrants  for  pumps  and  wells  recently  received 
in  the  office,  and  the  balance  yet  outstanding  on  old  warrants,  I  esti- 
mate that  not  less  than  $5,000  may  be  collected  from  this  source 
during  the  current  year. 

If  no  settlement  be  made  with  the  contractors  for  paving,  of  the 
claims  they  hold  against  the  city,  I  estimate  that  §1,000  may  be  col- 
lected on  account  of  commissions  due  by  them.  If  the  amounts  they 
owe  could  be  settled  by  crediting  the  same  bn  the  amounts  due  to 
them,  it  is  estimated  that  not  less  than  $10,000,  now  charged  against 
them  in  this  office,  may  be  collected  in  1855. 

5th.  The  amount  of  difference,  as  exhibited  by  the  books  of  the 
Collector's  office,  between  the  sums  of  arrearages  estimated  as  col- 
lectable in  all  1854,  and  the  sums  actually  collected,  say  for  each 
year?

STATEMENT.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  send  you  a  short  copy  of  the  judgment  entered  in  the 
case  of  Wm.  B.  Norman,  by  Daniel  Sprigg,  his  next  friend,  against 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Under  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland,  the  city 
has  been  held  responsible  for  the  transfer  of  certain  city  stock  in  1844, 
by  Samuel  Jones,  guardian  of  Wm.  B.  Norman,  who  had  not  ob- 
tained an  order  from  the  Orphans'  Court,  as  required  by  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  1844,  chapter  304.  The  passage  of  the  act  was,  as  I 
am  informed,  unknown  to  Mr.  Hunt,  who  was  at  that  time  the  City 
Register,  and  the  transfer  of  stock  was  made,  as  had  been  the  usage 
of  the  office,  upon  the  exhibition  by  Mr.  Jones  of  the  evidence  of  his 
appointment  as  guardian.  I  deem  it  proper  to  make  this  statement 
in  justice  to  Mr.  Hunt,  from  whom  I  obtained  the  information,  as  the 
transaction  occurred  before  my  official  connexion  as  Counsellor  to  the 
corporation.

Health  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  1st,  1855. 

To  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 

and  Gentlemen  of  the  First  and  Second" 

,  .  Branches  of  the  City  Council  : 

In  preparing  this  second  annual  report  for  your  consideration,  upon 
the  street  scavenging  department,  under  the  new  system,  it  seems  to 
be  just  and  proper  to  bring  to  your  notice,  such  facts,  resulting  from 
experience  and  observation,  as  would  prove  interesting,  and  practical- 
ly instructive,  and  in  doing  which — so  far  as  is  comprehended  in  the 
retrospections  of  the  past  fiscal  ye^r, — we  are  necessarily  invited  to 
those  which  have  a  proclivity  to  engender  the  liveliest  personal,  and 
general  congratulations  ;  not  only  in  view  of  our,  almost  miraculous 
exemption  from  diseases  of  an  epidemic  and  pestilential  character,  but 
a  wise  and  judicious  legislative  policy,  which  has  enabled  that  depart- 
ment of  the  corporation  having  charge  of  the  public  health,  to  be  em- 
inently and  practically  useful  in  its  efforts. 


66  REPORT    OF    THE    COMMISSIONER    OF    HEALTH. 

APPRECIATION   OF  PUBLIC  HYGEIXE. 

Until  of  late,  the  subject  and  importance  of  public  health,  was 
either  not  fully  understood,  or  inadequately  appreciated  by  the  great 
masses  ;  mankind  did  not  seem  to  understand  how  a  mass  of  decom- 
posing animal  or  vegetable  matter,  could  either  affect  their  present  or 
prospective  health,  or  commercial  and  mechanical  prospects;  and  were 
therefore  unwilling  to  contribute  to  its  removal,  unless  forsooth,  it  seri- 
ously impeded  their  locomotive  progress  ;  not  dreaming,  that  beneath 
such  corrupt  accumulations,  reposed  the  elements  of  disease  and  death. 
But  happily  for  humanity,  a  new  and  improved  state  of  feeling  has 
arisen.  Men  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  self-pro- 
tection, and  are  therefore  disposed  to  contribute  liberally  to  the  main- 
tenance of  competent  sanatory  regulations. 

DUTY  OF  CORPORATE   AUTHORITIES. 

It  may  be  correctly  and  judiciously  remarked,  that  the  first  and 
greatest  concern  on  the  part  of  every  municipal  government,  should 
unquestionably  be,  to  protect,  so  far  as  sanatory  regulations  are  capa- 
ble, the  health  of  its  inhabitants,  because  in  this  lies  the  true  secret  of 
physical  enjoyment  and  continuous  prosperity.  In  vain  may  rich 
golden  fields  be^hrown  open  to  the  enterprising  merchant,  or  the  in- 
genious mechanic,  with  the  almost  certain  prospect  of  an  abundant 
harvest.  Yet,  if  disease  and  death  are  to  be  a  compensating  portion 
of  the  reward,  he  is  not  likely,  with  the  most  expanded  mercenary 
ambition,  to  engage  in  the  undertaking  of  amassing  a  fortune  at  the 
expense  of  either  life  or  health.  For  it  may  be  reckoned,  as  a  fixed 
economical  axiom,  that  in  any  given  place,  the  contractions  and  ex- 
pansions of  capital  and  enterprise,  will  be  found  to  travel  side  by  side, 
with  its  permanent  sanatory  reputation.  Hence,  it  follows,  that  an  effi- 
cient and  well  directed  sanatory  gplice  is  one  of  the  most  important 
conservative  measures  that  could  engage  the  attention  of  large  com- 
mercial municipalities. 

WISDOM  OF  THE  ANCIENTS  IN  REGARD  TO  HYGEINE. 

If  wre  consult  the  history  of  the  ancients,  as  well  as  some  eastern 
nations  of  more  modern  times,  we  find,  although  far  in  the  rear  of 
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our  own  progressive  land  in  Christianity,  civilization  and  the  arts  and 
sciences,  yet  there  are  discoverable,  important  lessons  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  hygenic  policy  well  worthy  of  emulation.  They  possessed  a 
just  appreciation  of  its  important  bearing  upon  progressive  interests, 
however  much  they  may  have  lacked  wisdom  in  regard  to  the  other 
essential  elements  necessary  to  advancement.  Is  it  not,  therefore, 
not  only  important,  but  obligatory  upon  us,  in  this  brilliant  age  of 
progressive  intelligence  and  usefulness,  when  moral  philanthropists 
are  striving  to  bring  about  that  high  state  of  moral  hygeine,  so  impor- 
tant to  the  life  which  is  to  come  j  to. endeavor  to  produce  that  eleva- 
tion of  physical  health,  which  shall  not  only  enable  men  to  be  more 
useful  by  living  longer,  but  give  to  them  that  full  measure  of  alot- 
ment,  three  score  years  and  ten. 

OUR  EXEMPTION  FROM  CHOLERA. 

If  we  take  but  a  cursory  observation  of  the  history  of  a  single  dis- 
ease during  the  past  summer,  that  most  frightful   of  human  mali- 
dies,   Cholera,   and   see   the    devastation    and   desolation  it    spread 
throughout  the  land.    When  we  contemplate  the  thousands  who  have 
by  its  destructive  hand,  been  consigned  to  eternity — when  we  reflect 
upon  the  woes  ancf  sorrows  consequent  upon  such  destruction  of  hu- 
man life — when  we    observe  the  withering  seal   it  places  upon  all 
commercial  and  mechanical  prospects — then,  and  not  till  then,  can 
we  properly  and  fully  appreciate  our  own  exemption.     Surely  in  this 
can  be  seen  abundant  cause  for  gratitude  to  that  munificent  Provi- 
dence, whose  protecting  arm  has  been  around  and  about  us.     And 
whilst  this  fearful  messenger  has  thus  swept  so  ruthlessly  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  even  from  the  banks  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  to  the  waters  of  the  Rio  Grande,  and  from  the  sandy  plains 
of  the  Atlantic,  to  the  golden  shores  of  the   Pacific;    yet  Baltimore, 
like  some  favorite  garden  spot,  has  been  spared   its  blighting  touch. 
Might  it  not,  therefore,  be  beneficially  instructive,  as  well  as  interest- 
ing, to  inquire  into  the  cause,  or  probable  cause  of  such  exemption  ; 
certainly,  not  only  humanity,  but  the  spirit  of  the  age  imperative- 
ly demands  that  such  inquiries  should  be  made,  and  that  too,  upon 
the  most  extensive  basis. 
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WAS  BALTIMORE  EXEMPT  FROM  CHOLERA? 

During  the  past  summer,  the  people  of  Baltimore  was  kept  in  a 
continuous  state  of  excitement,  in  consequence  of  the  extensive 
Cholera  reports  pouring  in  from  almost  every  city  and  town  in  the 
Union,  consequently  every  case  of  Cholera  Morbus  occurring  from 
ordinary  causes,  was  magtftfied  into  Cholera  Asphyxia  ;  more  partic- 
ularly by  some  medical  gentlemen,  whose  anxiety  for  public  notoriety 
was  greater  than  their  cravings  for  a  well  balanced  judgment,  and  it 
was  therefore  stoutly  contended  by  those  amateur  esculapians,  that  the 
Board  of  Health  should  formalty  proclaim  to  the  world,  that  epidemic 
cholera,  existed  in  our  midst,  thereby  publishing  not  only  an  untruth, 
but  sacrificing  to  Baltimore,  her  entire  fall  trade;  this  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  felt  unwilling  to  do.  But  without  wishing  that  any  personal 
opinion  should  be  taken  at  par,  let  us  for  the  purposes  of  demonstra- 
tion, take  the  mortuary  reports  for  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September  of  1 854,  and  it  will  be  found,  that  there  was  but  ninety- 
five  more  adult  deaths,  than  during  the  same  period  of  1S53.  Now 
suppose  for  the  sake  of  accommodation,  these  should  all  be  charged 
to  cholera,  they  occurring  in  a  population  of  over  two  hundred  thous- 
and, and  extending  over  a  period  of  four  months,  could  not  claim  the 
dignified  title  of  epidemic.  But  on  the  contrary,  may  not  the  small 
increased  adult  mortality  be  truthfully,  as  the  mortuary  bills  exhibited, 
be  charged  to  a  slight  increase  in  those*  ordinary  diseases,  over  which 
public  sanatory  regulations  have  no  control,  and  originating  during 

the  passed  season,  from  the  prolonged  and  increased  heat. 
i  • 

THE  BASIS  OF  OUR  EXEMPTION. 

Whilst  it  may  be  justly  said,  with  pride  and  pleasure,  that  Balti- 
more will  vie  with  any  other  commercial  city  in  the  moral  rectitude 
of  her  people;  yet  we  would  not  be  so  pharisaical  or  presumptuous  as 
to  believe  our  exemption  to  have  resulted  from  any  preponderating 
virtues  ;  that  being  conceded,  we  must  inquire  further  for  the  cause, 
and  which  may  be  truthfully  and  legitimately  found  in  our  approxi- 
mate obedience  to  the  requirements  of  physical  law. 
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In  the  arcane  of  nature  we  are  furnished  with  important  lessons, 
from  which  the  human  economist  may  draw  many  interesting  and 
valuable  philosophical  truths. 

The  wise  Creator  of  the  Universe  "has  established  certain  fixed  and 
unalterable  laws,  by  which  it  shall  be  governed  and  regulated ,  not 
only  as  a  whole,  but  those  laws  are  made  applicable  to  its  ultimate 
constituents,  and  physical  man  as  one  of  those  constituents,  is,  and 
must  be,  subject  to  the  same  laws. 

PHYSICAL  LAW  AT  WAR  WITH  LIFE. 

Man  being  endowed  with  a  superior  intellect,  in  addition  to  the  per- 
ceptive and  relative  faculties  common  to  all  animated  creation,  and 
which  gives  to  him  a  preponderating  advantage,  over  those  things 
which  have  a  natural  tendency  to  cause  his  destruction;  it  is  only  ne- 
cessary,  therefore,  to  carefully  study  and  correctly  comprehend  the  nature 
of  those  elements  which  are  constantly  at%ar  with  organization,  with 
the  view  of  guarding  against,  so  far  as  is  possible,  their  destructive  in- 
fluence. A  tenacity  for  life  is  inherent  in  all,  and  it  is  one  of  the  cardi- 
nal innate  principles  in  all  animated  nature,  to  use  the  utmost  vigi- 
lance in  preserving  itself  against  destruction  or  external  violence.  In- 
deed, life  itself  is  but  a  continuous  struggle  against  the  laws  of  physics, 
and  just  so  long  asJhe  vital  law  maintains  the  ascendancy,  life  con- 
tinues. Conversely  is  the  case;  when  the  physical  law  predominates, 
life  ceases. 

DEPENDENCIES  OF  LIFE,  AND  THE  LAW  OF    AFFINITIES. 

Life  depends  for  its  continuance  upon  certain  substances,  such  as 
air,  food,  &c,  and  these  must  be  pure/in  order  that  the  vital  func- 
tions may  be  performed  with  strict  reference  to  health  and  longevity. 

Dissimilar  or  heterogeneous  inorganic  compounds,  depend  for  their 
form  and  consistence  upon  certain  affinities  which  exist  between  their 
ultimate  components;  yet  these  maybe  disintegrated,  by  being  brought 
into  contact  with  new  elements,  .having  stronger  affinities  for  some  of 
ts  parts,  than  those  that  existed  in  the  previous  union. 
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Let  us  now  examine  what  external  causes  may  affect  the  health  and 
life  of  man,  and  how  these  laws  are  made  equally  applicable  under 
favorable  circumstances,  to  the  disintegration  or  breaking  down  of 
organization  ;  and  that  too  prematurely,  if  so  far  as  man  is  concerned, 
the  proper  means  are  not  taken  to  avert  the  calamity. 

HOW  DECOMPOSING    ANIMAL   AND   VEGETABLE  MATTER  AFFECTS 
HEALTH  AND  LIFE. 

The  human  body,  in  common  with  all  animal  and  vegetable  or- 
ganisms, is  a  compound,  consisting  of  primary  elements,  many  of 
which,  although  having  no  natural  affinity,  yet  are  held  together  by 
the  superior  force  of  vital  law  ;  it  therefore  follows,  that  any  thing 
which  has  a  tendency  to  weaken  that  vital  force,  must  endanger  the 
continuance  of  life. 

Now,  as  has  just  been  remarked,  as  all  organized  matter,  whether  ani- 
mal or  vegetable,  is  preserved  in  its  integrity  only  by  the  power  of  vital' 
law,  then  it  necessarily  follows,  that  when  life,  in  either  of  these  de 
partments  of  organization,  becomes  extinct,  their  primary  elements  o 
gases,  obeying  the  physical  law,  becomes  disengaged,  and  mixes  with 
the  atmosphere,  rendering  that  necessary  element  to  animal  life,  poi 
sonous,  and  therefore,  unfavorable  to  health  in  the  ratio  of  its  adulte 
ration.  As  a  practical  home  illustration  of  this  decomposing  tenden 
cy,  with  its  accompanying  mischiefs,  may  be  cited,  the  condition  o 
our  main  and  back  basins,  and  Jpnes'  falls,  during  the  latter  part  o: 
last  summer,  whose  hidden  corruptions,  like  some  ripened  Vesuvius, 
breathing  forth  their  bubbling  miasmatic  lava,  saturating  the  atmos- 
phere with  their  baneful  influence ;  and  who  among  us,  living,  or 
transacting  business  contiguous  to  those  localities,  was  not  seized  with 
the  most  fearful  apprehensions,  lest  some  dreadful  pestilence  should 
overtake  us  ;  and  indeed,  had  it  not  been  for  a  timely  and  Providen- 
tial change  in  the  weather,  more  serious  evils  than  those  developed  in 
Block  and  Philpot  streets,  must  have  befallen  our  community.  This 
suggests  the  pressing  necessity  of  providing  a  liberal  supply  of  such 
machinery  as  is  peculiarly  adapted  for  their  thorough  cleaning.  But 
for  more  particular  reference  to  this  matter,  I  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  able  report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health.     But

again,  if  the  above  is  not  sufficient  to  convince  even  the  most  ob- 
tuse olfactory  sensibility,  let  any  one  of  your  honorable  body  but 
approach  within  calling  distance  of  a  mass  of  decomposing  garbage, 
and  1  -venture  the  prediction  that  no  farther  proofs  will  be  required. 
Now  the  atmosphere  rendered  thus  impure,  being  breathed  into  the 
human  system,  find  affinities,  enter  into  combination  with  necessary 
elements  of  the  body,  so  changing  its  component  parts,  as  to  render 
the  continuance  of  life  impossible.  And  though  this  adulteration 
may,  or  may  not  be  so  great  as  to  produce  a  sudden  and  violent 
change  in  the  organic  system,  which  manifests  itself  in  a  convul- 
sive or  explosive  effort  of  nature,  as  is  seen  in  cholera.  Yet  still,  if 
continued)  it  will  do  its  duty,  or  manifest  destiny,  by  making  gradual 
and  permanent  inroads  upon  the  human  health  ;  either  making  the 
individual  a  fit  subject  for  other  diseases  to  prey  upon,  or  setting  up 
those  sui  gc?icros,  which  will,  sooner  or  later,  bring  its  victim  to  a 
premature  grave.  I  say  premature,  because  such  a  catastrophe  could 
be  avoided  by  the  careful  and  timely  removal  of  all  decomposing  sub- 
stances, which  are  the  primary  causes. 

COMMUNITIES  HELD  TOGETHER  BY  THE  COHESIVE  POWER  OF 
SELF-INTEREST.  THE  LAW  OF  SELF-PROTECTION  APPLICABLE 
TO  CORPORATIONS. 

Although  the  foregoing  may  be  by  some  considered  somewhat  over- 
bedisened,  yet  it  is  neither  incompatible  with  experience  or  observa- 
tion. If,  therefore,  it  follows,  that  health  and  life  may  be  prolonged 
by  careful  and  strict  attention  to  personal  and  general  cleanliness,  is  it 
not  obligatory,  from  a  principle  of  self-interest,  as  well  as  a  moral  ob- 
ligation, upon  corporations  as  well  as  individuals,  to  adopt  and  cherish 
such  sanatory  regulations  as  experience  and  common  sense  approves? 
whilst  it  •  true,  that  all  bodies,  whether  animate  or  inanimate,  are 
congregated  atoms,  held  in  juxta -position  by  cohesive  power,  the  same 
may  be  regarded  as  applicable  to  cities,  which  are  but  aggregated  com- 
munities ;  they  are  composed  of  individuals,  held  together  by  the  co- 
hesive power  of  self-interest,  and  these  communities  will  continue,  and 
increase  in  bulk  and  magnitude,  only  so  long  as  the  cohesive  po^er 
exists.     Upon  this  principle  they  increase  or  diminish,  flourish  or  de-

cay.  The  principle  here  denominated  self-interest,  is  itself  a  com- 
pound; but,  undoubtedly,  the  most  prominent  feature  may  be  consid- 
ered health  and  long  life.  And  it  is  not  hyperbolical  to  say,  give  a 
commercial  community  this  reputation,  with  such  natural  and  geo- 
graphical advantages  as  Baltimore,  combined  with  the  energy,  en- 
terprise and  virtue  of  her  people,  and  she  must  flourish  and  grow. 
Hence  it  may  be  inferred,  that  to  preserve  health,  and  secure  long 
life,  man  must  carefully  continue  to  remove  such  contiguous  mate- 
rials as  are  known  to  be  obnoxious,  and  for  any  serious  violation,  or 
neglect  to  comply  with  this  principle  of  self-protection  ;  if  disease 
come,  as  it  surely  will,  a  broken  down  constitution  and  an  early  grave 
must  be  the  reward;  the  same  rule  thus  applicable  to  individuals,  is 
eminently  so  to  corporated  communities.  Such  neglects,  lead  to  fre- 
quent and  destructive  epidemics,  which  furnish  the  ground -work  for 
financial  distress,  and  irrevocable  commercial  decay. 

Where  is  the  individual  who  will  not  at  once  concede,  that  habit- 
ual and  continuous  indulgence  in  such  stimulating  substances,  as  have 
a  tendency  to  greatly  elevate  the  vital  functions  above  the  natural 
standard,  will  in  time  produce  such  organic  mischief  in  the  stomach 
and  general  system,  as  to  bring  its  subject  to  a  premature  grave?  and 
is  not  such  an  individual  his  own  destroyer,  from  the  outrage  thus  com- 
mitted upon  the  law  of  organization?  and  there  is  none  to  blame  but  him- 
self. And  this  is  not  mere  hypothesis,  but  facts,  backed  by  daily,  and 
melancholy  evidences,  and  that  too  in  our  own  midst.  The  same 
rule  can  be  applied,  and  with  the  same  degree  of  force,  propriety  and 
truth,  to  negligence,  or  obstinacy  in  any  of  the  departments  of  self- 
protection.  But  to  pursue  this  subject  further,  would  lead  us  into  the 
whole  range  of  general  hygeine,  which  is  neither  the  province  or  in- 
tention of  this  report. 

HAS  BALTIMORE  ESTABLISHED  COMPETENT  SANATORY  REGU- 
LATIONS? 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  cleaning  of  streets^  and  the  removal  of  gar- 
bage, we  have  been  peculiarly  fortunate,  in  securing  a  system,  which 
time  and  experience  has  demonstrated  to  be  ample  in  its  comprehen- 
sion, and  eminently  useful  in  its  results.     Yet,  there  are  other  matters 
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of  great  importance  to  the  completion  of  a  perfect  system  of  sanatory 
police,  which  should  claim  your  attention,  and  which,  being  foreign 
to  This  report,  will  be  found  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  able  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  to  which  I  would  again  re- 
spectfully invite  your  consideration. 

AMPLITUDE  OF  THE  PRESENT  SYSTEM  FOR  CLEANING  STREETS 
AND  REMOVING  GARBAGE. 

The  present  system  for  cleaning  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and 
the  removal  of  garbage,  has  now  been  in  working  operation  for  nearly 
two  years,  and  has  proved  abundantly  sufficient  for  all  street  sanatory 
purposes,  and  if  vigorously  and  energetically  carried  out,  we  may  rea- 
sonably hope,  under  the  blessings  of  a  kind  Providence,  for  a  continu- 
ous exemption,  from  those  frightful  epidemics,  which  prove  so  de- 
structive to  human  life,  and  blighting  to  the  interests  of  a  commercial 
and  enterprising  people.  It  has  also  had  the  effect  of  breaking  in 
upon  that  individua^torpidity,  which  had  seized  upon  the  commu- 
nity, and  which  led  the  great  masses  to  rest  in  a  supposed  confident 
security,  that  the  external  sanatory  operations  of  the  corporation  would 
effectually  protect  them  from  disease  and  death,  and  that  they,  in 
their  individual  capacity,  had  no  part  to  perforin  in  the  great  purify- 
ing process. 

LABOR  NECESSARY  TO  BRING  THE  SYSTEM  INTO  PRACTICAL 
WORKING  OPERATION.  ITS  BENEFICIAL  INFLUENCE  ON  MORALS 
AND  HEALTH. 

The  good  results  which  the  system  has  been  made  to  produce,  has 
only  been  accomplished,  by  constant  labor  and  watching;  and  this 
labor  has  been  freely^given,  and  that  too,  at  great  personal  and  pecu- 
niary sacrifice.  The  community  have  been  frequently  addressed  in 
their  individual  capacity,  by  means  of  circulars  ;  in  them,  important 
lessons  were  taught,  urging  the  great  hygenic  importance  of  personal 
and  household  cleanliness;  of  the  necessity  of  availing  themselves  of 
this  important  adjunct,  the  garbage  system,  for  promptly  and  fre- 
quently removing  such  accumulations  as  might  have  a  tendency  to 
generate  disease.  The  cause  and  nature  of  such  diseases  as  were  of 
10 
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miasmatic  origin,  was  fully  explained,  all  of  which  they  seemed  to 
appreciate,  by  a  noble  and  generous  response,  to  the  requirements  of 
the  law,  and  instructions  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  lor 
which  I  feel  under  great  personal  obligation. 

And  although  much  labor  and  patient  endurance  was  not  only  ne- 
cessary7, but  manifested  by  all  having  any  connexion  with  the  system, 
yet  these  were  like  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  its  fruits  have  been  seen 
and  felt  in  our  exemption  from  pestilential  diseases,  during  the  past 
year.  Besides,  by  cultivating  habits  of  cleanliness,  the  moral  tone  of 
the  people  must  be  elevated,  for  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  a  filthy 
city  will  not  only  produce  a  filthy  people,  but  a  corrupt  and  demoral- 
izing tendency. 

MERITORIOUS  CONDUCT  OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENTS  OF   STREETS. 

It  is  but  common  justice  to  say,  that  the  Superintendents  of  streets, 
have  labored  with  the  most  commendable  zeal,  to  carry  out  the  strict 
intention  of  the  ordinance,  and  the  instructions  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  ;  and  by  their  energy,  politeness  and  vigilance,  seemed  to 
fully  appreciate  the  truth,  that  their  offices  were  created,  alone  with 
reference  to  the  public  good  and  convenience,  and  that  their  appoint- 
ments were  based  upon  no  other  principle,  than  a  confidence  reposed 
in  their  energy  and  strict  integrity;  and  gallantly  have  they  met  that 
expectation;  and  I  would  respectfully  commend  them  to  your  kind 
consideration  for  an  increased  compensation  from  five  to  six  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 

PECUNIARY    BENEFITS   TO    BALTIMORE,   RESULTING   FROM    THE 
PRESENT   SYSTEM. 

During  the  past  summer,  there  was  two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
twenty-two  deaths  in  New  York  city,  from  cholera.  Now,  had  an 
epidemic  of  the  same  character  and  intensity  prevailed  in  Baltimore, 
her  mortality  from  that  disease,  according  to  her  ratio  of  population, 
would  have  been  nine  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  two  deaths  at  the  Fountain  hotel,  from 
symptoms  resembling  cholera,  drove  from  our  city,  trade  to  the  value 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  upon  the  same  basis  of  calculation,  had   a 
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general  epidemic  prevailed  throughout,  the  season,  the  loss  to  our  com- 
mercial community  alone,  in  a  financial  point,  would  have  been  al- 
most incalculable,  to  say  nothing  of  the  loss  of  human  life,  and  which 
of  itself  is  serious,  when  viewed  upon  a  fiscal  basis,  by  the  perma- 
nent loss  or  abstraction  by  death  of  so  large  a  number  of  operative 
citizens.  If,  therefore,  it  be  conceded  that  the  present  system,  has  by 
its  practical  working,  so  far  preserved  the  purity  of  our  atmosphere,  as 
to  prevent  an  epidemic,  and  yielding  such  a  rich  reward  to  the  tax 
paying  community;  it  has  accomplished  all  that  its  most  tenacious  ad- 
vocates desired. 

COST  OF  THE  PRESEXT  SYSTEM. 

Although  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  there  was  expended,  for  clean- 
ing the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  the  removal  of  garbage,  the  sum 
of  thirty-nine  thousand,  seventy-four  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents, 
yet  this  is  confessedly,  an  economical  expenditure,  when  compared 
with  that  of  other  cities, — whilst  the  great  effort  has  been,  to  prompt- 
ly remove  from  the  dwellings,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  all  matter  that 
might,  in  any  way,  have  a  tendency  to  generate  disease.  Yet  a  due 
and  proper  regard  has  been  exercised,  for  an  economical  expenditure 
of  the  public  money  The  chief  study  has  been  economy  with  effi- 
ciency, and  this  the  Commissioner  of  Health  flatters  himself,  has 
been  successfully  accomplished. 

THE  PAST  YEAR  A  FAIR  SAMPLE  OF  THE  MAXIMUM  COST  OF  THE 
PRESEXT  SYSTEM. 

The  past  year  may  be  considered  a  fair  specimen  of  the  maximum 
cost  for  cleaning  streets  and  removing  garbage.  The  number  of  carts 
employed  for  the  latter  purpose,  proved  amply  sufficient  for  all  rea- 
sonable purposes  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation  ;  and  in  the  street 
cleaning  department,  it  must  have  been  evident  to  all  general  obser- 
vers, that  the  necessity  for  a  greater  degree  of  cleanliness,  can  neither 
exist,  or  should  not  be  expected  ;  for  Baltimore,  during  the  past  two 
years,  would  have  compared  favorably  with  the  cleanest  city  in  this 
or  any  other  country.  Besides,  the  past  year  was  taxed  beyond  a 
reasonable  expectation,  from  the  fact,  that  during  that  entire  period, 
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there  was  not  a  week  lost  from  wet  weather;  hence,  there  could 
be  the  usual  amount  of  saving  from  that  cause.

RECEIPTS  FROM  THE  SALES  OF  MANURE. 


The  receipts  from  the  sales  of  manure,  have  been  much  larger  than 
during  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  corporation  ;  and  had 
the  former  recommendations  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  been 
adopted,  the  revenue  in  that  department  would,  I  have  no  doubt, 
reached  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  following  will  exhibit  the  amount  expended  for  cleaning 
streets,  (there  being  no  garbage  system,)  from  1843  to  the  time  the 
late  contract  system  went  into  operation,  together  with  the  receipts 
from  the  sales  of  manure  :

A  PLACE  OF  DEPOSIT  FOR  GARBAGE  WAXTED. 

The  system  has  labored  under  great  disadvantage  and  embarrass- 
ment, from  a  want  of  a  safe  place  of  deposit  for  the  garbage.  This 
offal  has  been  deposited  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  to  the  great  an- 
noyance and  detriment  of  the  suburban  inhabitants  ;  and  certainly, 
there  is  no  principle  of  equity  or  common  justice,  which  would  sanc- 
tion the  concentration  of  all,  or  any  considerable  portion  of  the  filth 
and  rubbish  of  the  city,  upon  any  location  that  would  prove  injurious 
to  the  outskirt  population,  who  have  chosen  those  places  of  abode, 
either  for  the  purposes  of  economy  or  health.  I  would,  therefore,  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  immediate  procurement  of  a  suitable  place 
of  deposit,  or  some  other  satisfactory  disposition,  by  which  it  can  be 
made  to  pay  a  revenue.  There  being  gold  and  silver  in  every  load 
of  this  ofl'al,  the  corporation  owes  it  to  herself  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  will  make  it  available  in  that  particular  ;  and  she  owes  her  outskirt 
population,  that  same  ample  protection  from  nuisance  and  disease, 
which  she  gives  to  the  more  central  portions  of  the  community  ;  and 
if  she  will  not  take  advantage  of  the  former,  such  facilities  should  be 
given  to  private  capital  and  enterprise,  as  will  successfully  accomplish 
the  latter. 

FAMILY   LYTIMACY   WITH   THE    SYSTEM.      A    SYSTEM    OF   MORALS 

ENFORCED. 

With  the  above  exception,  the  garbage  system  may  now  be  consid- 
ered  fairly  in  complete  and  successful  operation.  Indeed,  such  has 
been  the  intimacy  cultivated  between  families  and  the  system,  that 
seldom  are  domestic  arrangements  made  for  the  day,  without  includ- 
ing in  the  catalogue  the  visit  of  the  ^arba^e  man. 

An  ample  system  of  ethics  has  also  been  successfully  ingrafted 
upon  the  entire  street  cleaning  department ;  besides,  faithfulness  and 
vigilance,  strict  sobriety*  was  demanded  as  an  indispensable  ingredient 
in  the  capability  of  all  operatives;  and  full  instructions  were  given, 
to  observe  a  becoming  degree  of  politeness  and  accommodation.  A 
violation  of  these  were  regarded  sufficient  cause  for  removal. 
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COST  PER  LOAD,  FOR  REMOVING  GARBAGE.  NUMBER  OF  HOUSES 
IN  THE  CITY.  THE  LABOR  PERFORMED  BY  EACH  CART. 

By  reference  to  a  tabular  statement  found  on  page  ,  it  will  be 

seen  that  the  garbage  was  removed  for  forty-six  cents  gross,  and  forty- 
four  cents  net,  per  load  ;  and  whilst  this  is  considerably  more  than 
the  cost  per  load,  for  removing  street  dirt  and  manure,  yet  the  time 
that  is  consumed  in  collecting,  and  the  great  distance  of  hauling, 
must  he  considered.  There  are  about  thirty-four  thousand  houses  in 
the  city  ;  this  divided  by  twenty-seven,  the  average  number  of  gar- 
bage carts  employed,  leaves  to  each  cart,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  houses,  from  which  to  collect  offal  daily  in  the  sum- 
mer, and  tri-weekly  in  the  winter. 

COST  PER  LOAD,  FOR  REMOVING  STREET  DIRT  AND  MANURE. 
THE  COST  OF  LABOR  ON  THE  STREETS,  COMPARED  WITH  THAT 
IN  OTHER  DEPARTMENTS  OF  OCCUPATION. 

By  reference  to  the  exhibit  on  page  ,  it  will  be  perceived  that 
the  street  dirt  and  manure,  was  removed  for  the  net  sum  of  sixteen 
cents  per  load, — leaving  out  of  the  calculation  the  time  that  is  con- 
sumed in  the  re-hauling  of  the  larger  bulk,  from  the  primary  places 
of  deposit,  to  vessels  that  transport  it  to  remote  parts  of  the  state. 
Now,  I  presume,  it  will  be  readily  admitted,  that  if  we  take  the  prices 
of  carting  and  hauling,  in  other  departments  of  occupation,  which  are 
much  higher,  the  same  amount  of  labor  and  service  could  not  have 
been  done  cheaper,  under  any  system  of  management.  That  being 
conceded,  there  are  but  two  conclusions  at  which  to  arrive;  either  the 
dirt  and  filth  must  have  remained  on  the  streets,  or  removed  at  some 
price  ;  and  if  it  could  not  have  been  done  cheaper,  then  the  present 
system  is  the  most  economical.  For  that  the  dirt  was  in  existence,  is 
evident  from  the  fact,  that  it  was  scraped  together  and  removed,  ac- 
cording to  the  sworn  reports  of  the  superintendents.  It  would  be  idle, 
therefore,  to  talk  about  a  more  economical  plan  for  cleaning  the  city ; 
for  any  system  that  would  purport  to  accomplish  that  object  at  a  re- 
duced price,  must  either  be  at  the  expense  of  the  lives,  health  and 
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|  comfort  of  our  citizens,  or  the  pockets  of  the  parties  engaged — neither 
of  which  should  he  desired  by  a  just  and  righteous  corporation  or 
community. 

ANALYTICAL  COMPARISON  OF  THE  YEARS  1853  AND  1854. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparative  comprehension,  and  also,  lest  it 
might  be  presumed,  that  in  consequence  of  the  above  figuring  show- 
ing a  difference  of  six  cents  in  the  load,  in  the  cost  of  removing  street 
dirt  and  manure,  that  some  degree  of  laxity  had.  been  manifested,  it 
has  been  thought  not  uninteresting  to  show  the  favorable  and  unfa- 
vorable  differences  that  the  two  years  present.  Whilst  it  is  true,  that 
in  1853  the  street  dirt  and  manure  was  removed  at  a-gross  cost  of  only 
twenty-two  cents  per  load,  and  in  1854  twenty-eight  cents  per  load, 
yet  this  is  susceptible  of  satisfactory  explanation.  During  the  year 
1853,  in  consequence  of  the  large  amount  of  dirt  and  filth  which  had 
accumulated  on^he  streets,  from  the  imperfections  of  the  late  contract 
system,  but  little  time  was  necessary  in  the  collecting  of  a  cart  load, 
but  a  small  amount  of  time  was  absorbed,  in  driving  from  one  heap 
to  another j  but  not  so  during  the  year  1854.  From  the  previous  fre- 
quent cleanings,  such  a  liberal  crop  of  dirt  could  not  be  obtained. 
Hence,  the  heaps  had  to  be  located  at  a  much  greater  distance,  and 
therefore,  required  a  greater  consumption  of  time  in  the  collection  of 
a  load  ;  and  from  the  same  cause,  fewer  loads  could  be  hauled  in  a 
given  time.  Hence,  to  some  extent,  the  increased  cost  per  load. 
Another  contributing  cause  was  the  large  amount  of  money  paid  to 
the  street  force,  during  the  fore  part  of  1854,  in  removing  snow  and 
ice  from  the  streets.  This  was  an  expense  which  the  year  1853. had 
not  to  encounter;  and  these  two  causes  will,  no  doubt,  justly  and 
satisfactorily  account  for  the  increased  cost  per  load,  for  removing  street 
dirt,  and  manure. 

The  slight  increased  cost  in  scraping  and  sweeping,  requires  no  ex- 
planation. It  must  be  evident  to  every  mind  of  honest  comprehen- 
sion, that  the  city  has  been  more  frequently  cleaned;  has  therefore, 
been  kept  in  a  much  more  healthy  condition  ;  and  also,  a  larger 
amount  of  sweeping  was  done  in  1854,  than  in  the  previous  year. 
The  gross  cost  for  removing  a  load  of  manure  from  the  streets  to  the 
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dumping  pile,  may  be  set  down  at  about  twenty  cents ;  the  other 
eight  cents  will  not  more  than  defray  the  expense  of  the  re-hauling, 
from  the  primary  places  of  deposit,  to  boats  that  carry  it  away  ;  for  be 
it  remembered,  that  the  great  majority  is  conveyed  from  the  city  in 
boats,  and  our  charge  is  twenty-five  cents  per  load,  delivered  on 
board.  And  when  I  say  that  a  load  of  manure  cost  twenly-cight 
cents  for  removing  from  the  streets,  it  is  intended  to  comprehend  the 
hauling  and  re-hauling. 

In  the  garbage  department,  wrhilst  there  has  been  a  much  larger 
number  of  loads  removed  during  the  past  year  than  the  year  previous, 
and  also  a  larger  force  employed,  yet  the  cost  to  the  city  per  load,  was 
two  cents  less. 

The  net  or  actual  cost  to  the  city  treasury  per  load,  for  removing 
both  street  dirt  and  manure,  and  garbage,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  tabular  exhibits,  is  less  in  proportion  for  the  past  year,  than  dur- 
ing the  one  previous.  This  favorable  result  is  referable  to  the  in- 
creased revenue  in  those  departments.

With  a  view  to  a  more  complete  comprehension,  let  us  reduce  th 
foregoing  hypothesis  to  a  mathematical  demonstration.  A  street  cart 
if  kept  constantly  at  work  during  the  ten  hours  of  the  day,  is  capable 
of  removing  about  ten  loads  ;  and  those  employed  for  the  use  of  the 
city,  in  that  department,  was  made  to  accomplish  about  that  task.  If, 
however,  you  compare  the  number  of  loads  of  street  dirt  and  manure 
removed,  with  the  average  number  of  street  carts  employed,  (which  was 
about  twenty  or  twenty-two)  throughout  the  city,  it  will  not  give  more 
than  eight  loads  per  day  ;  but  there  must  be  a  marginal  allowance  for 
w7et  days,  hollidays,  and  that  portion  of  the  year  when  the  streets  are 
locked  up  by  the  cold  embrace  of  winter,  and  in  consequence  of 
which,  the  carts  are  either  not  employed,  or  used  for  the  purposes  of 
removing  ice  ;  but  if  the  clear  available  working  days  are  alone 
counted,  each  cart  will  average  ten  loads  per  day.  Now  suppose,  ac- 
cording to  the  above  explanation,  the  time  consumed  in  collecting  a 
load  during  the  past  year,  was  five  minutes  more  than  the  year  pre- 
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vious,  say  a  cart  can  haul  ten  loads  per  clay,  this  would  make  a  differ- 
ence of  fifty  minutes  in  the  working  day,  (or  ten  hours)  which  in  the 
year,  would  amount  to  twenty-five  days,  at  two  dollars  per  day;  would 
make  each  cart  cost  fifty  dollars  more  than  during"  the  year  previous,  or 
about  one  thousand  dollars  in  that  entire  department  ;  this  combined 
with  the  amount  expended  for  removing  snow  and  ice,  will,  as  before 
remarked,  fully  explain  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  removing 
street  dirt  and  manure  per  load,  between  the  past  year  and  the  year 
previous.  This  is  also  suggestive  of  the  value  of  time  in  its  fractional 
departments;  if  but  a  few  minutes  are  wasted  in  every  day,  by  each 
operative  in  this  service  of  the  corporation,  in  the  year  it  amounts  to 
thousands  of  dollars  unprofitably  expended.  Whilst  the  superintend- 
ents have  been  carefully  instructed  not  to  exact  of  the  men  employed, 
service  incompatible  with  justice  and  humanity,  yet  they  were  re- 
quired to  demand  that  full  measure  of  service,  which  would  be  con- 
sidered due  to  a  private  individual,  in  any  department  of  occupation. 
The  city  having  agreed  that  ten  hours  should  be  considered  a  day's 
work,  (which  is  sufficient,)  she  has  a  just  right  to  expect  and  demand 
the  parties'  best  service  during  that  time  ;  and  this  has  been  the  view 
taken  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  ngidly  carried  out.  But 
•whilst  the  city  has  an  unquestionable  right  to  the  full  benefit  of  the 
implied  contract,  yet  she  should,  at  least,  respond  to  the  ordinary  dic- 
tates of  humanity,  by  giving  to  the  poor  laborers  employed,  such  com- 
pensation as  is  compatible  with  the  present  constringent  times.  One 
dollar  per  day,  for  a  man  who  has  a  family  to  maintain,  must  be  ad- 
mitted, is  not  sufficient.  A  virtuous  wife  and  helpless  children, 
whose  only  earthly  dependence  is  the  daily  labor  of  an  honest  hus- 
band and  father,  for  our  city  government  to  persist,  under  present  cir- 
cumstances, in  saying  that  one  dollar  per  day,  is  sufficient  to  main- 
tain the  connexion  between  soul  and  body,  is  but  to  invite,  at  least  a 
portion  of  such  family,  to  eventually  partake  of  hospitable  graves  as  a 
retreat  from  starvation,  or  separate  in  hopeless  despair,  to  seek  a  home 
in  some  charitable  institution.

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THE  UNEQUAL  DEGREE  OF  DEPRECIATION  IN  THE  MANURE  DE- 
PARTMENT, EXPLAINED.  MINUTIA  NECESSARY  TO  A  STRICT  AC- 
COUNTABILITY. 

From  the  tabular  statements  found  on  page  ,  showing  the  per 
centum  of  depreciation  in  the  quantity  of  manure  removed  from  the 
streets,  the  question  may  be  asked,  if  the  manure  does  depreciate 
in  quantity,  in  the  process  of  drying,  why  is  not  such  depreciation 
equal  in  extent,  in  all  the  districts?  An  answer  to  that,  may  be 
found  in  the  fact,  that  the  facilities  for  disposing  of  the  manure,  is 
much  greater  in  some  districts  than  in  others,  particularly  the  first, 
second  and  third,  whose  places  of  deposit  are  contiguous  to  the  back 
basin,  where  abundant  facilities  are  offered,  in  a  sufficient  depth  of 
water,  for  boats  of  considerable  capacity.  Hence,  in  those  districts 
the  manure  is  disposed  of  almost  as  soon  as  removed  from  the  streets, 
whilst  the  contrary  is  the  case  in  regard  to  the  fourth,  and  to  some  ex- 
tent, the  fifth  districts, — whose  places  of  deposit  are  near  the  spring 
gardens,  where  vessels  but  seldom  make  their  appearance  for  that  pur- 
pose— and  when  they  do,  it  is  those  of  small  calibre  and  shallow  draft. 
And  then  again,  the  want  of  wharf  advantages  is  most  seriously 
felt,  all  of  which  contribute  to  lessen  the  facilities  for  transportation  ; 
consequently,  the  supply  is  generally  greater  than  the  demand.  The 
result  is,  that  large  quantities  sometimes  remain  on  hand  for  a  con- 
siderable length  of  time,  causing,  in  those  districts,  not  only  a  greater 
per  centage  of  depreciation  in  quantity,  but  in  quality. 

The  above,  together  with  some  other  matters  contained  in  this  re- 
port, may  be,  by  some,  considered  an  unnecessary  detail ;  but  they 
have  been  deemed,  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  important  to  a 
thorough  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  system  in  all  its  departments. 
Whilst  it  is  true,  that  Baltimore's  expenditure  for  street  cleaning 
purposes,  is  but  little  more  than  a  tithe  of  the  outlay  in  other  cities, 
yet  it  involves  to  our  citizens,  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  about 
forty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum — and  they  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect every  degree  of  minutia,  with  a  view  to  a  strict  accountability. 
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PER   CENTUxM   OF    TAXATION    FDR    STREET   CLEANING    PURPOSES. 
THE  IMMENSE  BENEFIT  TO  THE  POOR. 

If  the  amount  of  taxable  property  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  be 
estimated  at  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  the  taxable  per  centum 
for  cleaning  the  streets  and  removing  garbage,  supposing  it  to  cost, 
(after  deducting  the  receipts  from  manure,)  thirty  thousand  dollars 
per  year,  would  be  three  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars.  Hence,  the 
individual  who  owns  a  one  thousand  dollar  house,  would  pay,  for 
cleaning  streets  and  removing  garbage  per  year,  thirty  cents,  and  one 
who  possesses  property  to  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  would 
pay  three  dollars.  ]^o\v  these  rates  would  not  be  extravagant,  if  no 
other  persons  were  benefited  than  those  paying  the  tax;  but  when 
we  consider  the  thousands  within  our  city,  whom  fortune  has  not 
blessed  with  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  property,  who  are,  and  of 
right  should  be,  equally  benefited  (l  without  money  and  without 
price." 

I  venture  the  assertion,  that  there  is  no  man  who  would  complain 
of  the  onerousness  of  this  branch  of  his  taxation,  more  particularly  if 
he  view  it  upon  the  principle  of  human  economy;  for  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  that  a  clean  city  is  a  great  saving  of  human  health  and  life,  as 
well  as  pecuniarily  beneficial  to  a  commercial  and  mechanical  com- 
munity. 

CLEANING  THE  STREETS  BEFORE  BUSINESS  HOURS. 

The  principal  business  thoroughfares  are  now  cleaned  before  busi- 
ness hours.  This  has  proved  not  only  a  great  saving  of  valuable  pro- 
perty, particularly  to  those  persons  who  are  engaged  in  the  dry  goods 
trade,  from  the  large  amount  of  dust  necessarily  created,  but  also  a 
source  of  economy  to  the  city.  The  men  can  pursue  their  labors, 
without  interruption  from  the  large  number  of  vehicles  of  every  va- 
riety/which are  continually  passing  during  the  business  hours  of  the 
day.

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The  difference  in  the  cost  per  load,  for  removing  garbage  in  the 
various  districts,  is  altogether  referable  to  the  length  of  haul.  The 
third  district  for  example,  being  in  the  centre  of  the  city,  the  distance 
of  hauling  is  very  great  from  all  points  ;  and  so  on  in  all  the  districts, 
the  price  will  vary  in  proportion  to  the  distance.  Hence  you  will  see, 
that  just  in  proportion,  as  the  length  of  haul  can  be  shortened  in  any 
future  disposition  of  this  offal,  will  money  be  saved  to  the  city,  by  re- 
quiring a  less  amount  of  force  in  the  removal  of  the  same  number  of 
loads.

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By  reference  to  the  preceding  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
has  been  twenty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-five  loads  of 
manure  removed  during  the  past  year,  and  which,  when  added  to  the 
five  thousand  two  hundred  and  eleven  loads  on  hand  December  31st, 
1853,  makes  an  aggregate  of  twenty-eight  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-six  loads;  and  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  sold,  showing  a  presumed  balance  of  six  thousand  one  hundred 
and  ninety-five  loads  due  the  city, — which  is  satisfactorily  accounted 
for  by  the  number  on  hand,  and  depreciated  in  the  process  of  drying, 
with  the  exception  of  two  thousand  and  fifty-two  loads  in  the  third  dis- 
trict. In  this  district,  there  has  evidently  an  error  occurred — either  in 
the  hurry  of  making  out  the  weekly  reports,  or  in  some  other  way 
unknown  to  the  able  and  energetic  superintendent.  And  it  will  be 
seen,  by  reference  to  the  blank  form  of  weekly  return  hereto  an- 
nexed, that  an  error  might  readily  be  made,  by  placing  opposite 
manure  removed,  what  should  go  opposite  street  dirt  removed. 
Again,  by  comparing  the  report  of  the  third  district,  for  the  past 
year,  with  the  year  previous,  the  error  seems  to  be  evident.  The 
large  amount  of  manure  reported  to  be  removed  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  small  amount,  of  street  dirt,  seems  to  be  incompati 
ble.  The  district,  in  my  judgment,  as  well  as  that  of  the  super 
intendent,  is  incapable  of  yielding  seven  thousand  nine  hundred 
loads  of  manure  per  year.  In  the  above,  whilst  the  amount  placed 
to  depreciation  is  two  thousand  and  fifty-two  loads,  opposite  the 
third  district,  and  a  blank  in  the  column  of  per  centage  of  deprecia- 
tion, yet  it  is  presumed,  that  there  has  been  but  little  depreciation  in 
quantity,  from  the  reasons  stated  at  page  20.  In  short,  the  superin- 
tendent of  that  district  is  a  gentleman  in  whom  I  have  the  most  un- 
limited confidence;  and  when  informed  of  this  presumed  error,  as  it 
could  not  be  demonstrated  by  a  mathematical  calculation,  in  the  hon- 
esty of  his  heart,  he  preferred  it  should  remain  as  it  is.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  justly  said,  that  all  the  manure  has  been  accounted  for, 
with  the  exception  of  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
loads  lost  in  the  process  of  drying;  for  a  load  of  manure  removed 
from  the  streets  wet,  will  not  produce  a  load  when  diyed,  unless  it  is 
disposed  of  directly  after  being   removed.     Again,  as  a  further  proof 
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of  the  error,  the  third  district  has  yielded  a  much  larger  amount  of 
money  from  sales  of  manure  in  1S54,  than  in  the  previous  year — and 
that,  too,  with  a  less  street  rorce.  The  large  depreciation  in  the  first 
district,  occurred  from  the  deposit  of  some  manure  at  other  points  than 
the  foot  of  Eden  street,  and  which  afterwards  suffered  great  loss  by 
tardy  sales. 

Below  is  a  table  showing  the  minimum  capability  of  the  garbage  de- 
partment as  a  means  of  revenue,  had  such  facilities  been  given,  as 
would  have  enabled  the  Commissioner  of  Health  to  dispose  of  all  re- 
moved, even  at  the  small  price  received  for  a  portion.  Its  maximum 
capability  can  only  be  obtained,  by  adopting  such  a  measure  as  was 
recommended  in  the  last  annual  report.

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The  following  table  is  intended  to  facilitate  a  comparison  of  the 
year  1854  with  1853.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the 
present  system  went  into  operation  in  April  of  1853,  consequently 
only  nine  months  of  that  year  was  comprehended  in  its  actual 
operations;  but  in  order  to  aid  the  inquirer,  the  other  three  months 
are  made  up  by  comparison,  that  is  to  say,  giving-  the  probable  re- 
sults of  twelve  months  of  1853,  from  the  actual  results  of  nine. 
And  indeed,  for  all  comparative  purposes,  it  may  be  regarded  as 
giving  a  fair  exhibit  of  the  relative  operations  of  the  system  for 
two  consecutive  years.  Let  it  be  understood,  at  the  same  time,  that  the 
great  increased  heat  of  1854,  and  the  increased  liability  therefrom 
to  disease,  gave  rise  to  the  necessity  for  greater  activity,  and  conse- 
quently a  slight  increased  cost : 
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From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen,  that  whilst  there  was  several 
thousand  loads  less  of  Manure  removed  during  1854  than  the  year 
previous,  yet  the  revenue  in  that  department  was  greatly  increas- 
ed. And  whilst  the  number  of  loads  of  street  dirt  and  manure 
removed  in  1854  was  less  than  in  1S53,  yet  the  aggregate  expendi- 
ture for  its  removal  was  also  less.  Nearly  the  entire  increase  in  the 
cost  of  1854  over  1853  is  found  in  the  garbage  department;  but 
whilst  the  expense  has  increased  in  that  department,  there  has  also 
been  more  than  a  compensating  increase  in  the  number  of  loads  re- 
moved. In  short,  if  the  system  had  been  in  operation  throughout  the 
entire  year  of  1853,  at  the  same  ratio  of  cost  as  for  9  months,  then 
(as  will  be  seen  by  the  last  table,)  the  increase  of  1854  over  1853 
would  be  $4,049  62,  whilst  the  increase  in  the  garbage  department 
alone  is  $3,486  51,  giving,  indeed,  a  most  gratifying  comparison 
between  the  two  years. 


In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  cherish  the  fond  hope,  that 
the  present  system,  although  to  some  extent  in  its  infancy,  may  con- 
tinue to  receive  that  fostering  care  and  nourishment,  which  is  so  in- 
dispensable to  the  full  and  permanent  development  of  all  its  capabili- 
ties for  good.  And  when  our  official  functions  shall  have  ceased,  we 
shall,  at  least,  enjoy  the  private  satisfaction  of  believing,  that  the  com- 
munity has  been  benefitted  by  our  having  lived  in  it.

The  Mayor  and  Oity  Council  of  Baltimore  ; 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  their 
labors,  during  the  year  about  to  expire,  and  it  is  with  satisfaction  they 
have  to  record  the  fact,  that  the  tables  of  mortality  show  that  our 
beloved  city  has  been  peculiarly  exempt  from  the  ravages  of  those  dis- 
eases, which,  during  a  part  of  the  year,  have  been  so  fatal  in  many 
portions  of  the  Union. 

Although  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  our  midst  is  somewhat 
larger  than  in  any  preceding  year,  yet  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion tlfe  increase  of  population,  it  will  be  perceived  that  our  estab- 
lished reputation  as  a  healthy  city,  is  still  maintained. 

It  is  true  that  at  one  time,  in  August  and  September  last,  we  were 
threatened  with  a  lengthened  visitation  from  that  scourge  of  disease, 
which  was  a  type  of  yellow  fever ;  but  by  precautionary  measures 
immediately  adopted  by  the  Board,  the  disease  did  not  spread  beyond 
Wills,  Block  and  Philpot  streets  and  Canton  avenue — the  same  local- 
ity in  which  it  had  appeared  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases 
reported  was  between  forty  and  fifty,  of  which  about  one  half  proved 
fatal.  In  seeking  the  origin  of  this  attack  from  malignant  bilious 
diseases,  the  Board  are  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  one  of  the  chief 
causes  is  to  be  found  in  the  condition  of  the  Back  Basin,  near  which 
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the  above  named  streets  are  all  situated.     The  vegetable  and  animal 
decomposition  continually  going  on  in  that  pool  of  disease,  will  always 
prove  a  source  of  annoyance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighborhood, 
particularly  in  the  summer  season  ;  and  if  no  other  sufficient  means 
can  be  devised,  the  safety  and  health  of  that  portion  of  the  city  will, 
in  the  future,  require  that  it  shall  be  completely  filled  up.     The  Har- 
ford run,  which  takes  its  rise  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  city, 
beyond  Bel- Air  avenue,  sweeps  along  its  course,  under  a  tunnel,  hid- 
den from  the  public  view,  bearing  along  with  it  the  dirt  and  filth 
which  flow  not  only  from  the  public  streets,  but  too  frequently  from 
private  sources,  until  the  whole  is  deposited  in  the  Back  Basin;  and  in 
order  that  a  correct  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  nuisance  thereby  created, 
it  is  only  necessary  to  be  present  near  the  outlet  of  the  run,  when  some 
one  of  the  small  craft  which  visit  that  vicinity  shall  pass  along,  stirring 
up  in*  its  course  the  mud  and  sediment,  which  are  only  covered  by  a 
slight  depth  of  water.    One  such  visit  will  most  certainly  convince  your 
judgment.     The  basin,  however,  is  not  the  only  promoting  cause  of 
disease.     The  run  itself  is  rapidly  becoming  the  receptacle  of  the 
loose  filth  of  streets  and  sewers  which  empty  therein;  and  the  question 
suggests  itself  to  the  Board,  whether  a  portion  of  the  water  which 
now  passes  through  the  tunnel  could  not  be  made  to  flow  along  the 
streets  in  open  view,  as  it  is  believed  the  highway  itself  has  about  the 
same  inclination  as  the  bed  of  the  run,  and   would  as  freely  and 
rapidly  carry  off  the  same.     If  this  or  some  other  safe  plan  be  not 
speedily  adopted,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  health  of  the  popula- 
tion bordering  on  the  run,  will  in  the  course  of  time  be  seriously 
affected  thereby,  whilst  the  value  of  property  must  sensibly  diminish. 
There  is  one  feasible  plan  which  presents  itself  to  our  consideration ; 
and  that  is,  to  divert  the  course  of  the  run  itself;  which  might  very 
readily   be  performed  at  a  reasonable  cost.     It   has  been  said  by  a 
competent   engineer,  who   has   given   considerable   attention  to  the 
subject,  that  for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  course  of 
the  run  could  be  changed  so  as  to  fall  into  the  head  of  Harris'  Creek  ; 
and  the  Board   do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  such  an  outlay,  when 
they  take  into  view,  the  advantages  to  the  health  of  the  city  which  will 
be  gained  thereby.     Should  the  Council  in  their  wisdom  adopt  this 
plan,  the  run  could  be  thoroughly  filled  up,  and  the  bed  of  the  street 
would  then  be  sufficient,  to  pass  oil*  the  water  which  would  collect  from 
the  several  cross  streets,  now  diverging  from  the   Central   avenue. 
Besides  the  miasmatic  influence  already  enumerated,  it  is  necessary 
that  some  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  condition  of  Jones'  Falls  ; 
which,  in  the  shallow  water  between  Hilleu  and  Lombard  streets, 
presents  a  sight  peculiarly  offensive  to  the  eye,  whilst  the  effluvia  aris- 
ing therefrom,  is  the  continued  and  prolific  cause  of  sickness.     The 
accumulations  made  from  year  to  year,  are  rapidly  obstructing  the  bed 
of  the  falls,  and  besides  the  danger  to  the  health  of  the  community,  in 
case  of  an  overflow,  such  as  have  heretofore  occurred,  there  is  but 
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little  doubt  that  the  destruction  of  life  and  property  would  be  immense. 
The  warnings  of  the  past  require  that  the  falls  should  be  deepened 
near  the  mouth,  and  the  obstructions  occurring  along  its  course,  re- 
moved. The  mud  machines  might  be  profitably  used  for  some  dis- 
tance, while  by  the  aid  of  scows,  a  small  number  of  active  men  might 
remove  th£  mud  and  filth  accumulated  further  up  the  stream. 

Cholera  also  threatened  our  city  at  one  time  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
summer  ;  it  made  its  appearance  on  the  Frederick  road,  just  beyond 
the  city  limits,  but  it  was  only  confined  to  a  few  houses,  and  but  few 
cases  made  their  appearance  in  the  city,  and  that  only  of  a  sporadic 
character.  There  is  no  disease,  we  believe,  where  the  enforcement  of 
proper  sanitary  measures  and  hygenic  regulations,  has  more  influence 
than  in  this.  When  any  cases  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  an  epi- 
demic character,  they  received  the  immediate  attention  of  the  City  Phy- 
sician, and  if  any  filth  or  hog  sties  were  found,  or  any  other  predispos- 
ing cause,  it  was  immediately  removed  from  the  premises,  and  thereby 
the  fearful  calamity  of  all  diseases  of  this  nature,  kept  in  an  astonishing 
degree  of  control.  I  only  name  this,  so  that  the  Council  will,  in  their 
wisdom,  bear  in  mind,  that  too  much  attention  cannot  be  paid  to  the 
adoption  and  enforcement  of  certain  sanitary  laws.  When  all  kinds  of 
matter  capable  of  decomposition  is  immediately  removed,  we  believe 
that  diseases  of  an  epidemic  nature  will  not  be  so  much  dreaded,  and 
more  particularly  where  the  most  rigid  rules  of  cleanliness  would  be 
observed. 

Table  A,  hereunto  annexed,  presents  the  number  of  vaccinations 
during  the  year,  and  an  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  Yaccine 
Physicians,  will  show  how  their  duties  have  been  performed.  The 
efforts  hitherto  made  by  the  City  Physician,  to  obtain  a  supply  of 
pure  vaccine  matter,  having  proved  unsuccessful,  he  is  about  making 
another  attempt  to  pass  the  virus  through  a  cow,  which  it  is  to 
be  hoped  will  be  attended  with  the  desired  success.  It  appears 
that  there  have  been  928  deaths  from  consumption  during  the  year, 
being  an  increase  of  35  over  the  preceding  year.  By  reference 
to  table  B,  which  contains  the  number  of  interments  reported,  the 
nature  and  character  of  the  diseases  may  be  ascertained,  by  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  increase  over  1853  is  526,  whilst  the  month  of 
July,  which  will  long  be  remembered  as  a  continued  spell  of  dry  and 
exceedingly  oppressive  weather,  proved  most  fatal  to  persons  afflicted 
by  diseases.  By  a  sad  accident,  which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of 
the  same  month,  on  the  nation's  birth  day,  many  of  our  most  valued 
citizens  were  hurried  into  eternity ;  large  numbers,  whom  in  the  morning 
appeared  in  all  the  vigor  of  health,  before  the  sun  had  retired  behind 
the  western  hills,  were  ushered  into  the  awful  presence  of  their  Maker. 
The  occurrence  cast  a  wide-spread  gloom  over  our  whole  community, 
and  many  of  those  who  escaped  with  their  lives,  still  linger  with 
shattered  limbs,  living  monuments  of  a  faithless  discharge  of  duty,  on 
the  part  of  those  having  charge  of  bo  many  human  lives  on  that 
occasion. 
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During  the  months  of  August  and  September,  two  Bremen  vessels, 
the  Stephani  and  Vergenia,  consigned  to  Von  KafF  &  Areus,  of 
this  city,  arrived  at  quarantine,  and  being  boarded  by  Dr.  Grafton, 
the  Marine  Hospital  Physician,  it  was  discovered  that  there  were  about 
forty  cases  of  small  pox  on  board  of  each  vessel.  It  became  proper, 
in  order  to  guard  against  the  introduction  of  this  most  loathsome 
disease  in  our  midst,  that  vigorous  measures  should  be  adopted,  and 
with  the  consent,  cheerfully  given  by  the  Collector  of  the  port,  the 
Lazaretto  building  was  used  by  the  City  Physician  for  the  purposes 
of  a  hospital.  Those  suffering  from  the  disease  were  immediately  re- 
moved on  shore,  and  with  constant  attention,  united  with  medical  skill 
and  continued  care,  they  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  speedily  restored 
to  health.  During  the  existence  of  the  disease,  a  proper  guard  was 
placed  upon  duty,  to  prevent  any  one  in  the  least  degree  infected,  from 
approaching  the  city.  And  thus,  nowithslanding  its  close  proximity, 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  proper  tables,  that  but  twenty-six  deaths  have 
resulted  from  small  pox  in  this  city  during  the  year.  The  clothes 
belonging  to  and  used  by  the  diseased,  were  destroyed,  and  the  usual 
disinfectants  applied  on  ship-board  and  on  shore,  and  after  the  lapse 
of  about  two  monhts,  no  further  danger  being  apprehended,  all  the 
patients  were  discharged,  and  the  physicians  relieved  from  further  can 
and  anxiety  on  the  subject 

The  expenditures  on  the  health  account,  during  the  year,  have  beei 
$1,637  57,  and  there  yet  remains  a  balance  in  hand  of  $4  82.  B] 
reference  to  the  report  of  the  preceding  year,  and  a  comparison  of  th< 
same  with  table  C,  hereto  annexed,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been 
a  reduction  of  over  four  hundred  dollars  on  this  account. 

By  reference  to  tables  D  and  F,  it  will  appear  that  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  lime  and  incidentals,  was  ,$1,095  39,  and  there  is  still  in 
hand,  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  these  accounts,  the  sum  of  $13  11. 
The  amount  expended  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  was  $99  62 
less,  by  the  sum  of  $8  38,  than  the  appropriation  made  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  amount  expended  for  cleaning  the  streets  and  sewers,  re- 
moving garbage,  &c,  including  the  sum  of  $1,327  70,  for  which  the 
department  was  in  arrears  for  cleaning  sewers  during  the  year  1853, 
was  $42,433  80.  Table  F,  accompanying  this  report,  will  show  how 
this  necessarily  large  sum  has  been  expended,  while  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  who  has  more  particularly  under  his  charge  this  de- 
partment of  the  public  service,  will  exhibit,  by  his  report,  the  manner 
in  which  this  important  duty  has  been  performed.  The  Board  take 
pleasure  in  referring  to  the  condition  of  streets  during  the  past  year,  as 
the  best  commentary  on  their  exertions  to  meet  the  public  expecta- 
tions, and  it  has  been  remarked  by  citizens  and  strangers,  many  of 
whom  have  visited  foreign  cities,  that  no  place  visited  by  them,  presents 
a  superior  degree  of  cleanliness  to  our  own.  Although  the  cost  of  clean- 
ing the  streets  may  appear  large  to  those  who  have  not  given  the  sub- 
ject an  attentive  examination,  there  are  but  few  persons,  if  any,  who 
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remember  the  almost  impassable  condition  of  our  highways  a  few 
years  back,  who  would  wish  to  return  to  the  old  system — in  fact,  the 
experiment  has  been  fairly  made,  and  has  proved  successful.  The 
popularity  of  the  present  mode  over  all  others,  ensures  the  permanence 
of  the  system  so  wisely  adopted  b^  the  late  administration  of  our  city 
government.  Although  by  ordinance,  swine  are  prohibited  from  going 
at  large,  the  Board  regret  to  say  that  numbers  may  still  be  seen,  from 
time  to  time,  roaming  our  streets.  A  due  regard  to  public  health, 
requires  the  rigid  enforcement  of  the  law. 

Another  subject  which  should  early  engage  the  attention  of  the 
municipal  authorities,  is  the  large  number  of  cows  kept  closely  con- 
fined within  the  city,  the  evil  effects  resulting  from  which,  are  even 
worse  than  in  the  case  of  swine.  By  the  close  confinement  of  cows 
within  stables,  the  animals  become  feverish  and  restless,  and  the  milk 
obtained  therefrom  is  neither  palatable,  nutritious  or  healthy.  In  very 
many  instances,  the  stables  are  kept  in  an  unclean  condition,  and  the 
atmosphere  is  consequently  rendered  impure  and  unfit  for  any  living 
thing  to  breathe,  while  the  food  generally  furnished,  such  as  slops  and 
other  substances,  have  a  decided  unhealthy  effect.  The  large  num- 
ber of  deaths  occurring  among  children  is  in  a  great  measure  to  be 
attributed  to  the  milk  used  in  their  food,  obtained  from  cows  kept  in 
this  manner;  and  our  citizens  would  be  astonished,  could  they  ascer- 
tain the  large  quantity  of  this  article  manufactured  for  their  use,  in 
which,  by  means  of  coloring  matter,  and  other  ingredients  equally 
unwholesome,  milk,  originally  of  a  yellowish  hue,  is  made  to  appear 
white  and  pure.  The  Board  unhesitatingly  recommend  that  here- 
after permission  shall  not  be  given  to  keep  cows  in  stables,  at  least 
within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  under  a  proper  penalty. 

The  Marine  Hospital,  during  the  past  year,  has,  from  its  own  re- 
sources, been  able  to  pay  all  expenses  necessarily  incident  to  that  in- 
stitution, and  leave  a  large  surplus  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Register, 
applicable  to  future  demands.  The  farm  has  received  proper  atten- 
tion, and  is  now  in  a  state  of  thorough  cultivation  —  in  fact,  the  whole 
premises  were  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  at  the  pre- 
sent time.  The  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  authorized  by  resolution  No. 
66  of  the  late  annual  session  of  the  Council,  has  been  expended  as 
per  table  H,  hereto  annexed,  in  painting  the  roof  of  the  Hospital  build- 
ings, and  by  an  examination  of  the  work  it  may  be  seen  that  it  has 
been  faithfully  performed.  The  additional  building,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  resident  physician,  authorized  by  resolution  No.  15S  of  the  late 
session,  is  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  when  completed,  which  will 
be  in  a  short  period,  we  feel  assured  that  no  city  will  be  able  to  boast 
of  an  institution  more  perfectly  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  this 
is  particularly  designed,  than  our  own. 

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  beg  to  state,  that  in  the  performance  of 
the  duties  assigned  them,  they  have  spared  no  pains  to  carry  out  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  law;  and  whilst  they  have  ever  exercised  a

watchful  care  over  the  health  of  the  city,  they  have  at  the  same  time 
in  all  their  measures,  had  a  strict  eye  to  economy.  The  amount  of 
labor  performed,  the  manner  in  which  the  means  at  their  disposal 
have  been  expended,  and  the  present  healthy  condition  of  our  ctty, 
for  which  we  should  all  feel  deeply  grateful  to  a  Divine  Providence, 
furnish  the  best  vindication  of  their  course  they  could  desire.

By  an  oversight,  the  receipts  for  the  month  of  December,  included 
in  the  above^statement,  and  amounting  to  $440  87,  will  not  appear 
in,  the  returns  of  the  Register  or  the  Board  of  Health,  for  the  year 

1854,  they  having  been  omitted  to  be  returned  till  the  1st  of  January, 

1855.  Thus  placing  that  sum  to  the  credit  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1S55  instead  of  1854.  The  above  is,  however,' the  real  receipt  for 
the  past  year. 

By  comparing  this  with  my  last  annual  report,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  receipts  this  year  exceed  those  of  last,  by  $1,254  78,  which  in- 
crease would,  have  been  much  larger,  but  for  the  general  unhealthi- 
ness  of  cities  bordering  upon  our  Atlantic  coast,  and  the  necessary 
detention  all  vessels  arriving  from  such  ports,  were  subjected  to. 

The  expenses  have  been  but  slightly  increased,  notwithstanding 
three  times  as  many  patients  have  been  received  into  the  Hospital. 
A  surplus,  of  near  one  thousand  dollars,  ($1,000)  remains  to  the 
credit  of  the  Hospital,  after  all  its  current  expenses  for  the  year  ha^e 
been  paid. 

Thus  you  will  perceive,  that  after  the  liberal  appropriation  made 
by  the  Council  in  1853,  to  liquidate  the  old  indebtedness  which  so 
weighed  upon  the  Hospital,  and  encumbered  my  predecessors,  the 
Institution,  instead  of  being  an  expense  to  the  city  for  the  past  two 
years,  has  become  a  source  of  revenue.  By  an  economical  adminis- 
tration of  its  affairs,  the  amount  of  surplus  will  most  likely  increase 
with  each  succeeding  year.  And  I  would  most  earnesly  advise  the 
Council  to  appropriate  such  surplus,  to  be  expended  in  filling  up 
and  draining  the  marshes,  which  makes  the  Hospital  so  terribly  un- 
healthy,— this  could  readily  be  done,  and  at  a  small  cost,  by  making 
them  a  place  of  deposit  for  the  mud  and  sediment  taken  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  river  and  basin.  The  sickness,  which  prevails  every  sum- 
mer and  fall,  among  the  employees,  adds  much  to  the  expenses,  by 
rendering  the  employment  of  additional  hands  necessary  ;  besides, 
sadly  crippling  the  efficiency  of  both  the  Medical  and  Agricultural  de- 
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partments.  I  had  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  this  subject, 
in  my  last  annual  report. 

There  is  now,  in  course  of  erection,  a  new  and  more  commodious 
dwelling-  house  for  the  Physician:  owing  to  its  distance  from  the  city, 
together  with  much  unnecessary  delay  on  the  part  of  the  contractor, 
it  is,  afyet,  unfinished,  but  is  now  being  rapidly  pushed  to  comple- 
tion under  the  superintendence  of  the  City  Commissioner,  Mr.  Pere- 
goy.  It  will,  when  done,  add  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  place, 
as  well  as  to  the  health  of  its  occupant. 

Owing  to  the  long  continued  drouth  of  the  last  summer,  the  pro- 
duce of  the  farm  was  not  so  great  as  I  had  hoped  it  would  be.  Nev- 
ertheless, after  reserving  enough  for  the  use  of  ihe  Hospital  and  stock 
during  the  winter,  over  two  hundred  dollars  worth  has  been  sold. 

The  duties  of  the  Physician  at  the  Hospital,  are  too  arduous  for 
one  man  to  perform.  He  is  required  to  board  all  vessels  arriving  be- 
tween sun-rise  and  sun-set  ;  to  attend  all  cases  admitted  into  the  Hos- 
pital ;  to  superintend  the  farming  operations  ;  to  sell  his  surplus  pro- 
duce ;  to  audit  all  accounts,  and  to  collect  all  monies  due  from  ves- 
sels, &c.  These  various  tluties  require  his  presence  in  different  places 
at  the  same  time,  or  else  forces  him  to  entrust  chance  and  irresponsi- 
ble persons.  I  would  therefore,  suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  as 
the  law  already  makes  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a  medical  as- 
sistant, but  attaches  no  salary  to  the  office,  that  some  compensation 
may  be  affixed  so  as  to  render  that  portion  of  the  law,  operative. 

Efficient  aid  has  been  rendered  me  by  Mrs.  Brown,  the  matron, 
Mr.  F.  Winters,  my  acting  assistant,  and  Mr.  James  Haggerty,  the 
head  farmer,  as  well  as  the  other  employees.

Gentlemen  : 

The  Port  \Yarden,  in  obedience  to  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  approved  March  Sth,  1S50,  to  preserve  the  navigation 
of  the  harbor  and  prescribing  his  duties,  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  his  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  in  connexion  with 
the  harbor. 

The  machines  were  not  in  full  operation  until  the  ninth  of  May, 
on  account  of  the  great  difficulty  in  procuring  a  place  of  deposit  for 
the  sediment,  and  were  employed  in  deepening  and  improving  the 
harbor  and  private  wharves,  until  the  twelfth  of  December,  when  they 
were  brought  in  and  laid  up  for  the  winter. 

The  steam  dredger  and  two  of  the  two  horse  digging  machines,  have 
been  more  particularly  employed  in  the  Back  Basin  and  Jones'  falls 
during  the  whole  season,  on  the  account  of  the  great  accumulation  of 
sediment,  in  that  portion  of  the  Harbor  ;  and,  would  also  add,  that  1 
find  the  substance  thrown  into  the  falls  from  the  gas  house,  a  great 
detriment  thereto. 

There  was  one  small  scow  built,  and  nineteen  old  ones  hauled  up 
and  thoroughly  repaired, — and  are  now  repairing  the  digging  and 
discharging  machines,  for  the  next  year's  operation. 

The  appropriation  for  the  steam  dredger  was  not  used,  as  it  will 
at  least  require  one  thousand  dollars,  to  repair  it  effectually. 

16 
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The  amount  appropriated  as  per  ordinance  No.  5,  approved  April 
8th,  1854,  has  been  expended,  and  would  state  that  it  will  require 
two  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  eighty-eight 
cents  more  than  the  appropriation  for  the  present  year,  to  complete  the 
work. 

Odinances  No.  32  and  No.  79,  have  been  complied  with. 

Resolution  No.  15,  has  been  carried  into  effect. 

One  of  the  horses  belonging  to  the  city  yard,  died  during  the  year. 

As  per  ordinance  No.  43,  one  of  the  discharging  machines  was  used 
the  whole,  and  the  others  partially  during  the  season,  discharging  on 
the  Fish  House  property.  There  were  five  horses  purchased,  and 
were  employed  in  filling  .up  and  grading  the  same, — one  of  them 
has  become  useless. 

The  total  amount  for  the  hire  of  mud  machines  during  the  year,  is 
three  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-two 
cents.  Cash  received,  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  one  dollars 
and  seventy- two  cents,  as  will  appear  in  the  abstract  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  past  year  marked  B.

First  and  Second  Bra?ichcs  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Commissioners  under  ordinance  No.  59,  approved  June  18, 
1852,  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  provide  for  die  removal  of  obstruc- 
tions from  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco  river,"  herewith  transmit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  1854. 

During  the  first  year  of  our  operations,  as  was  stated  in  our  former 
report,  the  Dredging  Machinery  was  employed  in  removing  all  the 
knolls  and  lumps  that  were  found  to  be  in  the  way  of  the  new  chan- 
nel, and  during  the  last  season,  with  an  additional  dredge,  has  been 
successfully  employed  in  giving  a  greater  depth  the  entire  length  of 
the  new  channel,  which  has  been  laid  off  by  the  United  States  Engi- 
neer officers.  The  work  has  been  carried  on  with  energy  and  econ- 
omy, to  the  utmost  limits  within  the  means  of  the  Commissioners. 
The  channel  has  been  already  improved  to  at  least  one  foot  of  addi- 
tional depth,  its  entire  length,  which  advantage  is  felt  by  the  heavy 
ships  coming  to  our  port, — and  your  Commissioners  have  satisfaction 
in  stating  that  the  advantages  already  obtained,  fully  justify  the  outlay. 

The  following  account  of  the  amount  of  labor  performed  in  each 
month,  of  disbursements,  and  other  details,  is  submitted,  especially  in 
view  of  the  requirement  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, chapter  266,  passed  January  session,  1S53,  to  which  the  early 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  is  respectfully  called,  the  3d  section 
of  which  enacts,  that  "  an  account  be  reported  to  the  Comptroller  on  or 
before  the  1st  day  of  February,  in  each  and  every  year,  of  the  dis- 
bursements by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  relative  to 
the  deepening  of  the  channel  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  Patapsco

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  presenting  the  twenty- sixth  annual  report  of  this  Commission  to 
your  honorable  body,  the  Board  would  embrace  the  opportunity  it 
affords,  of  recording  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  a  kind  Providence, 
for  the  exemption  which  our  city  has  enjoyed  from  calamity,  ana!  the 
|  blessings  with  which  He  has  so  abundantly  favored  it.  While  in  for- 
eign countries,  and  in  different  portions  of  our  own  land,  the  ravages 
of  disease  in  prevailing  epidemics  and  local  distempers,  have  thinned 
the  population  and  spread  dismay  and  sorrow  among  the  people,  we 
have  been  strangely  spared,  and  another  evidence  is  added  to  the  ex- 
perience of  past  years,  of  the  extraordinary  advantages  our  city  en- 
joys, both  of  situation  and  climate — advantages  which  are  conducive 
alike  to  the  health,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  our  fellow  citizens. 
From  reports  that  have  reached  us,  of  the  Controllers  of  Public  In- 
struction in  other  cities,  we  learn  that  the  operations  of  the  schools 
under  their  care,  have  been  interrupted  by  prevailing  diseases,  and 
17  • 
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their  prosperity  and  usefulness  retarded.     While  we  would  heartily 
sympathise  with  our  co-laborers  on  account  of  the  difficulties  which 
these  providential  interpositions  have  thrown  in  the  way  of  their  suc- 
cess, we  cannot  but  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  earnest  congratulation, 
that  nothing  has  occurred  to  excite  or  alarm  us,  and  that  we  have 
been  permitted  to  pursue  our  way  without  interruption,  and  in  the 
enjoyment  of  continued  prosperity.     In  the  history  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  our  city,  there  is,  perhaps,  no  year  that  can  be  reviewed 
with  more  real  interest  and  satisfaction,  than  the  one  which  closes 
with  this  report.     Although  exempt  from  the  afflictive  scourges  with 
which  other  locations  have  been  visited,  our  city  has  been  obliged  t 
share  in  the  pecuniary  embarrassment  that  has  spread  over  the  coun 
try,  and  arrested,  for  a  time,  the  rapid  march  of  its  commercial  pros- 
perity.   But  even  this  temporary  evil,  in  which  every  city  in  the  lane 
has  been  compelled  to  bear  a  part,  has  not  in  anywise,  impeded  the 
progress  of  the  schools.     The  trifling  amount  of  the  dues  for  tuition, 
which  it  may  have  caused  to  remain  unpaid,  cannot  be  of  sufficient 
importance  to  produce  any  inconvenience.     Nor  is  it  likely  that  the 
depression  experienced  by  the  mercantile  and  manufacturing  commu 
nities,  will  remain  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  be  seriously  felt  by 
the  parties  who  are  dependent  upon  the  Public  Schools  for  the  educa 
tion  of  their  children.    Already  has  the  embarrassment  been  lessened 
and  the  promise  of  increasing  prosperity  is  beginning  to  be  noticed 
and  appreciated.     But,  should  it  be  otherwise,  and  the  monetary  de- 
pression continue  until  it  shall  become  severely  oppressive  upon  ail 
classes  of  the  community,  there  will  be  a  high  degree  of  satisfaction 
enjoyed  by  the  humane,  in  the  reflection  that  the  poorest  and  most 
oppressed,  may  give  their  children,  and  that  at  the  public  expense,  an 
education,  by  means  of  which  they  may  be  enabled  to  obtain  a  re- 
spectable living. 

Amid  these  fortuitous  events,  alike  of  public  and  private  interest, 
the  friends  of  public  instruction  have  the  gratifying  privilege  of  re- 
viewing the  steady  and  substantial  progress  of  the  cause,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  uninterrupted  and  constantly  increasing  flow  of  its 
blessings,  the  grateful  heart  will  bow  in  humble  acknowledgment  of 
the  goodness  of  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  the  events  of  life,  for  the 
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fovorable  direction  of  His  Providence  and  the  continued  success  that 
has  attended  the  labors  of  the  Board.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  BOARD. 


But  five  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Board  since  its  organization. 
All  these  were  by  the  resignation  of  the  representatives  of  the  several 
wards  from  which  they  had  been  selected,  and  the  election  by  the 
City  Council,  of  the  gentlemen  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

On  the  fourth  of  March,  Dr.  William  M.  Kemp  resigned  his  place 
as  commissioner  from  the  fourteenth  ward,  and  William  M.  Starr, 
Esq.,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  of  March,  George  Sanders,  Esq.,  resigned  as 
commissioner  from  the  fourth  ward,  and  Thomas  I.  Pitt,  Esq.,  was 
appointed  in  his  place. 

On  the  thirteenth  of  June,  Dr.  William  G.  Knowles  resigned  as 
commissioner  from  the  fifteenth  ward,  and  Edward  Otis  Hinkley 
Esq.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

On  the  fifth  of  December,  Beale  H.  Richardson,  Esq.,  repre- 
sentative from  the  twelfth  ward,  resigned,  and  John  H.  T  Jerome, 
Esq.,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

On  the  nineteenth  of  December,  Mr.  John  W.  Davis  resigned  his 
place  as  commissioner  from  the  seventeenth  ward,  and  Mr.  William 
Addison  was  elected  to  supply  his  place. 

CHANGES  OF  THE  TEACHERS. 

The  number  of  changes  which  have  taken  place  among  the  teach- 
ers of  the  different  schools,  is  considerable.  These  have  been  occa- 
sioned by  deaths,  resignations,  transfers  and  new  elections.  It  would 
be  much  better  for  the  schools  if  these  changes  could  be  less  frequent. 
But  this  is  hardly  possible.  While  but  few  changes  occur  by  deaths 
and  resignations,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  promotions  should  take 
place.  When  experience  is  gained  by  practice,  and  teachers  in  sub- 
ordinate positions  give  evidence,  satisfactory  to  the  commissioners,  of 
their  competency  to  fill  higher  and  more  important  places,  it  is  not 
only  proper,  in  itself,  but  frequently  becomes  a  matter  of  necessity, 
that  they  should  be  advanced  to  the  situations  in  which  their  enlarged 
experience  and  extended  qualifications,  should  be  brought  in  requisi- 
tion.    This  is  clearly  and  most  gratify ingly  exemplified,  in  the  cases, 
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which  are  most  numerous,  of  the  teachers  that  are  selected  from  the 
pupils  of  the  Male  and  Female  High  Schools.  Having  been  trained 
in  the  schools  and  under  the  immediate  and  constant  observation  of  the 
commissioners,  they  are  at  first  chosen  to  be  teachers  of  the  lowest 
grade.  Their  experience  as  instructors  is  advanced  in  the  view  of  the 
committees  of  the  respective  schools  in  which  they  are  employed. 
As  they  improve,  they  are  promoted  from  grade  to  grade,  until  they 
reach  the  highest,  as  their  capabilities  are  developed  and  opportunities 
are  afforded.  To  the  members  of  the  Board  who  are  familiar  with 
those  changes,  it  is  pleasant  to  recur  to  the  periods  of  advancement  that 
have  been  passed  by  the  pupils  of  the  different  schools,  over  which 
they  have  held  supervision.  They  have  watched  with  anxious  inter- 
est, the  rising  subjects  of  their  care.  They  have  witnessed  their  ad- 
vancement from  the  Grammar  to  the  High  Schools  ; — their  progress 
in  regular  gradation,  through  the  several  classes  of  the  High  Schools, 
until  their  scholastic  terms  were  completed; — their  selection  as  teachers 
of  the  lowest  grade  ;  their  advancement  from  the  third  to  the  second, 
from  the  second  to  the  first  grade  of  assistants  ;  their  appointment 
as  Principals  of  Primary, — then  of  Grammar  Schools.,  or  their  in- 
troduction into  the  High  Schools  as  Teachers  and  Professors.  Changes 
through  all  the  grades  and  positions  here  mentioned,  have  taken 
place  in  the  working  of  our  system,  and  it  is  no  mere  compli- 
ment to  say,  that  some  of  our  most  efficient  and  successful  Teachers 
and  Professors,  have  been  educated  in  our  schools.  Thus,  while  it 
is  by  no  means  desirable  that  a  teacher  shall  be  removed  from  a  class 
of  pupils,  with  whose  characters  and  habits  he  is  familiar,  and  who 
must,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  be  more  successful  in  imparting 
instruction  to  them  than  a  stranger  can  be,  it  is  highly  gratifying  to 
watch  the  progress  that  necessity  produces  in  the  development  of  the 
faculties  of  the  pupil  and  the  powers  of  the  teacher. 

CHANGES  BY  DEATH. 

It  is  seldom  that  the  Board  is  called  upon  to  consider  the  subject  of 
removal  by  death.  A  case  has  probably  never  occurred  of  a  commis- 
sioner that  has  died  during  the  term  of  his  official  connexion  with  tfye 
Board,  and  the  instances  are  but  few  in  which  the  Board  has  been 
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under  the  necessity  of  recording  the  death  of  a  teacher.  Those-  that 
have  occurred  during  the  present  year,  are  two,  that  of  Mr.  John  A. 
Getty,  late  Principal  of  the  Central  High  School,  and  that  of  Miss 
Frances  Galvan,  third  assistant  in  Female  Primary  School,  No.  16. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Getty,  the  Central  High  School  lost  an  accom- 
plished, talented  and  amiable  Principal.-  He  occupied  the  position 
but  eleven  months.  His  death  was  the  more  to  be  regretted  in 
consequence  of  its  occurrence  at  a  time  when  he  was  becoming 
familiar  with  the  operations-  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  with  the 
characters  and  dispositions  of  the  students  under  his  care.  His 
powers  as  an  instructor  and  disciplinarian  were  developing  in  ac- 
tive and  energetic  efficiency,  and  the  mild  and  parental,  but  firm  man- 
ner of  his  government,  was  fast  winning  for  him,  the  regard  and  af- 
fection of  his  pupils,  when  he  was  unexpectedly  stricken  down  by 
the  hand  of  the  destroyer.  For  the  interesting  family  of  the  deceased, 
the  members  of  the  Board  have  entertained  the  most  lively  regard, 
and  sympathized  with  them  in  their  afflictive  bereavement.  The  wife 
and  two  daughters  of  the  deceased  had  removed  to  the  city  but  a 
short  time  previous  to  his  death.  They  were  consequently  left  almost 
as  strangers  among  us,  and  received  in  their  distress  the  consideration 
and  attention  of  the  Board.  Every  mark  of  respect  that  could  be 
shown  was  exhibited  on  the  occasion ;  and  both  officially  and  person- 
ally the  high  esteem  of  the  commissioners  was  expressed  on  account 
of  the  worth  and  accomplishments  of  the  deceased.  The  funeral  took 
place  on  a  day  on  Avhich  the  Board  was  in  session.  An  adjournment 
was  agreed  upon,  and  the  members  of  the  Board,  with  the  Professors 
and  pupils  of  the  Central  High  School  were  in  attendance. 

Miss  Frances  Galvan,  who  was  removed  by  death  from  her  place  i 
Female  Primary  School  No.  16,  was  one  of  the  most  kind  and  gentl 
as  well  as  one  of  the  most  faithful  teachers,  in  the  employment  of  the 
Board.  She  was  taken  from  the  head  of  her  class  after  an  illness  of 
but  few  days.  The  affection  of  her  pupils  was  most  strikingly  ex- 
hibited in  their  affliction  on  account  of  her  loss. 

It  may  not  be  hnproper,  in  this  connexion,  to  mention  the  decease  of 
Mr.  Isaac  H.  Johnson,  the  former  Janitor  of  the  High  School  building. 
He  was  severely  wounded  and  badly  mutilated  by  the  crushing  of 
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both  his  legs,  in  the  fatal  collision  of  the  cars  on  the  Baltimore  and 
Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  on  the  fourth  day  of  July  last.  He  died  in 
a  few  days  after  the  accident.  He  moved  in  an  humble  sphere  of  life, 
and  performed  his  duties  well  and  faithfully.  His  place  in  life  was 
filled  fully  to  the  measure  of  his  capacity — the  wisest  and  wealthiest 
could  do  no  more.  After  his  death,  as  an  evidence  of  regard  for  his 
character  and  faithfulness,  the  Board  retained  his  widow  and  son  in 
their  employment;  and  they  are  still  occupying  and  performing  the 
duties  of  the  place  his  death  would  otherwise  have  made  vacant. 

CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS  BY  RESIGNATION. 

An  unusual  number  of  resignations  have  occurred  among  the 
teachers  during  the  year.  Nearly  one  half  of  these  have  taken  place 
in  the  three  High  Schools.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  of  the 
teachers  of  the  higher  grades  have  been  removed  from  their  places  in 
so  brief  a  period.  The  Board  has  endeavored  to  cause  their  loss  to  be 
felt  as  little  as  possible  by  the  appointment  of  competent  persons  to 
supply  their  places. 

Montgomery  Johns,  M.  D.,  resigned  his  place  as  professor  of 
Natural  Sciences  in  the  Central  High  School,  for  the  purpose  of  devot- 
ing himself  more  entirely  to  the  duties  of  his  profession. 

Mr.  David  Mclntire,  teacher  of  Writing  and  Book-Keeping  in  the 
Central  High  School,  resigned  in  consequence  of  his  intended  removal 
j  from  the  City. 

H.  Newell,  Esq.  teacher  of  Drawing  in  the  Central  High  School, 
'resigned  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  his  studies  as  an  artist  in  the 
schools  of  Europe. 

Miss  Margaret  Borland  and  Miss  Anna  M.  Osborne  resigned  their 
situations  in  the  Eastern  Female  High  School. 

Robert  Kerr,  Esq.,  resigned  his  place  as  principal  of  the  Western 
Female  High  School,  and  removed  to  the  state  of  Virginia. 

Miss  Sarah  J.  Barrett  resigned  her  situation  of  first  assistant  in 
the  Western  Female  High  School  and  removed  to  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.

NUMBER  OF  CHANGES. 

The  number  of  changes  that  took  place  last  year  among  the  teachers, 
was  forty-seven.  The  number  this  year  is  precisely  one  hundred. 
Of  these,  two  were  occasioned  by  death, — sixteen  by  resignation  j 
forty-one  by  transfer ;  most  of  which  were  promotions  to  higher  grades, 
and  for(y-one  by  election.  Of  the  forty-one  by  election,  twenty-one 
were  to  fill  vacancies,  and  twenty  additional  teachers.  Adding  the 
twenty  additional  teachers,  rendered  necessary  by  the  increase  of  the 
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number  of  pupils  in  the  respective  schools,  to  the  number  of  elections 
to  fill  vacancies  by  transfer  in  consequence  of  the  opening  of  new 
schools,  the'  whole  number  of  additional  teachers  is  twenty -five.  The 
result  shows  that  the  Board  has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  transfer 
and  election  of  teachers  ;  and  it  is  somewhat  surprising  that  an  hundred 
changes  should  be  required  among  a  body  of  teachers  amounting  in 
all  to  two  hundred  and  eight ;  and  yet  in  every  case  there  appeared 
to  be  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  why  the  change  should  be  effected. 
The  changes  in  the  Central  High  School  were  six.  The  same 
number  occurred  last  year.  In  the  Female  High  Schools  there  was 
no  change  of  teachers  for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  fact  was  fre- 
quently alluded  to  as  a  matter  of  surprise  and  congratulation,  as  it 
gave  evidence  of  the  stability  of  those  schools.  But  the  result  of  the 
year  now  on  its  close,  was  different.  Three  of  the  teachers  of  the 
Eastern  Female  High  School  and  two  of  the  Western,  have  resigned; 
and  others  have  been  introduced  into  their  places.  There  is  a  redeem- 
ing feature  in  the  temporary  disadvantage  which  must  of  necessity, 
have  been  produced  by  these  changes,  and  that  is  the  choice  by  the 
Board,  of  tried  and  experienced  teachers  to  fill  the  vacancies  as  they 
occurred.  All  but  one  of  the  teachers  selected  to  supply  the  places  of 
those  who  have  left  the  Female  High  Schools,  were  in  the  employment 
of  the  Board  and  actively  engaged  under  the  view  of  the  committees 
by  whom  they  were  recommended ;  and  the  one  not  so  employed  was 
well  known  as  an  accomplished  and  well  qualified  teacher.  These 
schools  are  now,  as  indeed  are  the  schools  generally,  that  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Board,  in  the  successful  pursuit  of  the  object  they 
were  designed  and  established  to  accomplish,  and  the  prospect  of  their 
future  usefulness  is  as  promising,  if  not  more  so,  than  it  was  at  any  • 
former  period. 

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

1.  Resolution  No.  13,  approved  March  9th,  1853,  has  been  fully 
complied  with,  in  the  completion  and  occupancy  of  the  building  on 
Barre  street,  west  of  Eutaw  street.  This  building  was  put  under  con- 
tract and  commenced  last  year.  It  was  finished  in  time  for  use  when 
the  schools  were  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  September,  and  on 
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that  day,  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  12,  were  organized 
in  it.  The  building  is  three  stories  in  height,  forty  feet  front  by  eighty 
feet  deep,  and  will  comfortably  seat  from  seven  to  eight  hundred  pupils. 
The  contract  was  given  in  1853,  to  Mr.  A.  R.  Blakeney,  for 
the  sum  of  seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  exclusive 
of  the  lower  story.  A  subsequent  contract  was  made  with  Mr. 
Blakeney  for  the  finishing  of  the  lower  story  for  the  use  of  a  Male 
and  a  Female  Primary  School,  for  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  (1,650  00)  that  being  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council  for  the  purpose.  The  entire  cost  of  the  building,  is  nine 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars  (9,600  00).  This  is  one  of  the  most 
substantial  and  well  built  houses  in  the  city  for  Public  School  pur- 
poses. It  is  an  imposing  structure,  and  an  ornament  to  the  part  of  the 
city  in  which  it  is  situated.  Although  it  is  designed  and  constructed 
for  the  use  of  four  different  schools,  yet  is  the  arrangement  such  as  t 
afford  each  school  ample  accommodations,  without  interfering  with 
the  others,  or  being  interfered  with  by  them.  The  third  story  is  occu- 
pied by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  12.  The  second  by  Female 
Grammar  School  No.  12.  The  lower  story  is  occupied  by  Male  Pri- 
mary No.  12,  and  Female  Primary  No.  28. 

The  furniture  for  the  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  was  in 
part  supplied  by  Mr.  Blakeney,  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  twen- 
ty-seven dollars  and  twenty  cents,  ($1,027  20,)  the  balance  was  sup- 
plied by  Messrs.  Samuel  Winter  &  Son,  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  forty-four  dollars  and  eighteen  cents,  ($344  18.) 

The  furniture  of  the  Primary  Schools  was  supplied  by  Messrs. 
Samuel  Winter  &  Son,  for  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  seven  dol- 
lars and  thirty-six  cents,  ($607.36,)  for  which  there  was  no  appropri- 
ation by  the  Council. 

The  four  several  schools  occupying  this  building,  were  commenced 
in  September,  under  very  favorable  prospects.  The  subsequent  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  pupils  has  fully  realized  the  anticipations  of 
the  Board. 

2.  Resolution  No.  236,  approved  July  25th,  1S53,  has  also  been 
fully  complied  with  in  the  erection  of  a  building,  on  the  lot  leased  last 
year,  on  the  north  side  of  Hill  street,  between  Hanover  and  Sharp 
streets.     The  contract  for  this  building  was  given  to  Messrs.  Samuel 
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Winter  &  Son,  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents.  It  was  finished  and  placed  in 
possession  of  the  Board  in  August  last ;  and  Male  Primary  School  No. 
4,  was  removed  into  U  from  the  Seamen's  Bethel  on  Lee  street,  near 
Light,  and  Female  Primary  School  No.  14,  from  the  rear  of  St. 
Stephen's  church,  Lee  street,  near  Sharp.  The  size  of  the  building 
is  thirty-four  feet  front  by  fifty  feet  deep.  It  will  seat  about  three 
hundred  pupils. 

The  contract  for  the  furniture  for  these  schools  was  also  given  to 
Messrs.  Samuel  Winter  &  Son,  for  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars, 
($600  00,)  which  was  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council. 

The  schools  for  the  use  of  which  this  house  was  built,  had  been 
conducted  for  several  years  in  rented  buildings  of  insufficient  size  and 
very  inconvenient.  They  are  now  favored  with  commodious  and 
well  arranged  apartments,  and  the  children  appear  to  be  comfortable  and 
happy  in  their  new  school  house.  There  is  every  reason  to  hope  that 
the  schools  will  continue  to  improve,  and  to  increase  in  prosperity  and 
usefulness. 

4.  In  compliance  with  resolution  No.  136,  approved  May  17, 1853, 
the  Board  has  effected  a  contract  with  Mr.  Alexander  Gifford  for  the 
building  of  a  school  house  on  the  lot  leased  in  1853,  at  the  intersec- 
tion .of  Gough  and  Stiles  streets,  for  the  sum  of  six  thousand  four 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  ($6,480  00.)  This  building  is  intended 
for  the  use  of  a  Male  and  a  Female  Grammar  School,  to  be  called 
Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  14.  It  is  likely  that  it  will 
be  completed  about  the  first  of  February.  It  is  forty-four  feet  front  by 
sixty-eight  feet  deep,  and  will  seat  without  inconvenience  some  four 
hundred  pupils.  It  is  quite  a  handsome  edifice,  substantially  built. 
Occupying  a  prominent  site  on  the  old  Causeway,  between  Old  Town 
,and  Fell's  Point,  it  is  an  object  alike  of  interest  and  attraction  to  the 
neighborhood.  The  location  for  Grammar  Schools  is  well  chosen, 
being  about  intermediate  between  Grammar  School  No.  2,  on  the 
;orner  of  Broadway  and  Bank  street,  and  Grammar  School  No.  3,  on 
Aisquith  street. 

j"  As  there  has  been  no  appropriation  made  for  the  necessary  furniture 
'or  this  building,  it  is  requisite  that  the  Council  should  give  the  sub- 
19 
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ject  their  early  attention.     Fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  will  be 
required  for  the  purpose. 

Authorized  by  resolution  No.  37,  approved  March,  22,  1854,  the 
Board  has  leased  a  lot  from  Mr.  Poultney,  on  the  north-east  corner  of 
Light  and  Poultney  streets.  The  lot  is  sixty-three  feet  front  by  ninety- 
four  feet  deep.  The  annual  ground  rent  is  two  hundred  and  seven- 
teen dollars,  ($217  00.)  The  Board  has  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Mr.  Win.  H.  Harman  for  the  erection  of  a  building  thirty  feet  front 
by  fifty  feet  deep,  for  the  sum  of  thirty-three  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
dollars  and  six  cents,  ($3,369  06.)  The  building  is  now  in  progress, 
and  will  be  ready  for  use  about  the  first  of  July  next.  It  is  intendec 
to  accommodate  Male  and  Female  Primary -Schools  No.  15.  Whei 
finished,  the  Male  pupils  will  be  taken  out  of  Female  Primary  School 
No.  15,  and  organized  into  a  Male  Primary  School. 

An  appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  ($800  00,)  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  procure  furniture  for  the  building. 

5.  In  obedience  to  resolution  No.  64,  approved  May  6,  1854,  a  lot 
has  been  leased  from  the  Hon.  Wm.  Frick,  on  the  north-east  corner 
of  Schroeder  and  Pearce  streets.  The  lot  is  sixty  feet  front  by  one 
hundred  feet  deep.  The  annual  rent,  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars, 
($180  00.)  A  contract  has  been  effected  by  Mr.  Thomas  Lister, 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  on  the  lot  thirty-four  feet  front  by -fifty 
feet  deep,  for  the  sum  of  thirty  three  hundred  dollars,  ($3,300  00.) 
The  building  is  now  under  roof,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  about  the 
first  day  of  March.  It  is  designed  for  the  use  of  Male  and  Female 
Primary  Schools  No.  11.  When  completed,  the  Female  Primary 
School,  conducted  in  the  building  on  West  Franklin  street,  will  be 
divided  into  Male  and  Female  Primary- Schools  and  proceed  to  its 
occupancy. 

An  appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800  00)  will  be  re- 
quired to  procure  the  necessary  furniture  for  the  schools. 

When  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Schroeder  and  Pearce  streets 
shall  have  been  completed  and  ready  for  use,  the  one  story  building 
on  Franklin  street  will  be  of  no  further  service.  Authority  should  be 
given  by  the  Council  to  the  Board,  to  dispose  of  the  same  and  appro- 
priate the  amount  to  the  use  of  the  Public  Schools.     The  original 
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;ost  of  the  building  was  four  hundred  dollars,  ($400  00.)     The  lot  is 
mder  a  ground  rent  of  forty-four  dollars  ($44  00)  per  annum. 

3.  In  accordance  with  the  direction  .of  the  Council,  as  contained  in 
esoiution  No.  34,  approved  March  8,  1854,  the  Board  has  purchased 
rom  the  trustees  of  the  German  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  the 
milding  situated  on  Anne  street,  east  side,  between  Canton  avenue 
ind  Alice  Anna  streets,  known  as  u Monkur's  Institute."  The  size 
tf  the  lot  is  forty-five  feet 'front  by  one  hundred  and  forty  feet  deep. 
Hie  size  of  the  building,  thirty-three  feet  front  by  fifty-two  feet  deep, 
rhe  ground  is  subject  to  an  annual  rent  of  ninety  dollars,  ($90  00.) 
Hie  cost  of  the  building  was  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  ($2,500  00.) 
rhe  building  has  been  altered  so  as  to  accommodate  a  Male  and  a 
?emale  Primary  School.  The  upper  story  is  at  present  occupied 
>y  Female  Primary  School  No.  0.  When  the  lower  story  shall  be 
inished,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  remove  the  Female  School 
nto  it,  and  commence  a  Male  Primary  School  in  the  upper  story, 
rhe  alterations  in  progress,  have  in  preparation  a  large  room  for  study, 
ind  two  smaller  rooms  for  recitations,  in  each  story.  The  improve- 
nents.  necessary  to  the  occupancy  of  the  lower  story,  have  been  de- 
ayed  much  longer  than  was  anticipated,  by  the  worshipping  of  the 
;ongregation  in  the  room,  as  was  agreed  when  the  purchase  was 
nade,  until  the  church  they  were  building  in  Broadway,  should  be 
eady  for  their  use.  Having  but  recently  accomplished  their  object 
ind  vacated  the  premises,  sufficient  time  has  not  been  allowed  for  the 
equired  alterations,  and  for  making  necessary  furniture  for  the  rooms. 

6.  In  carrying  out  the  directions  of  the  Council  contained  in  reso- 
ution  No.  217,  approved  July  16,  1852,  a  plan  and  corresponding 
pecifications  have  been  prepared,  for  a  building  to  be  erected  on  the 
ot  on  Hillen  street,  leased  by  authority  of  the  Council  in  1S53.  As 
he  plan  and  specifications  for  the  building  have  not  yet  been  agreed 
ipon  by  the  Building  Committee  nor  adopted  by  the  Board,  the 
ontract  is  not  yet  given  out.  In  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  delay 
i  the  occupancy  of  the  building  when  completed,  which  it  is  likely 
rill  be  some  time  during  the  year,  an  appropriation  of  eight  hundred 
collars  ($800  00)  for  the  purchase  of  furniture  will  be  required. 
/  7.  By  resolution  No.  180,  approved  June  9,  1853,  the  Board  was 
uthorized  to  lease  a  lot  in  the  twentieth  ward,  upon  which  to  build  a 
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school  house  for  the  accommodation  of  Primary  School  No.  4,  now 
conducted  in  the  basement  of  Strawbridge  church,  on  the  corner  of 
Biddle  and  Garden  streets.  In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  the 
Council,  the  lot  was  leased  in  1853.  It  is  situated  on  Eutaw  street, 
near  Preston  street.  It  is  forty  five  feet  front  by  a  depth  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet.  The  ground  rent  is  two  hundred  dollars  (s200  00) 
per  annum.  The  Committee  of  the  Female  Primary  School,  for  the 
use  of  which  the  house  is  intended,  in  connexion  with  a  Male  Primary 
School,  are  of  opinion  that  "the  lot  should  be  built  upon  at  once," 
in  order  to  relieve  Female  Primary  School  No.  4,  a  large  and  flour- 
ishing school  3  from  the  difficulties  against  which,  under  present  ar- 
rangements, it  is  obliged  lo  struggle.  An  appropriation  of  four  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  ($4,500  00)  was  asked  last  year ;  that 
amount  will  probably  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  So  anxious  are 
the  members  of  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  school,  to  supply  the 
demand  for  suitable  accommodations,  made  by  the  citizens  of  the 
ward  for  the  education  #f  their  children,  that  rather  than  not  secure 
them,  they  would  be  willing  to  take  such  appropriation  as  would  be 
required  for  the  purpose,  and  put  an  additional  story  on  Grammar 
School  No.  6,  on  Ross  street.  Although  the  situation  on  Ross  stncet 
is  not  desirable,  on  account  of  its  distance  from  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood in  which  it  is  contemplated  to  build,  and  will  be  inconveni- 
ent for  the  smaller  children  of  the  Primary  School  to  walk  so  for,  yet 
in  the  choice  between  this  improvement  and  no  school  house,  they  pre- 
fer the  former. 

8.  In  compliance  with  resolution  No.  37,  approved  March  22, 
1854,  a  lot  has  been  leased  from  Mrs.  Crowley,  on  the  east  side  of 
Caroline  street,  between  Pratt  and  Lombard  streets.  The  lot  is  fifty- 
seven  feet  front  by  eighty  feet  deep.  The  annual  rent  is  one  hundred 
and  seventy-one  dollars,  (.$171  00.)  The  plan  and  specifications  for 
a  building,  thirty  four  feet  front  by  a  flank  of  fifty  feet,  are  now  in 
preparation,  but  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  (§3,000  00)  which 
was  appropriated  by  the  Council,  for  the  building  of  the  house,  is 
insufficient  for  the  purpose,  and  the  Building  Committee  desire  that 
an  additional  appropriation  be  granted  by  your-  honorable  body,  to 
enable  them  to  carry  out  the  design  of  the  resolution.     It  is  desirable 
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that  this  building  should  be  put  under  contract  at  an  early  date,  so 
that  it  may  be  finished  and  ready  for  use  on  the  first  Monday  of  Sep- 
tember. An  appropriation  of  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800  00)  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  furniture  for  the  two  schools,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  which  the  house  is  designed. 

•  9.  By  resolution  No.  109,  approved  June  23,  1854,  the  Board  was 
"directed  to  lease  a  lot  of  ground  in  the  eighteenth  ward,  south  of 
Baltimore  and  east  of  Carey  street,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon, 
a  building  for  the  accommodation  of  a  Male  and  a  Female  Grammar 
School,  and  a  Male  and  a  Female  Primary  School."  It  is  believed 
that  a  school  house  is  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  a  Male  and 
a  Female  Grammar  School,  and  a  Male  and  a  Female  Primary 
School,  in  the  district  lying  between  Grammar  School  No.  6,  on  Ross 
street,  and  Mount  Clare  Station  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road. 
The  more  central  the  location  between  the  limits  named,  the  greater 
will  be  the  Grammar  School  facilities,  afforded. 

The  location  designated  by  the  resolution  of  the  Council  would,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Board,  be  suitable  for  a  Primary  School,  and  it 
would  be  much  more  in  accordance  with  the  previous  economy  of  the 
Board  in  the  distribution  of  Grammar  Shools,  which  are  much  more 
costly  than  Primary  Schools,  to  establish  one  in  a  situation  more 
central  in  the  district  referred  to.  If,  however,  your  honorable  body 
should  direct  otherwise,  the  opportunity  will  be  cheerfully  embraced 
by  the  Board,  of  locating  the  schools  in  whatever  vicinity  may  be 
designated  for  the  purpose.  Should  it  be  determined  that  the  resolu- 
tion shall  be  carried  out,  the  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  the  lot  of 
ground  as  directed,  and  provide  the  building  and  furniture.  In 
the  accomplishment  of  the  object  in  the  erection  of  a  building  for 
the  Primary  Schools,  an  appropriation  of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars 
($3,500  00)  will  be  required,  together  with  a  further  appropriation  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  (§S00  00)  for  furnishing  the  same.  Should  it 
be  resolved,  however,  that  the  contemplated  building  shall  accommo- 
date Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools,  in  connexion  with  the  Pri- 
mary Schools,  the  further  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000  00) 
will  be  required  for  the  building,  and  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500  00) 
for  the  additional  furniture. 
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ADDITIONAL  SCHOOLS   REQUIRED. 


In  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners,  the  attention  of  the 
Council  was  directed  to  several  portions  of  the  city,  in  which  it  was 
deemed  necessary  that  schools,  now  in  operation,  should  be  supplied 
with  more  extended  accommodations,  and  new  schools  established. 
To  some  of  these,  in  addition  to  the  increase  of  the  demand  in  the 
progress  of  the  schools  during  the  present  year,  the  attention  of  your 
honorable  body  will  now  be  directed. 

Sixth-  Ward. 

1.  A  building  is  desired  in  this  ward  for  the  use  of  Male  Primary 
School  No.  5  and  Female  Primary  School  No.  3,  both  of  which  are 
conducted  in  rented  buildings,  of  small  size  and  of  inconvenient  arrange- 
ment. During  the  present  year,  it  was  found  necessary  to  separate 
the  male  from  the  female  pupils  in  Female  Primary  School  No.  3. 
For  this  purpose  an  additional  building  was  rented  and  a  new  school, 
Male  Primary  No.  5,  established.  Both  of  the  schools  now  in 
operation  in  that  neighborhood,  are  really  suffering  for  want  of  proper 
accommodations.  Authority  to  lease  a  lot,  and  an  appropriation  of 
five  .thousand  dollars  ($5,000  00)  for  the  building  and  furniture  is 
necessary. 

Seventh    Ward. 

2.  The  Committee  of  Primary  School  No.  17,  in  the  seventh  ward, 
have  long  experienced  the  necessity  of  a  building  for  the  use  of  the 
flourishing  school,  now  conducted  in  a  small  and  inconvenient  room 
with  scarcely  any  yard,  situated  on  East  Madison  street,  near  Broad- 
way. The  room  is  crowded  with  children,  and  the  further  extension 
of  the  school  as  it  is  situated  at  present,  is  impossible.  The  Committee 
desire  authority  to  lease  a  lot,  and  an  appropriation  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  ($4,000  00,)  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  furnishing  a 
house  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

Ninth   Ward. 

3.  The  Commissioner  from  the  ninth  ward,  assisted  by  the  member 
of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council  from  the  same,  has  made 
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considerable  effort  to  obtain  a  suitable  lot,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
upon  it  a  building  for  the  use  of  Primary  School  No.  23,  which  is  now- 
kept  in  gloomy  and  uncomfortable  apartments  in  an  old  and  dilapidated 
building  on  Centre  Market  space,  near  Lombard  street.  This  ward 
is  so  thickly  settled,  nearly  every  foot  of  ground  being  occupied,  that 
it  is  next  to  impossible  to  secure  sufficient  space  for  the  erection  of  the 
proposed  building.  There  are  a  great  many  children  in  the  ward  who 
are  dependent  upon  the  Public  Schools  for  their  education,  and  it  is 
right  and  proper  that  the  means  of  obtaining  the  same,  should  be 
provided  for  them.  With  the  approbation  of  the  Council,  the  Board 
will  continue  the  effort  to  secure  a  lot,  or  to  provide  such  other  suitable 
means  as  may  be  afforded,  in  carrying  out  the  contemplated  design. 

Eleventh   Ward. 

4.  The  representative  of  the  eleventh  ward  in  this  Commission,  ex- 
presses his  opinion  and  desire  in  relation  to  a  Public  School  in  the 
ward,  in  the  following  note  : 

"  In  the  eleventh  ward,  near  the  intersection  of  Charles  and  Eager 
or  Chase  streets,  a  school  is  much  wanted,  as  stated  in  the  report  of 
the  Commissioners  of  last  year.  Mr.  Rogers,  member  of  the  last 
Council  from  the  ward,  exerted  himself  to  obtain  an  appropriation  for 
the  purpose,  but  was  not  successful.  A  good  lot  of  ground  could  now 
be  procured  in  the  ward,  but  in  a  short  time,  owing  to  the  rapid  in- 
crease in  the  value  of  property  in  the  vicinity,  and  the  extended 
improvements  now  going  on,  no  building  site  will  probably  be 
obtainable." 

Should  the  Council  favorably  consider  the  judicious  suggestion  of 
the  representative  of  the  eleventh  ward,  besides  the  authority  to  lease 
the  lot,  an  appropriation  of  four  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  to 
build  and  furnish  the  house. 

Twelfth   Ward. 

5.  It  is  desirable  that  a  Male  and  a  Female  Grammar  School  should 
|  be  established  in  the  twelfth  ward,  near  the  intersection  of  Mulberry 

and  Pine  streets.     The  propriety  of  leasing  a  lot  and  building  a  house 
in  that  vicinity,  was  urged  upon  the  Board  by  the  representative  of 
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that  ward  in  the  year  1853,  and  the  subject  was  laid  before  the 
Council  in  the  report  of  last  year.  Besides  the  authority  to  lease  the 
lot,  an  appropriation  of  at  least  ten  thousand  dollars,  (s 10,000  00,) 
will  be  required  to  put  up  the  building  and  supply  it  with  the  neces- 
sary furniture. 

0.  A  Primary  School  is  needed  in  the  vicinity  of  Franklin  and 
Pine  streets. 

Fifteenth   Ward. 

7.  The  Committee  in  charge  of  Female  Primary  Schoool  No.  13, 
which  is  conducted  in  contracted  and  uncomfortable  rooms  in  a  dwell- 
ing house,  on  South  Charles  street,  opposite  Balderston  street,  are  in 
want  of  better  accommodations  for  the  school.  They  say  "there  is 
no  school  in  the  city  which  is  so  poorly  provided  for  as  this.  The 
location  is  bad  and  the  house  itself  Barely  tenantable."  A  school  is 
much  needed  in  that  neighborhood,  and  the  least  that  can  be  asked,  is, 
that  comfortable  apartments  should  be  provided  for  its  use. 

Eighteenth   Ward. 

8.  By  resolution  No.  216,  approved  July  16,  1853,  the  Board  was 
authorized  to  lease  a  lot  in  the  neighborhood  of  West  Baltimore  and 
Fremont  streets,  with  the  view  of  erecting  upon  it  a  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  Primary  School  No.  10.  The  school  is  now 
located  on  the  property  of  Mr.  Thomas  Winans,  in  the  rear  of  the  lot 
on  West  Baltimore  street,  a  few  doors  west  of  Fremont  street.  Mr. 
Winans  is  desirous  of  obtaining  possession  of  the  house  now  occupied 
by  the  school,  and  has  notified  the  Board  to  vacate  the  premises.  As 
the  time  for  which  the  property  was  leased  will  expire  in  a  few 
months,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  some  provision  for  the  school. 
The  lot  on  German  street,  which  the  Committee  had  in  view,  and 
which  authority  was  given  the  Board  to  lease,  could  not  be  ob- 
tained without  incumbrance,  and^  it  was  thought  best  to  decline  taking 
it.  The  Committee  have  used  every  possible  exertion,  assisted  by 
Mr.  Winans,  to  obtain  a  lot,  but  up  to  this  time  they  have  not  been 
able  to  do  so.  In  the  extremity  to  which  they  were  impelled,  the 
Committee  took  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  adding  a  story  to 
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the  building  on  the  corner  of  Fremont  and  Ridgely  streets,  occupied 
hy  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  S.  This  is  not  exactly 
the  location  to  which  the  school  ought  to  be  removed.  Many  of  the 
children  are  small,  and  can  hardly  be  expected  to  attend  a  school  so 
far  from  their  residences ;  but  as  an  emergency,  the  plan  proposed  may 
be  adopted.  % 

'  Authority  has  been  given  by  the  Council,  in  resolution  No.  135, 
approved  July  12,  1854,  to  improve  the  building  of  No.  8,  as  pro- 
posed, and  the  sum  of  twenty -five  hundred  dollars  (.$2,500  00)  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose.  Upon  application  to  the  City  Register,  the 
Committee  was  informed  that  the  resolution  of  the  Council  making 
the  appropriation,  was  defective,  and  that  consequently  the  money 
could  not  be  obtained.  The  Board  is  prepared  to  pursue  whatever 
course  the  Council  may  direct  in  the  case.  It  is  necessary,  however, 
that  the  matter  should  meet  with  early  attention,  otherwise,  when  the 
time  for  which  the  house  occupied  by  Primary  School  No.  10,  was 
rented,  expires,  which  will  be  in  May  next,  the  Board  may  find  it 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  provide  a  house  for  its  accommodation. 

REPAIRS  AND  ALTERATIONS. 

1.  In  the  annual  reports  of  two  preceding  years,  the  Board  has 
called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  condition  of  the  building  on 
Aisquith  street,  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  3.  This  is  a 
one  story  building,  and  is  situated  in  a  part  of  the  city  in  which  build- 
ing lots  are  valuable.  It  is  but  the  dictate  of  prudence  therefore,  that 
the  site  occupied  by  this  building  should  be  used  to  the  best  advan- 
tage ;  and  now  that  repairs  are  necessary,  it  would  be  a  saving  to  the 
city  to  have  a  second  story  placed  upon  the  present  walls,  which  are 
sufficiently  strong  to  allow  it.  Apartments  may  be  thus  supplied, 
which  may  be  as  convenient  and  appropriate  as  any  in  the  city,  for 
the  use  of  the  large  and  flourishing  Grammar  School,  that  since  the 
year  1829,  has  been  conducted  in  the  building.  Since  the  church  on 
the  adjoining  lot  was  built,  the  light  has  been  obscured  from  the  south 
side  of  the  house,  and  the  large  room  rendered  dark  and  gloomy. 
The  Board  would  renew  the  suggestion  presented  in  the  last  report, 
that  an  additional  story  be  placed  upon  the  building  for  the  use  of  the

Grammar  School ,  and  that  the  present  apartments  be  so  repaired  and 
improved,  that  they  may  serve  to  accommodate  a  Male  Primary 
School.  For  the  want  of  rooms,  which  may  be  thus  furnished,  the 
Board  has  been  obliged  to  rent  apartments  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood, which  are  neither  convenient  nor  comfortable,  for  the  use  of 
Male  Primary  School  No.  7.  This  school,  which  has  been  but  re- 
cently established,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,,  and  well  deserves  the 
fostering  care  of  its  proper  guardians.  It  is  therefore  hoped,  that  when 
suitable  accommodations  may  be  so  readily  provided,  in  connexion 
with  the  property  of  the  city,  the  Council  will  take  such  action  in  the 
premises  as  will  best  accomplish  the  object.  It  is  here  suggested,  that 
an  appropriation  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500  00) 
be  made  for  the  purpose,  and  that  the  Board  be  authorized  to  have  the 
building  altered  and  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  above  represen- 
tation. The  improvement  will  doubtless  result  in  advantage  alike 
to  the  school,  the  property  and  the  neighborhood. 

2.  The  Board  would  again  direct  the  notice  of  the  Council,  to  the 
dilapidated  state  of  the  old  school  house,  on  the  north-east  corner  of 
Green  and  Fayette  streets.  This  house  is  occupied  by  Male  Grammar 
School  No.  1,  and  Male  Primary  School  No.  3,  two  of  the  largest  and 
most  important  schools  in  the  city.  These  schools  are  prosperous, 
and  perform  their  full  share  of  service  to  the  community,  notwith- 
standing the  wretched  condition  of  the  apartments  they  are  obliged  to 
occupy.  It  was  stated  to  the  Council  in  the  last  annual  report,  that 
the  several  attempts  that  had  been  made  to  improve  this  building,  had 
convinced  the  Board  that  any  further  efl'brt  would  be  a  useless  expen- 
diture of  money.  The  iloors  of  the  recitation  rooms  of  the  Grammar 
School,  are  several  feet  lower  than  the  large  study  room,  and 
besides  the  inconvenience  and  danger  experienced  in  ascending  and 
descending  the  stairs  on  either  side,  the  appearance  of  the  apart- 
ments is  unattractive, — in  fact  repulsive.  The  cause  of  complaint  is 
but  increased  in  a  survey  of  the  condition  of  the  basement,  which  is 
occupied  by  the  Primary  School.  In  this  basement  is  crowded  a  large 
number  of  most  promising  boys,  who  are  obliged  to  continue  in  their 
seats  during  the  school  hours,  with  no  chance  for  relief  but  that  which 
the  recess  of  fifteen  minutes  affords.     There  are  no  recitation  rooms,  in  • 
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retiring  to  which  with  their  teachers  in  the  process  of  the  duties  of  the 
school,  the  pupils  may  experience  relaxation  and  relief.  If,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Council,  it  is  not  wise  at  the  present  time,  to  take  down 
the  old  building  and  erect  a  new  one,  authority  might  be  given  to  the 
Board  to  remodel  and  improve  it,  so  that  it  will  be  rendered  more  con- 
venient and  better  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  instruction.  The  sub- 
ject is  respectfully  referred  to  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

3.  The  present  condition  of  the  binlding  on  the  corner  of  Monument 
and  Forrest  streets,  occupied  by  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools 
No.  5,  renders  it  necessary  that  some  action  should  be  had  in  relation 
to  its  improvement,  or  that  another  site  should  be  secured,  and  a 
building  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools.  The  present 
building  was  at  first  badly  constructed,  and  all  attempts  that  have 
since  been  made  to  render  it  more  convenient  and  better  suited  to  its 
purpose,  have  not  been  attended  with  entire  success,  as  indeed  from 
the  original  construction  of  the  building  they  could  not  be.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  inconvenience  of  the  building,  its  present  location  appears 
to  be  an  insurmountable  difficulty  in  the  way  of  rendering  it  appro- 
priate for  school  purposes.  Since  the  house  was  built,  which  was  in 
the  year  1840  the  lines  connecting  the  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia 
with  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail-road,  has  been  laid  in 
Monument  street,  and  a  forwarding  house  established  with  a  switch 
from  the  road,  which  not  only  interfere  with  the  convenience  of  the 
location,  but  also  render  it  dangerous  for  the  passage  of  the  children 
to  and  from  school.  In  addition  to  this,  perhaps  a  still  greater  annoy- 
ance is  produced  by  the  noise  and  bustle  of  the  foundry  and  stone 
cutting  establishments  that  have  been  erected  in  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity— in  fact,  upon  the  same  square  and  within  but  about  one  hun- 
dred feet  of  the  school.  The  noise  produced  by  the  passing  off  of 
steam,  the  blasts  of  the  furnaces,  the  hammering  of  the  hollow  iron- 
work ih  the  manufacture  of  steam  boilers,  &c,  and  the  stone  sawing 
and  cutting,  constitutes  an  insurmountable  impediment  to  the  success- 
ful pursuit  of  study  in  the  young  mjnd.  In  the  summer  season, 
when  increased  ventilation  is  so  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  occupants  of  the  house,  the  teachers  are  obliged  to  close  the 
windows,  and  with  the  children  endure  the  discomfort  and  danger  of 
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the  heat  anil  confined  air  of  the  apartments.  The  lot  on  which  tho 
house  stands  has  greatly  increased  in  value  since  its  appropriation  to 
the  use  of  the  schools,  and  may  be  disposed  of  to  advantage,  while  a 
lot  of  less  value,  and  entirely  free  from  objection,  may  be  secured  in 
another  location.  The  committee  in  charge  of  the  schools  recom- 
mend that  the  premises  occupied  at  present  be  disposed  of,  and  the 
proceeds  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  schools  on  some  more  private 
street.  The  subject  is  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Council, 
with  the  suggestion,  that  authority  be  given  to  the  Board  to  carry 
out  the  proposition  of  the  committee.  The  early  attention  of  your 
honorable  body  to  the  improvement  here  suggested,  is  earnestly  so- 
licited. 

ESTABLISHMENT   OF    NEW   SCHOOLS. 

There  were  nine  new  schools  established  during  the  year,  and  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  opening  of  nine  more.  Of  the  nine  schools 
commenced,  there  were  one  Male  and  two  Female  Grammar  Schools; 
three  Male  and  three  Female  Primary  Schools,  as  follows  : 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  12,  in  the  new  building  on 
Barre  street. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  13,  in  the  lower  story  of  the  building 
on  Aisquith  street,  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Eastern  Female  High 
School. 

Male  Primary  No.  5,  in  the  school  room  in  the  rear  of  the  Presby- 
terian church,  on  Aisquith  street. 

Male  Primary  No.  7,  in  the  school  room  of  the  Methodist  Protest- 
ant church,  Fayette  street  near  Aisquith  street. 

Male  Primary  School  No.  12,  in  the  lower  story  of  the  new  build- 
ing on  Barre  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  26,  in  the  school  room  on  Paca  street,  near 
Fayette,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Western  Female  High  School. 

Female  Primary  No.  27,  in  the  Jefferson  street  chapel,  Jefferson 
street,  near  Caroline  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  28,  in  the  lower  story  of  the  new  building  on 
Barre  street. 
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Preparations  are  in  progress  in  the  leasing  of  lots  and  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  organization  of  the  following  schools,  nine  in  num- 
ber, viz.  two  Grammar,  and  seven  Primary  Schools,  all  of  which  will 
probably  be  commenced  during  the  approaching  year. 
•  1.  When  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Stiles  streets, 
shall  be  completed,  there  will  be  organized  in  it,  a  Male  and  a  Fe- 
male Grammar  School,  to  be  entitled  Male  and  Female  Grammar 
Schools  No.  14. 

3.  The  house  on  Anne  street,  purchased  from  the  German  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  congregation,  is  intended  to  be  occupied  by  Male  and 
Female  Primary  Schools  No.  6.  The  Female  School  is  already  in 
the  occupancy  of  the  upper  story,  and  when  the  alterations  of  the 
lower  stor,y  shall  be  finished,  Male  Primary  No.  6,  will  be  opened. 

5.  The  building  on  the  corner  of  Schroeder  and  Pearce  streets,  is 
intended  to  accommodate  two  Prin^iry  Schools,  and  when  finished, 
Female  Primary  School  No.  11,  now  occupying  the  small  building 
on  West  Franklin  street,  will  be  divided  into  a  Male  and  a  Female 
Primary  School,  to  be  known  as  Male  and  Female  Primary  Schools 
No.  11,  both  of  which  will  be  removed  to  the  new  building. 

6.  The  same  will  be  the  result  in  relation  to  the  building  on  the 
corner  of  Light  and  Poultney  streets.  When  completed,  Female 
Primary  School  No.  15,  will  be  divided  into  Male  and  Female  Pri- 
mary Schools  No.  15,  and  removed  to  it. 

4.  The  building  to  be  erected  on  the  lot  on  Hillen  street,  will  ac- 
commodate a  Male  and  a  Female  Primary  School,  both  of  which  will 
be  organized  for  its  occupancy.  The  title  of  the  schools  will  proba- 
bly be  Male  and  Female  Primary  Schools  No.  8,  and  the  number  of 
the  Female  Primary  School  on  Pennsylvania  avenue,  may  be  altered 
to  29. 

2.  The  building  proposed  to  be  erected  on  Eutaw  street,  is  intend- 
ed for  the  use  of  Female  Primary  School  No.  4,  which  may  be  di- 
vided into  Male  and  Female  Primary  Schools  No.  4,  and  removed  to 
it.  It  will  then  be  necessary  to  alter  the  number  of  Male  Primary 
tfo.  4,  to  that  of  No.  14. 

7.  When  the  building  contemplated  for  the  occupancy  of  the  site 
m  Caroline  street,  shall  be  finished,  Female  Primary  School  No.  24, 
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will  be  divided  into  a  Male  and  a  Female  Primary  School,  and  re 
moved  to  it. 

For  the  organization  of  all  the  schools  here  noticed,  preparations 
are  in  actual  progress,  and  will  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  possible 
It  is  believed  that  the  accommodations  which  the  Board  is  now  eft 
gaged  in  providing  for  the  contemplate^!  schools,  are  all  in  immediat* 
demand,  and  that  the  new  houses  will  soon  be  filled  with  pupils 
That  houses  already  built  and  occupied,  were  necessary,  is  sufficient 
ly  proved  in  the  fact  that  they  are  all  nearly  full.  In  some  cases,  tin 
establishment  of  the  school  has  developed  the  wants  of  the  neighbor 
hood,  and  the  necessity  of  enlargement  has  soon  been  made  apparent 
There  is  a  species  of  contagion  in  the  matter  of  education,  which  it  i 
worth  while  to  consider  and  encourage.  Persons,  if  they  can,  wil 
avail  themselves  of  advantages  which  they  see  others  enjoying,  and  i 
is  a  commendable  pride  which  hffluences  some,  not  to  allow  others  tc 
be  in  the  advance  of  them  in  the  education  of  their  children.  Thii 
species  of  contagion  may  cost  something  in  the  establishment  am 
support  of  Public  Schools,  but  instead  of  being  offensive  or  destruc 
tive,  it  is  the  source  of  much  good,  and  is  worthy  of  being  encour 
aged  and  increased,  even  at  the  public  expense. 

COST  OF  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

To  a  casual  observer,  the  number  of  new  buildings  almost  con 
stantly  in  the  course  of  erection  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Publi< 
Schools,  may  seem  considerable,  and  if  he  be  wealthy  and  penurious 
the  bare  idea  of  their  cost  to  the  city  and  to  himself,  will  doubtless  b( 
appalling.  But  the  knowledge  which  may  be  gained  by  a  little  ex 
amination  of  the  subject,  will  serve  greatly  to  relieve  the  anxiety  thu 
occasioned,  and  effectually  remove  the  supposed  cause  for  complaint 
For  the  purpose  of  affording  a  better  understanding  of  this  interesting 
subject,  it  may  be  as  well  to  record  here,  a  brief  explanation. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  has  never  cnterei 
into  a  contract  for  building  a  school  house  for  a  sum  that  has  reachct 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  in  but  one  instance,  that  Qf  the  Eastern  Fc 
male  High  School,  did  the  cost  even  approximate  that  amount.  The 
contract  price  for  building  that  house,  was  nine  thousand  eight  hun- 
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dred  and  fifty  dollars.  The  actual  cost  to  the  city,  after  the  settlement 
of  liens,  &c,  was  eleven  thousand  dollars,  (.§11,000  00.)  The  con- 
tracts of  the  Board  for  new  buildings,  with  this  one  exception,  have 
ranged  from  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  to  seven  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  which  was  the  amount  for  which  the  handsome 
building  on  Barre  street  was  contracted  for.  The  finishing  of  a  story 
for  a  Primary  department,  added  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to 
the  cost  of  the  building,  but  the  expenditure  of  that  sixteen  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  saved  the  city  the  annual  rent  of  a  lot  of  ground  and 
a  building,  which  would  have  cost  at  least  three  thousand  dollars.  In 
the  tabular  statement  representing  the  location  and  cost  of  Public 
School  property,  which  is  presented  in  another  part  of  this  report,  the 
entire  cost  of  the  building  is  set  down  at  nine  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  ($9,650  00,)  which  includes  the  finishing  of  the  Pri- 

*  mary  department,  by  which  the  city  was  saved,  in  the  lot  and  build- 
ing, the  expenditure  of  at  least  three  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 
A  reference  to  the  tabular  statement  above  alluded  to,  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  satisfy  any  one  that  the  cost  of  the  buildings  erected  and  pur- 
chased for  Public  School  purposes,  is  by  no  means  extravagant.  In 
the  table  it  is  shown,  that  the  twenty-five  buildings  occupied  by  the 
Public  Schools,  including  the  one  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Central 
High  School,  which,  on  account  of  the  increased  value  of  the  ground 
on  which  it  stands,  was  estimated  at  twenty-three  thousand  dollars, 
cost  the  city  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents,  ($140,458  98,)  or  five 

thousand  six  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  thirty-five  f5  cents 
(§5,618  35;?)  each.     Comparing  this  statement  with. the  cost  of  the 

,  property  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Boston  and  New  York,  there  is  no 
man  that  considers  his  claim  to  respectability,  but  would  be  ashamed 
to  utter  the  complaint  of  extravagance  in  relation  to  the  property 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Public  Schools  of  our  city.  The 
cost  of  twenty-five  school  houses  in  the  city  of  Boston,  is  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty -nine  thousand  Jive  hundred  and  tioo  dollars  and 
twenty-eight  cents,  ($729,502  28.)  The  cost  of  the  same  number  of 
school  houses  in  New  York  is  jive  hundred  and  fifty -two  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  dollars  and  forty-six  cents,  ($552,457  46.) 
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The  average  cost  of  the  Public  School  buildings  of  Boston,  is  twenty- 
nine  thousand  one   hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and   nine  &  cents, 
(29,180  0%.)     The  average  cost  of  those  of  New  York,  is  twenty 
two   thousand   and  ninety-six   dollars  and   twenty-nine   g   cents, 
(22,096  29^.)    In  Boston  the  average  is  more  than  five  to  one,  and 
N.  York  very  nearly  four  to  one  of  ours.     The  Public  School  property 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  is  a  standing  evidence  of  the  economy  thai 
has  been  used  in  its  acquisition.     The  houses  are  plain,  but  they  ar 
generally  neat  in  their  appearance  and  substantially  built.     We  sa 
generally,  because  we  cannot  include  all  our  buildings  in  the  idea  that 
is  expressed  by  the  terms  neat  and  substantial.     Some  of  them,  a 
spirited   Baltimorean   would   be   backward   to   acknowledge,    when 
strangers  were  present,  as  Public  Schools. 

And  not  only  in  the  comparison  of  our  Public  School  property  with 
that  of  other  cities,' does  the  economy  of  our  expenditures  show  it- 
self. It  is  seen,  also,  in  the  amounts  expended  for  the  support  of 
Public  Instruction.  In  Boston,  in  the  year  1853,  the  cost  of  instruc- 
tion for  21,858  pupils  was  $198,432  37,  or  §9.07  per  pupil.  In 
New  York  the  cost  of  instruction  for  43,740  pupils  was  $327,175  20, 
or  $7.48  per  pupil.  In  Philadelphia,  in  1852,#  the  cost  of  instruc- 
tion for  49,635  pupils  was  $406,247  04,  or  $8.18  per  pupil.  In 
Baltimore  the  cost  of  instruction  for  9,447  pupils  was  $63,987  21,  or 
$6.77  per  pupil. 

The  above  estimates  of  expenditure  in  Philadelphia  and  Balti- 
more, include  the  interest  on  the  school  property,  both  houses  and 
furniture — the  whole  amount  invested.  It  can  hardly  be  conceived, 
that  a  system  of  Public  Instruction  of  any  character  could  be  sup- 
ported, in  so  large  a  city  as  Baltimore,  upon  a  less  amount  of  money. 
Complaints  that  are  made  against  the  necessary  increase  in  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Public  Schools,  generally  arise  from  the  want  of  infor- 
mation upon  the  subject.  Such  was  found  to  be  the  case  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  where  the  officers  of  three  several  departments  of  the 
city  government,  made  official  charges  against  the  Controllers  of  the 
Public  Schools  for  a  reckless  extravagance  and  wanton  waste  in  the 

*TJie  Report  of  the  Controllers  of  Public  Schools  in  Philadelphia  for  1853,  has  not 
been  received. 
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expenditure  of  the  fund  committed  to  their  control,  which  was  declar- 
ed to  be  altogether  unwarrantable.  The  consequence  was,  that  the 
public  mind  was  inflamed,  and  results  most  unfavorable  to  the  cause 
of  Public  Instruction  was  likely  to  ensue.  But  the  Controllers  pre- 
vented the  mischief  by  a  triumphant  vindication  of  their  course. 

The  charge  of  extravagance  cannot  be  uttered  with  success  against 
the  system  of  Public  School  Instruction  pursued  in  our  city.  What 
the  members  of  the  Board  desire  in  this  relation  is,  that  their  fellow 
citizens  should  be  informed  thoroughly  in  relation  to  the  cost,  the 
influence  and  the  usefulness  of  their  Public  Schools.  Investigation 
upon  the  subject,  will  doubtless  result  in  silencing  the  cavils  of  the 
dissatisfied,  should  there  be  any  such  in  the  community,  and  in 
warming  up  the  indifferent  and  apathetic,  and  rendering  them  the 
best  friends  and  advocates  of  a  cause  so  fraught  with  interest,  and  so 
necessary  to  the  welfare  of  our  republican  institutions. 

CLOSING   OF   PRIMARY   SCHOOL"  No.  21. 

Primary  School  No.  21,  located  at  Locust  Point,  on  the  south  side 
of  the  northern  branch  of  the  Patapsco  river,  has  been  closed.  The 
neighborhood  in  which  the  school  was  situated,  is  but  thinly  inhabit- 
ed, and  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  children  of  the  school- 
going  age  in  the  vicinity,  to  warrant  the  expenditure  necessary  to  its 
continuance.  When  the  Copper  Works  were  discontinued  some 
years  ago,  the  greater  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Point  remov- 
ed their  residences,  and  it  has  been  impossible  ever  since  to  sustain  the 
school  with  credit.  For  the  past  two  years  it  has  been  allowed  to  re- 
main, in  the  hope  that  the  improvements  of  the  place  would  cause 
an  increase  in  the  population  sufficient  to  justify  its  continuance  ; 
but  at  present  there  is  no  prospect  that  the  hope  will  be  realized, 
and  the  Board  has  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  close  the  school. 

PRESENT  CONDITION   OF  THE   SCHOOLS. 

The  Board  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  schools  under  its  super- 
vision are  in  an  improving  condition.     Nothing  has  occurred  during 
the  year  to  arrest  their  progress,  and  they  have  continued  to  advance 
with  their  usual  steady,  and  it  is  anxiously  hoped,  healthy  motion. 
21 
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The  teachers  generally  have  been  busily  employed,  and  their  labors 
have  seemed  to  be  attended  with  success.  #A  slight  improvement  is 
apparent  in  the  preparation  of  the  pupils  for  advancement,  both 
from  the  Primary  to  the  Grammar,  and  from  the  Grammar  to  the 
High  Schools.  The  number  passed  from  the  Grammar  into  the  High 
Schools,  was  greater  this  year  than  it  has  been  for  several  years 
past.  To  secure  their  success  in  the  examination  which  the  pupils  of 
the  Giammar  Schools  must  undergo  before  they  can  be  admitted  into 
the  High  Schools,  the  teachers  must  pursue  their  appointed  duties 
with  industry  and  energy.  It  requires  considerable  moral  force  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher,  to  impel  the  student  forward  in  the  course  of  his 
instruction.  To  the  youthful  tyro  the  way  is  dark  and  cheerless  over 
which  he  must  pass — his  journey  is  over  a  trackless  desert.  The 
great  Saharra  of  his  trial  has  no  limit,  and  he  can  perceive  no  flowery 
oasis  where  he  may  find  relief  and  rest.  The  teacher  must  be  the 
light  in  the  way.  He  must  make  the  track  over  the  desert  sands,  and 
he  must  lead  his  charge  to  the  oasis  which  of  himself,  he  cannot  find. 
And  all  this  the  faithful  instructor  can  and  will  do.  He  will  share 
in  the  trials  of  his  charge,  and  rejoice  with  him  when  the  difficulty  is 
overcome.  Thus,  in  the  development  of  the  faculties  of  the  pupil, 
the  preceptor  may  find  his  own  enjoyment,  and  the  rapid  advance- 
ment of  the  learner,  will  well  repay  the  labor  of  the  teacher. 

THE  CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  school  was  increased  in  September  last,  by  the  accession  of  a 
larger  number  of  pupils  than  it  has  received  at  any  one  time,  for  several 
years.  The  number  admitted  was  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  (113.) 
It  was  highly  encouraging  to  the  Board,  as  well  as  to  the  teachers  of  the 
school,  to  witness  the  anxiety  that  was  exhibited  by  the  candidates  for 
admission,  and  the  eagerness  with  which  they  toiled  in  their  examina- 
tion, during  the  excessively  hot  weather  in  July.  It  was  gratifying  to 
witness  the  determined  manner  in  which  they  wrought  through  the  va- 
rious tasks  assigned  them.  There  was  character  in  their  perseverance, 
sufficient  to  indicate  to  the  teachers,  to  whom  their  education  is  en- 
trusted, the  important  trust  committed  to  their  hands.  It  is  no  common 
duty  that  the  rearing  of  such  youths,  imposes  upon  their  instructors. 
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They  are  to  be  moulded  and  matured,  for  the  active  duties  of  life. 
Their  slumbering  responsibilities  are  to  be  awakened,  and  the  tyro  is  to 
be  wrought  into  the  man.  He  who  can  look  with  indifference  upon 
such  duty,  and  enter  upon  it  with  cold  and  calculating  purpose,  is  not 
fit  for  the  work  he  has  assumed.  It  requires  a  warm  heart  to  beget 
warmth  in  the  heart  of  another,  and  both  are  necessary  in  drawing 
out  the  capabilities  of  the  youth,  and  urging  him  on  in  the  difficult 
pursuit  of  the  labors,  which  the  school  imposes  upon  him.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  selecting  proper  persons,  for  the  discharge  of  these  deli- 
cate and  important  duties,  has  been  duly  appreciated  by  the  members 
of  the  Board,  and  it  has  been  their  aim  to  act  judiciously  and  wisely 
in  the  choice.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  they  have  no  cause  for 
reproach  in  relation  to  the  instructors  chosen  for  the  Central  School, 
as  well  as  for  the  other  schools  under  their  supervision.  They  are 
aware,  however,  of  how  much  tbey  have  entrusted  to  the  character 
and  honor  of  those  to  whom  the}?-  have  committed  the  trust  of  educa- 
ting the  children,  not  only  of  their  parents,  but  of  the  republic,  and 
they  confidently  hope  that  the  hallowed  commission  will  be  faithfully 
and  effectually  accomplished. 

COMMENCEMENT  OF  THE  CENTRAL   SCHOOL.      • 

The  fourth  annual  commencement  of  the  Central  High  Sehool, 
was  held  in  the  Assembly  Rooms,  Hanover  street,  on  the  24th  of 
October.  Fourteen  of  the  students  obtained  certificates  of  their  pro- 
ficiency, and  left  the  scene  of  their  toil  and  pleasure  within  the  well 
known  walls  of  the  High  School  building,  to  go  forth  for  the  perform- 
ance of  sterner  duties,  amid  the  pursuits  of  more  advanced  and  more 
responsible  life.  The  names  of  the  graduates  will  be  found  in  their 
proper  place  in  this  report,  namely,  in  connexion  with  the  records  of 
the  school  in  which  they  graduated.  Compositions  were  prepared  by 
all  of  the  candidates,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by  five  of  their 
number,  one  of  which  was  the  valedictory,  written  and  delivered  in  a 
very  happy  manner  by  Master  F.  Cooke.  The  address  of  the  occa- 
sion was  delivered  by  the  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Giles.  It  was  a  manly 
effort  to  draw  out  the  characters  of  the  graduates  and  of  their  former 
fellow  students,  and  to  encourage  them  to  pursue  with  unflinching 
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energy,  the  high  duties  they  were  obliged  to  assume  as  citizens  of  a  free 
government,  and  to  practise  with  persevering  purpose  the  moral  virtues, 
which  were  to  appear  as  the  bright  ornaments  of  their  lives.  Mr. 
George  Morrison,  principal  of  the  school,  presented  the  diplomas. 
The  intelligent  audience  that  crowded  the  spacious  saloon,  appeared 
to  be  well  pleased  with  the  entertainment  of  the  evening,  and  doubt- 
less retired  with  the  sentiment  indelibly  impressed  upon  their  minds, 
that  an  intelligent  and  virtuous  American  citizen,  is  the  most  exalted 
of  mankind. 

THE  FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

As  with  the  Central  School,  in  relation  to  the  increased  number  of 
pupils  that  were  admitted  in  September,  so  also  with  the  Female 
High  Schools.  They  were  opened  after  the  August  vacation,  with 
a  larger  number  of  pupils  than  they  have  had  enrolled  for  several 
3'ears.  Nor  were  the  classes  ever  more  promising  than  those  of  the 
present  year.  Nothing  daunted  by  the  oppressive  weather  of  July, 
the  young  ladies  plied  themselves  to  their  tasks,  and  presented  as  fair 
an  examination  as  could  have  been  anticipated.  Of  the  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  that  were  sent  up  from  the  Grammar  Schools,  one 
hundred  and  eighty -five  passed  the  rigid  scrutiny  of  the  Committee, 
and  were  admitted  to  the  schools.  Ninety-one  (91)  to  the  Eastern,  and 
ninety-four  (94)  to  the  Western  School.  From  the  Committee  in  charge 
of  the  schools,  the  Board  has  received  the  gratifying  intelligence,  that 
the  laudable  ambition  to  excel,  has  never  been  more  apparent  among 
the  different  classes,  than  it  has  been  during  the  past  four  months. 
The  grades  of  the  classes  are  conferred  upon  actual  merit  rather  than 
time  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  study.  The  young  ladies  are  sub- 
mitted to  a  fair  test  of  their  proficiency,  in  a  thorough  examination  in 
the  studies  through  which  they  have  passed,  and  if  failure  is  indicated 
in  any  branch,  they  are  not  advanced  to  the  higher  grade  until  the 
deficiency  is  made  up.  The  working  of  this  plan  developes  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  systems  of  scholastic ' pursuit j  that  can  be  introduced 
into  an  institution  of  learning.  And  the  regularity  and  order  it  pro- 
duces, are  not  the  least  attractive  features  of  the  plan.  Anxious  to 
excel,  and  determined  not  to  endure  the  mortification  of  defeat,  eac|i 
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pupil  entered  upon  the  pursuit  of  the  honors  in  view ;  and  when  the 
time  came  for  the  measurement  of  the  advancing  proficiency,  it  is  re- 
markable how  closely  they  had  kept  with  each  other  in  the  race. 
To  such  a  point  of  interest  has  this  feature  been  advanced,  that  it  is 
considerably  more  mortifying  in  a  young  lady  to  be  refused  advance- 
ment in  the  progressive  grades,  (ban  it  would  have  been  to  have  failed 
in  her  examination  for  admission  into  the  school.  In  the  result  of 
these  periodical  investigations,  teachers  and  pupils  are  equally  inter- 
ested. Their  characters  and  happiness  are  alike  involved  in  the  issue, 
and  in  zealous  and  affectionate  co-operation  they  mingle  their  labors 
together,  in  the  view  of  sharing  alike  in  the  pleasures  that  success 
may  insure.  In  such  pursuit,  the  toils  of  the  school  are  turned  into 
scenes  of  pleasant  and  delightful  intercourse,  and  the  hours  of  study 
relieved  of  more  than  half  their  tediousness  and  anxiety.  From  the 
introduction  of  this  plan  of  operation  in  the  Female  High  Schools, 
the  most  gratifying  results  are  anticipated. 

A  new  element  of  interest  is  about  to  be  developed  in  these  schools, 
by  the  introduction  of  models  and  preparations  in  the  department  of 
Physiology.  This  is,  without  doubt,  the  most  proper  method  of  pur- 
suing the  science.  It  is  the  plan  indicated  by  nature,  and  which  un- 
folds the  departments  of  its  study  in  issues,  which  closely  approxi- 
mates the  reality.  It  has  been  adopted  and  pursued  with  signal 
success  in  the  Central  High  School,  and  from  the  eagerness  mani- 
fested by  the  young  ladies  to  engage  in  it,  a  like  result  is  anticipated 
in  the  Female  High  Schools.  The  advantages  of  a  knowledge  of 
this  science  among  the  female  portion  of  the  community,  are  not 
now  to  be  measured.  It  is  not  presuming  too  much  to  say,  that  it 
may  effect  a  revolution  in  the  habits  and  manners  of  society,  and  ren- 
der practices  of  abstruse  hygiene  as  familiar  as  household  words. 
Upon  such  result  depends  much  of  the  health  and  happiness  of  com- 
ing generations. 

It  is  with  a  glow  of  honest  pride,  that  we  can  point  to  our  two  Fe- 
male High  Schools,  as  they  appear  among  the  brightest  ornaments  of 
our  system  of  Public  School  Instruction.  The  developments  of  their 
power  and  Importance;  are  progressive  with  their  history.  With  the 
schools  of  their  grade,  they  are  rapidly  disclosing  the  capabilities  of 
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woman,  and  must  effectually  introduce  her  into  the  sphere  of  action 
which  she  was  evidently  designed  to  ornament  and  control.  That 
sphere  of  action  is  die  domestic  hearth.  It  is  there  that  educated 
woman  must  not  only  appear  as  an  ornament ;  but,  she  must  preside 
over  it  as  a  queen  over  her  appropriate  empire.  It  is  here  that  the 
rights  of  woman  show  themselves  in  their  true  character,  and  when 
once  she  assumes  the  position  and  adorns  it  with  the  beauty  of  her 
character,  her  virtues  will  appear  as  the  jewels  of  society  that  shall 
outshine  all  the 'tinsel  with  which  she  may  ornament  her  person,  and 
put  to  the  blush  the  associations  and  conventions  that  would  push  her 
beyond  her  appropriate  province.  At  the  fireside,  and  as  the  regula- 
tor of  domestic  society,  the  educated  woman  must  be  as  potent  in  ac- 
tion as  she  is  attractive  in  her  person.  From  that  position  she  will  be 
able  to  mould  the  manners  and  correct  the  habits  of  the  sterner  sex  ; 
and  in  giving  off  the  virtues  that  attract,  she  may  become  all  power- 
ful in  control.  To  be  able  to  associate  with  such  a  companion,  man 
must  be  educated.  To  be  worthy  of  her,  he  must  be  virtuous..  To 
impress  her  with  high  views  of  his  character,  he  must  be  pure.  Who 
does  not  see  in  this  feature  of  our  Public  School  system,  the  elements 
alike  of  purity  and  power  ?  Who  does  not  appreciate  the  happy  re- 
sult that  may  be  produced  upon  society  in  the  issue?  And  who  that 
thus  seeing  and  appreciating,  will  not  lend  his  aid  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  so  high  a  purpose  ?  It  were  well  worthy  of  the  labors  of 
the  Board  to  aid  in  bringing  about  this  happy  result.  * 

COMMENCEMENTS  OF  THE  FEMALE  HIGH   SCHOOLS. 

The  Commencements  of  the  Female  High  Schools  were  held  in 
season.  That  of  the  Eastern  School  took  place  on  the  25th  of  Octo- 
ber last  in  the  Hall  of  thetMaryland  Institute.  The  extensive  hall 
was  crowded  on  the  occasion.  Twenty-eight  young  ladies  received 
certificates  of  their  scholarship  and  character.  All  of  them  presented 
pieces  of  their  own  composition — eight  of  which  were  read  to  the 
audience.  The  Valedictory  of  the  occasion,  a  beautiful  specimen  of 
composition,  was  written  and  read  by  Miss  Matilda  Crummer.  The 
address  of  the  occasion  was  delivered  by  J.  Morrison  Harris,  Esq., 
and  was  a  chaste  and  beautiful  production.  The  certificates  were 
presented  by  N.  H.  Thayer,  Esq.,  the  Principal  of  the  School. 
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The  Commencement  of  the  Western  School  was  held  in  the  Saloon 
of  the  New  Assembly  Rooms,  on  the  evening  of  the  27th  of  October — 
two  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  Eastern  School.  Four- 
teen young-  ladies  received  their  certificates  of  proficiency  in  scholar- 
ship and  of  good  conduct  during  the  period  they  had  been  engaged  in 
their  studies.  Compositions  were  presented  by  all  the  graduates — 
five  of  which  were  read.  These  productions  of  .the  young  ladies, 
like  those  of  the  graduates  of  the  Eastern  School,  gave  evidence  of 
the  high  position  in  mental  culture  to  which  they  had  attained.  The 
Valedictory,  an  excellent  composition,  was  read  by  its  authoress, 
Miss  Mary  A.  Miller.  The  address  of  the  occasion  was.  delivered  by 
the  Rev.  Geo.  W".  Burnap,  D.  D.,  and  abounded  in  solid  instruction 
to  the  educated  lady  in  relation  to  her  position, — its  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities. The  names  of  the  graduates  of  both  Commencements  will 
be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Principals  of  the  respective  Schools. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Western  School,  there  were  present 
the  members  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Boston,  consisting  of 
eight  gentlemen,  who  were  on  an  official  visit  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
amining the  Maryland  Hospital  for  the  insane,  and  other  kindred  in- 
stitutions.     While   in   the  city  they   visited   several  of  the   Public 
I    Schools  in  company  with   the   Commissioners.      With  the  Female 
High  Schools  they  were  especially  pleased.     The  system  of  Public 
Instruction  pursued  in  Boston,  so  perfect  in  other  respects,  does  not 
include  Female  High  Schools,  and  the  scene  presented  of  an  hun- 
dred and  seventy  young  ladies  engaged    in    studying  the   higher 
!  branches  of  education  in  a  Public  School,  was  as  novel  as  it  was 
I  interesting.     The  exercises   of  the   commencement  developed  with 
I  practical  effect,  though  but  partially,  the  result  of  the  ordinary  ex- 
ercises of  the  schools,  and  afforded  pleasing  testimony,  both  of  their 
character  and  usefulness. 
There  was  also   present   at  the  commencement  of  the  Western 
.  School,  the  venerable  Nathaniel  Sands,  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  of  the  State  of  New  York.     He  is  ifp wards  of  eighty  years 
of  age,  and  an  old  operator  in  the  cause  of  Public  Instruction.     He 
had  never  witnessed  such  exercises  as  were  exhibited  to  him  on  the 
occasion,  and  was  greatly  gratified  with  the  result.     He  was  himself 
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surprized  that  he  was  able  to  endure  the  oppressive  heat  of  the  dense- 
ly crowded  saloon  for  nearly  four  hours  without  fatigue.  Having  ex- 
pressed his  great  delight  at  the  manner  in  which  the  young  ladies 
acquitted  themselves,  especially  at  their  performance  in  music,  he  was 
asked  by  one  of  the  Commissioners  who  was  present,  how  it  was  that 
he  being  a  member  of  the  Friends'  Society,  could  so  express  himself 
in  regard  to  his  fondness  for  music.  "Oh,"  said  he,  "the  young 
ladies  performed  so  sweetly  that  they  charmed  me;  and  I  must  reply 
to  thee  as  I  did  to  a  friend  in  New  York  who  asked  me  the  same 
question,  (  I  was  fond  of  music  before  1  joined  the  Society  of  Friends 
and  the  fondness  clings  to  me  still.'  " 

The  scenes  of  the  evening  were  of  the  most  interesting  character, 
and  the  presence  and  performances  of  so  many  young  ladies,  all  en- 
gaged in  the  pursuit  of  their  education  in  the  higher  branches  of  the 
studies  of  the  schools,  directed  the  thoughts  of  the  old  gentleman  to 
the  scenes  of  his  younger  years,  and  wrought  anew  the  pleasing  in- 
fluence of  his  earlier  impressions.  The  approbation  of  our  system  of 
Instruction,  expressed  by  an  oM  veteran  in  the  cause,  as  intelligent  and 
experienced  as  friend  <Sands,  is  worthy  of  record,  and  it  affords  us 
pleasure  to  acknowledge  in  this  report,  his  visit,  and  the  friendly  inter- 
views we  have  had  with  him. 

THE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

The  fact  that  a  larger  number  of  pupils  than  usual  were  passed 
from  the  Grammar  into  the  High  Schools,  is  a  sure  evidence  of 
improvement.  This  is  the  result  to  which  the  labors  of  the  schools 
are  directed.  Not  indeed  that  all  the  pupils  that  are  educated 
in  the  Grammar  Schools  are  passed  into  the  High  Schools.  J& 
large  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  from  various 
causes,  do  not  enter  the  High  Schools.  These  obtain  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  school  instruction  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  from  which  they 
go  to  engage  in  the  different  pursuits  they  select  in  life.  It  would  be 
well  if  all  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools  could  avail  themselves 
of  the  benefits  and  advantages  of  the  High  Schools.  They  would  then 
be  better  prepared  for  the  performance  of  the  active  duties  that  await 
their  maturer  years.     But  such  cannot  be  the  cose,  and  many  a  bril- 
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liant  intellect  is  thereby  prevented  from  developing  itself,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  talents,  that  might  be  eminently  useful  to  society.  If  this 
subject  were  duly  considered  and  appreciated  by  the  parents  and 
guardians  of  the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  many  of  them  might 
be  induced  to  forego  the  slight  advantages  the  services  of  their  chil- 
dren  and  wards  might  be  to  them,  and  allow  them  to  pursue  the 
higher  studies  of  the  schools.  It  is  gratifying,  however,  that  a  good 
proportion  of  our  Public  School  pupils,  do  enter  and  pass  through  the 
studies  of  the  High  Schools.  They  are  thereby  the  better  prepared 
to  do  credit  to  themselves  and  to  be  useful  in  the  community. 

The  improvement,  indicated  in  the  passage  of  a  larger  number  of 
pupils  than  usual  into  the   High  Schools,  exhibits  proof  that  the 
teachers  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  from  the  use  of  greater  exertion,  or 
from  some  sufficient  cause,  have  been  a  little  more  successful  than 
heretofore,  in  their  efforts.    It  is  hoped  that  this  is  but  the  beginning  of 
the  improvement,  and  that  still  greater  fruits  of  industry  and  faith- 
fulness may  be  brought  forth  in  the  future.     No  teacher  can  succeed 
in  the  instruction  of  children  without  labor, — active,  energetic,  perse- 
vering labor.     There  can  be  no  listlessness,  no  folding  of  the  arms  for 
rest  in  the  successful  school  room.     The  price  of  a  pupil's  advance- 
ment, like  that  of  liberty,  is  eternal  vigilance.     The  sleeping  teacher 
may  not  succeed  in  producing  a  sleeping  school,  for  the  pupils  are 
'  generally  wide  awake  while  the  teacher  sleeps,  but  his  success  will 
certainly  be  developed  in  a  way  that  will  give  him  trouble  and  per- 
plexity, and  result  in  the  advancement  of  his  charge  in  mischief,  if 
1  not  in  wickedness.     And  there  are  other  ways  for  a  teacher  to  slumber 
besides  closing  his  eyes  in  sleep.     He  may  slumber  in  the  neglect  of 
his  lessons — in  his  want  of  watchfulness  over  his  pupils — in  his  atten- 
tion to  other  business  during  school  hours — in  reading — or  the  enter- 
tainment of  visiters — or  in  a  listless  disregard  of  what  is  going  on.     In 
any,  and  in  all  of  these  indulgences  the  teacher  may  slumber,  while  the 
seeds  of  any  thing,  and  every  thing,  but  intelligence  and  virtue,  may 
be  taking  root  and  growing  rapidly,  among  the  little  interesting  com- 
munity over  which  he  exercises  control.     In  such  pursuits  and  indul- 
gences, if  few  pupils,  or  none,  be  passed  from  the  Grammar  into  the 
High  Schools,  it  can  be  no  matter  of  surprise.     The  graduation  of 
22 
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pupils,  so  neglected,  will  be  out  of  school,  rather  than  in  it,  and  for 
the  unnumbered  avenues  of  sin  they  may  pursue  themselves,  or  open 
for  the  pursuit  of  others,  the  slumbering  teacher  is  responsible.  It 
can  be  no  pleasing  reflection  for  the  head  that  has  become  grey  in  this 
neglect,  that  it  has  been  the  means  of  opening  into  society,  the  chan- 
nels of  guilt,  through  which  have  passed  the  subjects  of  his  abuse,  that 
have  disturbed  its  peace  and  laid  many  of  its  brightest  hopes  in  ruin. 
The  Grammar  School  teacher  holds  a  place  of  double  responsibility. 
He  is  responsible  to  his  charge  and  to  the  community.  In  such 
position  he  is  regarded  by  the  Commission,  under  whose  supervision 
he  performs  his  duties  or  neglects  them.  He  is  responsible,  to  a  certain 
extent,  for  the  character  as  well  as  the  literary  qualifications,  of 
the  pupils  he  prepares  for  admission  into  the  High  School.  This  is 
presented  to  him  in  the  rules  of  the  Board,  by  which  he  is  to  be  gov- 
erned. The  pupils  sent  up  as  candidates  must  not  only  be  prepared 
for  the  classes  of  the  High  School,  but  they  must  be  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. In  both  these  regards  does  his  responsibility  appear  in  relation 
to  the  High  School.  And  he  is  responsible  to  the  community  for  the 
scholastic  attainments,  and  for  the  morality  of  the  pupils  that  pass  from 
under  his  guardianship  immediately  to  the  pursuits  of  business.  Half 
educated  and  immoral,  the  pupil's  career  may  be  readily  traced.  In  the 
measurement  of  this  responsibility,  the  teacher  of  a  Public  Grammar 
School  finds  himself  invested  with  a  power  which  is  fearful  in  its  issue 
for  good  or  evil.  And  tbe  Controller  or  Commissioner  is  hardly  less  ac- 
countable. By  his  care  in  the  selection,  and  vigilance  in  overlooking 
the  labors  of  the  teacher,  much  of  the  mischief  may  be  prevented..  It 
were  well  for  each  to  consider  well  the  position  he  occupies,  and  so 
regard  his  responsibility,  that  he  will  neither  act  without  discretion, 
nor  slumber  at  his  post. 

THE  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

If  what  is  stated  above  be  true,  and  applicable  to  the  Grammar 
Schools,  it  is  equally,  if  not  more  so,  to  the  Primary  Schools:  It  is 
well  known,  that  if  bad  habits  in  study  or  recitation  be  contracted 
in  the  Primary  Schools,  it  will  lie  difficult,  and  in  some  cases  impos- 
sible, to  effect  the  removal  of  the  impediment  in  the  Grammar  School. 
It  is  generally  true,  that  a  good  speller  and  definer  must  be  made  in 
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the  Primary  School,  or  not  at  all.  The  declaration  holds  good  in 
other  departments  of  study.  And  it  holds  good  also  in  morals.  If 
the  pupil  does  not  start  right,  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  turn  him  into  the 
proper  path.  And  the  pupil  starts  in  the  Primary  School.  The  start 
is  fairly  obtained  while  the  pupil  is  in  his  primary  studies.  The 
smaller  pupils  of  the  Public  Schools  require  more  experience  in  their 
management,  than  is  generally  given  to  it.  It  will  not  answer  for 
those  having  them  in  charge,  to  be  careless,  indifferent,  or  neglect- 
ful. The  weeds  will  grow,  while  the  farmer  is  idle  or  asleep.  So 
the  ill  weeds  grow  apace  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  younger 
pupils,  if  they  be  left  too  much  to  themselves  and  are  not  properly  re- 
strained and  directed.  Let  the  Primary  teacher  remember,  that  if  the 
pupils  leave  his  class  with  bad  habits,  those  habits  will  hardly  be  re- 
moved in  the  Grammar  or  High  School;  they  will  be  likely  to  cling  to 
their  subject  through  life.  All  the  responsibility  that  is  represented 
above,  as  resting  upon  the  teacher  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  more, 
is  placed  upon  the  person  that  assumes  the  position,  deemed  of  so  little 
consequence, — that  of  the  teacher  of  the  Primary  School.  Such 
teachers  should  so  regard  their  position  and  its  responsibilities,  and 
regulate  their  actions  in  accordance  with  the  fearful  accountability 
they  assume. 

It  must  be  clearly  evident  to  a  reflecting  mind,  that  the  Primary 
Schools  of  our  system,  are  much  more  important  than  they  are  gener- 
ally regarded,  either  by  the  teacher,  the  commissioner,  or  the  com- 
munity. It  is  a  thing  most  seriously  to  be  desired,  that  they  should 
receive  the  attention  they  require,  which  is  much  more  than  has  here- 
tofore been  given  them.  This  necessity  is  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent,  as  the  fruits  of  imperfect  training  and  neglect,  develop  them- 
selves in  the  schools  of  higher  grade.  The  remedy  ought  to  be  at 
once  applied.  With  the  expenditure  of  some  little  additional  labor, 
by  those  having  them  in  charge,  the  service  may  be  performed,  and 
incalculable  benefit  to  coming  generations,,  may  be  the  happy  result. 

OUR    SYSTEM. 

From  what  has  been  said  above,  it  is  apparent  that  the  system  of 
Public  Instruction  pursued  by  the  Board,  and  which  has  met  the  ap- 
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probation  of  the  public,  consists  of  three  grades  of  Schools, — the 
High,  the  Grammar  and  the  Primary  Schools.  The  first  idea  that 
develops  itself  in  the  consideration  of  this  system  is,  that  it  must  be 
at  once  simple  in  its  arrangement  and  economical  in  its  practice. 
These  are  prominent  and  important  features  in  an  extensive  plan  of 
Common  School  Education,  and  they  show  themselves  plainly  in  the 
actual  operation  of  our  schools  as  they  are.  now  conducted. 

A  system  of  Public  School   Instruction  consists,  properly,  of  two 
departments, — the  government  of  the  controlling  body  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  schools.     The  department  here  alluded  to,  is  that  of 
the  government  of  the  schools,  which  more  properly  belongs  to  the 
character  of  a  report  like  the  present.     It  has  for  some  years  appear- 
ed to  be  necessary  that  an  explanation  should  be  given  in  relation  to 
this  feature  of  our  plan  of  operation.    In  some  other  cities  there  are  five 
grades  of  schools,  and  it  is  supposed,  when  the  comparison  is  institut- 
ed between  a  system  with  three  grades  and  another  with  five,  that  the 
one  having  the  less  number  must  be  imperfect  and  deficient  in  one  of 
its  most  important  features.     But  this  is  not  really  the  fact.     In  our 
system,  with  three  grades  of  schools,  we  have  as  extensive  a  course 
of  study  as  other  systems  with  five  grades.  .  The  difference  is  not  in  a 
deficiency  of  the  branches  of  study,  nor   in   the  classification  of  the 
studies,  but  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are  pursued.    For  instance, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,   the  system  pursued  has  five  grades  of 
schools,  viz:   the  High,  the  Grammar,  the  Secondary,  the  Primary 
and  the  unclassified  Schools.     In  the  city  of  Baltimore  we  have  but 
the  High,  the  Grammar,  and  the  Primary.     Both  systems,  however, 
include  the  same  branches  of  study;  and  our  system,  with  its  three 
grades,  ranges  over  as  extensive  a  field  of  instruction,  and  includes  as 
many  branches  as  the  system  pursued  in  Philadelphia,  with  its  five 
grades.     Leaving  out  the  High  Schools  in  this  consideration,  which 
in  both  systems  operate  in  the  same  extended  branches  of  study,  we 
reduce  the  ^comparison  to  the  lower  grades  of  schools,  in  which  there 
are  five  distinct  classes.     In  the  system  pursued  in  Philadelphia  there 
are  four,  and  in  that  pursued  in  Baltimore  there  are  two  grades  of 
schools  in  which  these  five  classes  of  studies  are  comprised.     In  the 
system  pursued  in  Baltimore,  three  of  the  classes  of  studies  are  in- 
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eluded  in  the  Grammar  and  two  in  the  Primary  Schools.  In  the  sys- 
tem pursued  in  Philadelphia,  the  classes  of  the  same  character  are  dis- 
tributed among  four  grades  of  schools.  The  advantage  which  ap- 
pears in  this  comparison  in  favor  of  the  four  grades  is,  that  generally 
the  school  admits  and  affords  instruction  to  pupils  of  but  a  single 
class.  With  this  advantage,  however^  is  to  be  considered  the  multi- 
plication of  school  houses  which  the  plan  requires — the  separation  of 
.the  pupils  of  the  same  neighborhood,  and  frequently  of  the  same 
family,  by  requiring  their  attendance  at  different  schools — the  addi- 
tional number  of  teachers  required  in  their  management.  The  advan- 
tage referred  to,  is  doubtless  attended  with  additional  cost,  and  must 
be  enjoyed  in  the  exercise  of  great  care>  in  order  to  prevent  trouble 
and  confusion.  In  the  loss  of  this  advantage  we  have  the  three 
classes  in  the  Grammar,  and  two  in  the  Primary' Schools,  and  each 
class  generally  has  its  own  teacher,  who  is  responsible  for  the  progress 
of  its  pupils  in  its  peculiar  study.  A  single  building  serves  for  the 
!  three  classes  of  the  Grammar,  and  not  unfrequently  for  the  five,  in- 
cluding the  two  of  the  Primary  School. 

We  are  willing  that  our  friends  of  other  cites,  should  enjoy  any  ad- 
\  vantage  which  they  may  imagine  they  possess  in  the  systems  they 
i  have  adopted,  but  we  are  not  so  willing  that  our  system  of  instruction, 
I  the  value  of  which  we  have  tested  and  proved,  should  suffer  in  the 
comparison  with  theirs.     We  cannot  admit  of  the   disparagement, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  we  seek  information  upon  the  great  subject 
of  Common  School  instruction,  so  important  to  us  all,  and  are  willing 
to  make  improvements,  as  experience  may  enlighten,  and  enlight- 
ened judgment  approve.   ' 

In  the  internal  management  of  the  schools,  as  at  present  graded 
and  classified,  care  has  been  exercised  by  the  Board,  that  the  rules 
which  regulate  the  several  classes  should  be  efficiently  carried  out. 
In  order  to  accomplish  this,  the  number  of  teachers  is  regulated  by  the 
number  of  pupils  requiring  their  services.  In  the  judicious  exercise 
Djf  economy  in  this  particular,  no  doubt  a  considerable  amount  of 
noney  has  been  saved.  It  is  necessary  for  the  proper  advancement 
)f  the  pupils,  that  the  classes  should  be  so  arranged,  that,  each  teacher 
shall  not  have  in  charge  a  greater  number  of  pupils  than  he  can  profit- 
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ably  attend  to.  It  is  also  necessary,  as  a  matter  of  economy,  that  each 
teacher  should  be  entrusted  with  the  oversight  of  as  many  pupils  as  he 
can  successfully  instruct.  The  exact  proportion  of  pupils  that  could 
be  entrusted  to  a  teacher,  could  only  be  ascertained  through  experience. 
It  is  found  by  actual  experiment,  thaf  while  some  teachers  can  suc- 
cessfully instruct  a  greater  number  of  pupils  than  others,  the  average 
proportion  that  can  be  committed  to  each  teacher,  is  sixty.  Upon 
this  experience,  the  Board  has  based  its  rule  upon  the  subject,  which 
is  carried  out  in  all  cases,  except  in  the  organization  of  a  new  school, 
when  the  first  eighty  pupils  are  allowed  two  teachers,  as  eighty  pupils 
are  too  many  to  be  entrusted  to  a  single  teacher. 

The  regulation  here  referred  to,  applies  only  to  the  Grammar  and 
Primary  Schools.  In  the  High  Schools,  the  arrangement  is  necessa- 
rily different.  The  number  of  instructors  in  those  schools  is  propor- 
tioned to  the  branches  of  study,  and  not  to  the  number  of  pupils. 
Each  instructor  has  a  particular  subject  for  which  he  is  responsible. 
In  some  instances,  to  prevent  an  unnecessary  multiplication  of  teach- 
ers, the  kindred  branches  of  a  subject,  are  associated  with  it.  In 
the  Central  School  there  are  eleven  instructors.  The  courses  of  study 
are  two, — the  Classical  and  the  English.  The  subjects  of 
study  are  apportioned  to  eight  classes,  designated  by  the  first  eight  let- 
ters of  the  alphabet.  The  classical  course  comprises  the  following 
classes,  C  E  G,  a  section  of  class  B,  and  a  section  of  class  H.  The 
English  course  includes  A  D  and  F,  with  a  section  of  class  B  and  a 
section  of  class  H.  The  subjects  of  study  are  Greek,  Latin, -Moral 
and  Mental  Philosophy,  Logic,  Geometry, — Analytical  and  Practical. 
Trigonometry,  Surveying,  Astronomy,  Mensuration,  Arithmetic,  Al- 
gebra, Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Elocu- 
tion, Composition,  History,  German,  French,  Spanish,  Physiology 
and  Hygeine,  Zoology  and  General  Anatomy,  Drawing,  Book-Keep- 
ing  and  Writing. 

In  each  of  the  Female  High  Schools,  there  are  four  instructors. 
The  subjects  of  study  in  these  schools,  are  apportioned  to  four  classes, 
designated  by  the  first  four  letters  of  the  alphabet.  The  branches  of 
instruction  are,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Electricity,  Physiol- 
ogy, Geometry,  Astronomy,  use  of  the  Globes,  Algebra,  Arithmetic, 
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Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Logic,  Elocution,  Composition,  Ancient  and 
Modern  Geography,  History  and  Writing. 

The  use  of  the  Scriptures  is  required  daily  by  each  teacher,  and  in 
each  class  of  the  Central  and  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  Female 
High  Schools.  All  promotions  in  these  schools  are  made  from  the 
lower  to  the  higher  classes,  based  upon  examinations  held  for  the  pur- 
pose, in  the  months  of  January  and  July  of  each  year.  Schedules 
containing  the  daily  and  weekly  routine  of  studies  in  the  High  Schools, 
are  presented  in  another  part  of  this  report.  Each  teacher  is  held  ac- 
countable by  the  Board,  for  the  daily  progress  and  ultimate  proficien- 
cy of  the  students  of  the  respective  classes,  and  studies  committed  to 
their  supervision,  and  notice  is  given  upon  the  schedule  of  studies, 
that  it  is  expected  of  the  several  teachers,  in  an  enlarged  and  liberal 
view  of  their  vocation,  they  wil*  not  be  satisfied  with  the  mere  recita- 
tions of  the  pupils  from  the  text  Books,  but  that  they  will  zealously 
employ  every  suitable  opportunity  to  improve  and  expand  their  minds 
by  oral  explanations,  familiar  conversations,  periodical  reviews  and 
frequent  lectures. 

From  this  explanation  and  statement,  it  may  be  readily  seen  that 
if  the  courses  of  study  appropriated  to  the  different  schools  of  the  re- 
spective grades,  be  effectually  carried  out,  the  rapid  and  successful  ad- 
vancement of  the  pupils,  must  be  secured.  The  result  mainly  de- 
pends upon  the  teachers  employed  in  the  performance  of  their  several 
spheres  of  duty.  To  these  the  Board  and  the  public  look  for  the  de- 
sired and  expected  improvement  of  the  pupils  committed  to  their 
care. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Our  system  of  public  instruction  does  not  at  present  include  a  Nor- 
mal School.  In  the  absence  of  this  feature,  as  a  system,  it  is  imper- 
fect. Experience  has  satisfactorily  shown,  that  the  Normal  School  is 
a  matter  of  necessity  in  every  complete  and  efficient  plan  of  Common 
School  Education.  The  time  has  passed,  when  persons  that  fail  in 
any  and  every  other  pursuit,  can  adopt  with  success,  the  business  of 
teaching.  The  preparation  of  the  teacher,  for  the.  important  duties 
assigned  him,  in  the  instruction  and  management  of  the  school,  seems 
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to  have  become  as  essential  as  that  of  the  mechanic,  the  tradesman, 
and  the  professional  man,  for  their  several  avocations.  And  this  pre- 
paration, should,  if  it  be  possible,  be  effected  in  the  district  of  country 
in  which  the  supply  of  teachers  is  desired.  The  characters  of  the  people 
in  different  locations  vary  so  much,  that  in  order  to  accommodate  their 
sectional  peculiarities,  the  instructors  of  their  children  must  be  selected 
from  their  respective  communities.  Indifference  upon  this  point,  has 
in  past  years,  operated  to  the  detriment  of  education,  and  thereby 
prevented  the  prosperity  of  many  of  the  dependent  subjects  of  its  in" 
terest.  Any  system  of  Public  Instruction  to  be  perfect,  must  provide 
for  the  supply  of  its  own  teachers.  In  this  provision,  all  objections  on 
the  ground  of  local  peculiarities  are  set  aside,  and  parents  may  with 
confidence,  entrust  the  education  of  their  sons  and  daughters,  to  per- 
sons whose  characters  are  satisfactorily  certified,  and  whom  they  know 
to  be  qualified  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  them. 

Without  a  department  for  the  proper  training  of  its  teachers,  no 
system  of  Public  Instruction  can  fully  perform  the  service  which  is 
demanded  by  the  community,  in  the  advancing  stages  of  its  enlighten- 
ment. This  subject  has  been  well  examined,  and  most  thoroughly 
canvassed,  in  the  necessities  that  have  forced  the  English  government 
to  provide  the  means  of  education  for  the  portion  of  its  population 
that  had  not  the  means  for  such  provision.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
population  of  England,  is,  in  some  way  or  other,  either  entirely  or  in 
part,  dependent  upon  the  government  for  support.  Unless  there  be 
some  arrangement,  by  which  the  dependents  may  be  enabled  to  help 
themselves,  the  burden  of  their  support  must  be  borne  by  the  public 
treasury.  The  government,  must,  therefore,  prepare  the  way  by 
which  they  may  assist  in  obtaining  the  means  of  their  living,  or  suffer 
them  to  eat  out  its  substance.  Out  of  the  physical,  the  moral  im- 
pediment was  developed.  In  the  emergency,  the  propriety, — the  ab- 
solute necessity  of  educating  the  children  of  the  dependent  classes, 
was  clearly  apparent.  The  best  minds  of  England  were  interested  in 
this  important  consideration.  By  them  the  measures  were  introduced  and 
discussed,  that  were  intended  to  relieve  the  government  from  the  double 
pressure  which  both  the  physical  and  moral  necessities  of  its  dependent 
subjects  imposed  upon  it.    In  regard  to  the  propriety  of  having  the  chil- 
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dren  educated,  there  was  hardly  a  question ,  but  there  were  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  providing  the  plan  upon  which  it  might  be  successfully  accom- 
plished. Not  the  least  of  these  difficulties  was  that  of  the  securing  of  com- 
petent instructors.  In  the  actual  experiment  that  was  introduced,  at  great 
expense,  it  was  soon  found  necessary  that  training  schools  for  teachers 
should  be  established.  Without  these,  it  was  utterly  impossible  that 
any  system  could  succeed,  and  it  was  accordingly  ordered  that  these 
training  schools  should  be  established  in  every  part  of  England  and 
Ireland,  where  the  services  of  the  teachers  were  required.  Persons 
trained  in  these  schools  frequently  present  themselves  as  candidates  for 
situations  of  teachers,  to  the  Controllers  of  Public  Instruction  in  this 
country.  A  much  higher  motive  may  move  the  communities  of  our 
country,  in  making  proper  provision  for  the  education  of  their  youth. 
It  is  that  of  preparing  the  subjects  of  their  care,  for  the  exercise  of  their 
rights  and  the  enjoyment  of  their  privileges,  as  the  citizens  of  a  free 
government. 

In  the  states  of  our  Union  that  have  preceded  ours  in  the  establish- 
ment of  systems  of  Public  Education,  experience  has  afforded  un- 
doubted evidence  of  the  necessity  of  the  Normal  School.  As  in  Eng- 
land, their  plans  were  adopted,  and  for  a  time  pursued,  without  this 
element,  upon  which  it  was  ascertained  that  they  were  dependent  for 
success.  The  Normal  School  is  now  the  most  prominent  feature,  in 
the  most  successful  systems  of  Public  Education  pursued  in  our 
country.  In  the  deficiency,  which  the  absence  of  the  Normal  School 
renders  apparent  in  our  own  system,  our  Public  Schools  are  obliged 
to  endure  great  inconvenience.  Without  experience  and  practice  in 
the  art,  as  well  as  in  the  theory,  of  teaching,  it  is  hardly  possible  for 
the  best  educated  and  most  accomplished  man  or  woman,  to  be- 
come a  successful  instructor  of  youth.  The  experience  must  be 
had.  The  practice  must  prepare  the  way  for  proficiency,  and  the  re- 
quisite time  must  be  given  to  the  object,  either  in  the  advance  of  the 
assumption  of  the  duties  of  the  teacher,  or  after  those  duties  have  been 
assumed.  It  is  not  unfrequently  the  case,  that  the  Board,  in  the  se- 
lection of  teachers  for  the  different  schools  under  its  care,  has  choice 
only  among  the  young  and  inexperienced — generally  the  graduates 
and  others  educated  in  our  High  Schools.  In  the  employment  of 
23 
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these  young  persons,  although  well  educated,  and  in  many  instances 
talented  and  highly  accomplished,  there  must  of  necessity,  be  loss  of 
time,  and  consequent  imperfection  of  character  in  the  school.  There 
must  be  loss  of  time  to  the  school,  during  the  period  in  which  the 
young  teacher  may  be  seeking  information  in  experience,  and  prepar- 
ing the  way  for  future  success  in  the  profession.  While  learning  how 
to  teach,  the  experimenter  must  be  making  but  an  imperfect  effort  in 
the  performance  of  duty.  During  the  time  occupied  in  this  way,  and 
it  is  considerable,  in  view  of  the  large  number  thus  employed,  the 
character  of  the  school  cannot  be  as  elevated  as  it  would  be  if  the 
pupils  were  all  the  time  under  the  management  of  thoroughly  trained 
and  efficient  teachers.  It  is  clear  that  this  difficulty  would  be  ob- 
viated, doubtless  entirely  removed  by  the  establishment  of  a  Normal 
School,  in  which  the  necessary  experience  and  qualifications  might  be 
obtained.  That  the  result  would  show  itself,  not  only  in  the  saving 
of  time,  but  also  in  the  consequent  elevation  of  character  in  the  Pri- 
mary and  Grammar  Schools,  there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever. 

Young  teachers  are  constantly  entering  upon  the  actual  labors  of 
their  profession,  without  any  instruction  whatever  in  the  art  and  prac- 
tice of  teaching.  The  consequence  is,  that  from  their  constant  en- 
gagement, in  instructing  the  classes  committed  to  their  hands,  they 
never  have  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  and  learning  many  of  the 
operations  of  the  school  room.  In  this  deprivation,  they  are  prevented 
from  the  acquirement  of  much  knowledge,  and  from  actual  observa- 
tion, in  regard  to  many  features  of  the  art,  which  are  indispensable  to 
the  proficiency  they  desire  to  attain.  The  advantages  thus  lost,  would 
be  of  great  service  to  the  teachers  themselves,  as  well  as  render  them 
more  efficient  in  the  performance  of  the  important  duties  assigned 
them.  It  is  in  consequence  of  this  lack  of  instruction  and  experience, 
that  the  habits  of  the  teacher  relapse  into  a  sort  of  mannerism,  the 
result  of  which  is  the  dull  routine  of  school  duty,  which  is  so  distaste- 
ful and  annoying  to  the  learner,  and  which  operates  greatly  to  impede 
his  progress  in  the  pursuit  of  his  education.  Mannerism  is  one  of  the 
great  faults  of  the  school  room.  It  operates  generally  to  the  deaden- 
ing, never  to  the  enlivening  of  the  interest  of  the  pursuit  of  study, 
which  it  is  indispensable  to  awaken  in  the  mind  of  the  student.     Its 
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appearance  in  the  teacher  is  a  sure  warrant  that  it  will  infect  the 
school.  Its  communication  from  the  one  to  the  other  is  certain,  and 
its  effect  upon  the  class  is  more  potent  than  any  thing"  else  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  teacher,  except  the  rod,  which  it  is  the  unfortunate 
cause  of  bringing  so  frequently  into  use.  Mannerism  shows  itself  in 
the  school  room  in  the  movements  of  both  teacher  and  pupils.  It 
appears  in  the  machine-like  operation  of  study  and  recitation  pursued 
in  the  class :  in  the  repeating  of  the  lessons  by  rote  from  the  book 
without  explanation  ;  in  the  apparent  absence  of  thought — the  sure 
evidence  of  the  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  Add  to 
this  mannerism  the  features  that  are  generally  its  attendants  ;  the  hurry 
with  which  the  lessons  are  hastened  through  ;  the  anxiety"  to  have 
them  done  with  ;  the  watching  of  the  progress  of  time,  as  if  the  hour 
for  dismissal  were  too  long  delayed  ;  the  fidgetting  and  fixing  and  un- 
fixing, by  which  time  is  killed,  and  if  the  school  room  be  a  pleasant 
place  to  the  pupil,  it  is  because  there  are  other  interests  associated  with 
it  than  those  contained  in  the  process  of  study.  It  is  in  consequence 
.of  this  condition  of  the  school,  that  the  advancement  of  the  pupil  is 
hardly  ever  in  proportion  to  the  natural  development  of  his  mental 
powers.  Were  the  pupil  to  be  conducted  through  his  studies  with  a 
rapidity  proportioned  to  his  natural  abilities,*there  can  be  no  doubt  but 
that  at  least  one  half  the  time  occupied  in  the  school  might  be  saved. 
In  order  to  accomplish  this,  it  is  necessary  that  his  interest  should  be 
continually  excited,  and  that  he  should  be  led  on  with  undeviating 
steadiness  in  the  acquirement  of  knowledge.  For  the  performance  of 
this  service,  the  teacher  must  be  thoroughly  prepared  and  labor  with 
unceasing  vigilance . 

It  is  frequently  complained  by  parents,  that  their  children  do  not 
advance  in  their  studies,  under  certain  teachers.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  complaint,  in  most  cases,  is  well  founded.  Nor  may  the 
fault  always  be  discovered  in  the  want  of  faithfulness  in  the  teacher. 
Many  an  unsuccessful  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  discover  and  re- 
move the  cause  of  failure  in  one  or  two  pupils,  which  has  cost  the 
teacher  more  labor  than  was  required  for  the  education  of  all  the  oth- 
er pupils  in  the  class.  The  deficiency  may  be  apparent,  while  the 
cause  may  be  obscured.     The  cause  of  an  impediment  in  the  way  of

the  learner,  is  not  always  a  thing  of  easy  discovery,  even  by  those 
who  are  fully  aware  of  its  effects,  much  less  by  the  teacher,  who  may 
be  so  entirely  absorbed  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  profes- 
sion, that  he  may  have  neither  the  leisure  nor  the  inclination,  to  watch 
the  progress  of  the  yolithfui  subjects  alike  of  his  interest  and  of  his 
care.    Deficiency  in  this  particular,  does  not  always  appear  in  the  lack 
of  a  clear  apprehension  by  the  teacher,  of  the  subjects  he  is  engaged 
in  teaching,  nor  in  the  want  of  sufficient  application  to  enforce  them. 
The  secret  is  disclosed  in  the  effect  of  the  mannerism  to  which  allu- 
sion has  been  made.     The  mechanical  performance  of  school  duty 
which  it  induces,  operates  alike  upon  all  the  pupils  as  though  the 
school  were  composed  of  mental  machines,  all  of  which  it  was  neces- 
sary should  be  moved  upon  precisely  in  the  same  manner.     In  such 
a  process,  it  is  no  matter  of  surprise  that  some  of  the  pupils  are  not 
urged  with  sufficient  force,  or  that  in  the  regular  pursuit  of  study  and 
recitation,  they  should  fall  below  the  standard.     When  once  the  pu- 
pil comes  to  a  halt,  in  his  studies,  and  is  left  behind  by  his  class,  there 
is  a  constitutional  impediment  iivhis  way, — an  obstacle  which  he  can- 
not of  himself,  surmount,  and  which  often  requires  much  sagacity  on 
the  part  of  the  teacher,  to  remove.     Should  he  not  possess  that  sa- 
gacity, his  pupil  must  eitrfer  remain  stationary  in  his  position,  or  move 
so  slowly,  that  his  progress  is  imperceptible. 

The  evil  thus  presented,  is  greatly  aggravated  in  the  consideration 
that  in  the  general,  the  pupils  of  the  schools  only  require  proper  as- 
sistance in  the  development  of  their  mental  faculties.  Those  facul- 
ties will  be  matured  without  any  school  instruction.  The  use  of  the 
school  is  to  develop  them  in  the  full  force  of  their  ability,  and  with 
the  knowledge  that  may  be  attained  in  the  process,  in  matters  of  sci- 
ence, history,  &c.  This  knowledge  must  be  acquired  by  study.  In 
the  acquisition,  the  mind  is  expanded  and  stored  with  treasures  which 
it  may  use  and  enjoy  to  an  indefinite  extent.  From  the  development 
of  the  mental  faculties  in  ignorance,  arises  perhaps,  the  worst  condi- 
tion of  humanity.  It  is  that  in  which  the  mind  matures  and  strength- 
ens, without  the  information  which  is  necessary  to  regulate  its  move- 
ments and  to  control  its  impulses.    The  subject  of  such  maturity,  may  ' 
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be  compared  to  the  giant  wielding  his  powers  in  darkness,  and  in  the 
unconsciousness  of  their  effect,  whether  it  be  for  good  or  for  evil. 

From  these  considerations,  which  are  hardly  sufficient  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  argument  they  suggest,  but  which  it  is  unnecessary 
to  extend  in  a  mere  report,  the  necessity  is  apparent  of  the  knowledge 
of  teaching  as  a  science,  by  those  who  intend  to  pursue  the  profession. 
An  effort,  which  is  merely,  mechanical,  to  impart  instruction  from 
books,  will  not  answer  the  purpose.  The  teacher  must  himself  be 
taught.  He  must  be  instructed  in  the  manner  in  which  he  is  to  mi- 
part  instruction  to  others.  His  own  personal  success  presents  but  one 
feature  of  the  necessity.  Another  feature,  not  less  important  and 
quite  as  interesting,  is  exhibited  in  the  credit  of  his  school,  and  the 
success  of  his  pupils  in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  maturity  of 
intellect,  preparatory  to  their  introduction  to  the  stern  duties  of  respon- 
sible life.  In  view  of  this  double  relation  which  he  holds  to  his  school 
and  to  society,  and  of  his  accountability  to  both,  if  there  be  proper 
ambition  in  the  aspirant  to  the  avocation  of  the  teacher,  and  corres- 
ponding industry  in  preparing  for  its  pursuit,  he  may  not  only  arrive 
at  a  high  point  of  eminence  in  his  profession,  but  he  may  render  him- 
self one  of  the  most  useful  among  the  philanthropists  of  his  age. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  establishment  of  a  Normal 
School,  the  Board  some  two  or  three  years  ago  introduced  the  form  of 
Normal  teaching,  by  the  establishment  of  two  Saturday  classes.     One 
in  connexion  with  the  Eastern,  the  other  with  the  Western  Female 
High  School.      The  members  of  these  classes  are  the  graduates  and 
advanced  pupils  of  the  High  Schools,  with  such  other  pupils  of  the 
Public  Schools  as  may  desire  admission,  and  are  admitted  by  the 
Board   to  the  privileges  of  the  classes.     The  course  of  instruction 
pursued  in  those  classes,  includes  the  art  of  teaching,  and  the  opportu- 
nity of  practice  is  afforded  the  students,  in  their  being  required  to  con- 
duct the  lessons  in  the  presence  of  the  teachers.      The  success  of 
these  classes  can  never  be  satisfactory  while  the  interval  between  their 
meetings  is  so  long.     To  preserve  the  interest  of  the  studies,  they 
ought  to  be  engaged  in  every  day,  or  at  least  three  times  a  week.     In- 
difference and  carelessness  often  result  in  lessons  so  long  delayed,  and 
much  of  the  time  employed  in  the  pursuit,  is  therefore  unavailable. 
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Our  system  of  Public  Instruction  would  exhibit  at  least  an  approxi- 
mation to  completeness,  in  the  establishment  of  a  Normal  School. 
The  three  High  Schools  in  collecting  a  good  proportion  of  the  talent 
of  the  entire  system,  now  presents  a  beautiful  feature  of  Public  In- 
struction. The  further  development  of  that  talent,  in  those  that 
desire  to  pursue  the  profession  of  the  teacher,  in  the  Normal  School, 
would  present  additional  attraction  and.  render  the  system  far  more 
valuable,  because  far  more  useful.  In  this  advance  in  the  develop- 
ment and  maturing  of  the  capabilities  of  the  students,  their  opportuni- 
ties for  usefulness  would  be  greatly  increased,  and  the  system  itself 
would  be  honored  in  the  improvement.  The  graduates  and  advanced 
pupils  of  the  High  Schools,  who  may  choose  the  profession  of  the 
teacher,  and  there  is  no  pursuit  they  can  select  that  is  more  honorable, 
in  the  advantages  they  may  secure  in  a  well  conducted  Normal  School, 
may  be  prepared  for  an  immediate  entrance  upon  duty,  and  become 
at  once  far  more  efficient  in  its  discharge,  than  could  possibly  be  the 
case  were  not  those  advantages  secured  to  them. 

The  effect  of  such  an  arrangement  must  be  sensibly  felt  upon  the 
schools  of  our  system.  It  will  tend  to  the  elevation  of  the  character 
of  those  schools,  by  advancing  the  course  of  study  pursued  in  them. 
The  improvement  thus  effected  in  the  intellectual  character  of  the 
studies,  will  render  them  much  more  interesting,  both  to  the  instructor 
and  the  pupil,  and  the  result  must  be  beneficial  to  both  ;  to  the 
teacher,  in  his  attaining  a  higher  position  in  his  profession  and  rejoic- 
ing in  his  increasing  usefulness  ;  to  the  pupil,  in  his  acquiring  the 
scholastic  knowledge  and  maturity  of  intellect,  which  prepares  him 
for  intercourse  with  the  most  enlightened  men  of  his  day,  and  for  the 
higher  pursuits  of  intellectual  life.  In  such  a  consumniation  the  ele- 
vation of  the  art  of  teaching  as  a  profession,  must  ensue.  Such  has 
been  the  case  wherever  Normal  Schools  have  been  established.  That 
the  result  will  be  the  same  with  ours,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  To  no 
one  thing,  perhaps,  do  the  Public  Schools  in  some  portions  of  our 
country;  owe  their  advancement  in  usefulness  and  elevation  of  char- 
acter so  much  as  they  do  to  the  Normal  School. 

Hitherto  we  have  failed  to  consider  the  subject  to  the  extent  that  its 
importance  demands.     The  pressure  of  its  necessity  is  greater  now 
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than  it  has  ever  be*en,  and  it  is  most  ardently  hoped  that  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Board  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  and  such  aid 
afforded  in  the  premises  as  will  result  in  the  establishment  and  liberal 
support  of  a  Normal  School,  and  that  through  its  agency  the  full  meas- 
ure of  the  influence  and  effect  of  our  system  of  Public  Instruction, 
may  be  seen  and  felt  in  the  progressive  enlightenment  of  the  age. 

'  IDIOCY. 

The  subject  of  idiocy  was  introduced  to  the  notice  of  the  Board  by 
a  review  of  the  census,  in  connexion  with  the  fact  that  a  school  had 
been  established  in  one  of  the  Northern  States  for  the  restoration  and 
improvement  of  persons  laboring  under  this  affliction.  From  the  last 
census  it  is  ascertained  that  there  are  three  hundred  and  ninety-three 
persons  in  Maryland  who  are  idiots.  Of  these,  two  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  are  white  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  colored.  Of 
the  white  persons  so  afflicted,  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  are  males 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-one,  females.  Seventy-six  of  these 
idiots  are  residents  of  Baltimore  city.  The  experiment  has  been  suc- 
cessfully tried  of  improving  the  idiot,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  use 
his  mental  faculties  and  introduced  into  society.  The  subject  is  one 
of  considerable  interest,  and  having  been  brought  before  the  Board, 
was  referred  to  a  committee  for  examination.  The  committee  per- 
sented  a  report  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Board,  but  re- 
commended no  plan  of  action.  It  is  here  alluded  to  as  part  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board,  and  more  with  the  view  of  extending  the  interest 
felt  in  relation  to  that  afflicted  class  of  our  fellow  beings,  than  of  sug- 
gesting to  the  Council  any  mode  of  action  in  the  premises.  Any  thing 
that  tends  to  ameliorate  the  calamities  that  are  incident  to  humanity 
is  worthy  of  our  consideration,  and  if  measures  of  relief  can  be  afforded, 
it  is  becoming  that  they  should  be  introduced.  That  grievous  error 
has  prevailed  among  physiologists  and  the  community  generally  upon 
this  subject,  is  apparent  in  the  indifference  exhibited  towards  the  class 
in  question,  and  the"  absence  of  institutions  for  their  relief  and  re- 
covery. It  has  been  but  a  few  months  since  one  of  the  officers  of  this 
Board,  saw  and  conversed  with  a  young  man  in  the  Blind  Asylum  at 
Boston,  who  was  a  confirmed  and  supposed  to  be  an  incurable  idiot. 
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His  condition  was  deplored  by  all  who  became  acquainted  with  it, 
especially  in  consequence  of  his  fine  personal  appearance  and  a  larg< 
fortune  of  which  he  wa*s  the  heir.  Sympathy  at  length  suggested  an 
effort  for  his  relief.  At  the  age  of  twenty-five  an  effort  was  made, 
and  the  promiseof  success  was  soon  apparent.  When  seen  in  May 
last  he  was  able  to  converse,  and  his  attendants  arid  teachers  declared 
that  the  most  astonishing  change  had  been  effected  in  his  condition. 
He  was  then  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  his  education,  and  recited  a 
geography  lesson  and  received  instruction  in  relation  to  it  as  the  same 
might  have  been  expected  from  a  child  of  eight  or  nine  years  of  age. 
The  opinion  that  he  would  be  entirely  recovered  and  enabled  to  use 
his  mental  powers,  was  confidently  entertained  by  the  persons  having 
him  in  charge.  If  the  slightest  encouragement  for  effort  in  the  relief 
of  any  number,  or  of  a  single  individual  of  this  suffering  class,  be 
afforded  by  this  reference  to  the  subject,  its  object  will  be  accomplished.

A  FLOATING  SCHOOL. 

A  communication  was  received  by  this  Board  from  the  Committee  of 
Commerce,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  of  this  city,  upon  th 
subject  of  a  Floating  School,  for  the  education  of  boys  who  are  prepar 
ing  themselves  for  the  occupation  of  the  sailor.  The  subject  was  in- 
troduced to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  means  of  reports  and  notices  of  the 
Floating  Schools  of  Europe,  which  have  rendered  efficient  and  valu- 
able service,  in  providing  the  means  of  instruction  for  a  long  neglected 
and  needy  class  of  the  community.  From  these  reports  it  was  appa- 
rent, that  the  characters  of  the  subjects  of  their  concern,  were  greatly 
improved,  and  their  opportunities  for  usefulness  measurably  in- 
creased. The  communication  of  the  Committee  of  Commerce,  desired 
the  co-operation  of  this  Board  in  the  consideration  of  a  plan,  upon 
which  the  philanthropic  purpose  of  the  Board  of  Trade  might  be  car- 
ried into  effect.  In  compliance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee 
of  Commerce,  a  special  Committee  was  appointed  by  this  Board,  to 
which  the  matter  was  submitted.  After  a  conference  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Commerce,  a  report  was  presented  to  this  Board  expressive 
of  the  importance  and  necessity  of  the  proposed  school,  and  recom- 
mending such  action  in  connexion  with  the  Board  of  Trade,  as  might 
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assist  in  maturing  the  plan  upon  which  the  school  should  be  estab- 
lished and  conducted.  In  this  recommendation,  the  Board  was  not 
desired  to  commit  itself  to  any  measure  that  would  involve  an  official 
association  with  any  other  body,  nor  the  expenditure  of  any  portion  of 
the  public  funds.  As  the  conference  proposed  was  one  of  expediency 
and  propriety  alone,  and  involving  no  responsibility  whatever,  it  was 
within  the  legitimate  province  of  the  Board  to  consider  it,  and  to  co- 
operate in  the  preparation  of  the  plan,  by  which  the  commendable 
purpose  of  the  Board  of  Trade  might  be  carried  into  execution.  Such 
is  the  position  occupied  by  the  Board  and  its  Committee  in  relation  to 
the  subject  at  the  present  time,  and  while  it  will  be  ever  ready  to  co- 
operate with  any  kindred  body,  in  the  investigation  of  proposed  meas- 
ures for  the  extension  of  the  benefits  and  blessings  of  education,  and 
in  the  preparation  of  plans  by  which  the  same  may  be  rendered 
available  to  the  community,  it  is  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  must 
await  the  direction  of  your  honorable  body,  in  all  matters  that  involve 
its  official  action,  and  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  committed  to  its 
control.  Should  the  Council  deem  the  subject  of  sufficient  importance 
to  claim  its  attention,  and  direct  any  course  of  action  in  relation  to  the 
same,  it  will  meet  with  a  cheerful  compliance  on  the  part  of  this 
Board,  and  be  -carried  into  effect  to  the  extent  of  its  authority  and 
ability. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  Council  is  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  tne  Board  for  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
year,  and  the  estimate  of  the  amounts  required  for  the  payment  of. 
present  indebtedness,  the  erection  and  repair  of  buildings,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  Public  Schools  for  the  year  ensuing. 

The  Board  most  heartily  congratulates  the  Council  upon  the  par- 
tial consummation  of  its  purpose,  long  and  anxiously  desired,  in  the 
payment  of  nearly  all  the  loans  of  past  years.  With  the  exception  of 
$5,000  due  to  George  Richstein,  Esq.,  the  loan  effected  for  the 
building  of  Primary  •  Schools  Nos.  1  and  2;  the  $3,000  due  to  the 
Citizens'  Bank  for  the  loan  of  that  amount  for  the  building  of  the 
house  for  the  accommodation  of  Male  Primary  No.  4  and  Female 
24 
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Primary  No.  14,  and  §1,000  transferred  from  the  old  loan,  whicn 
has  been  standing  so  many  years,  to  that  authorized  by  the  Council 
in  July  last.  Of  these  loans  there  remains  but  §9,000,  and  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  but  $4,000  of  that  will  be  required  this  year.  It  is  likely 
that  the  $5,000  due  to  Mr.  Richstein  will  not  be  demanded. 

As  usual,  the  Board  has  to  record  a  large  difference  between  the 
amount  estimated  by  the  Treasurer,  to  be  provided  for  by  the  City 
Council,  and  that  actually  received  by  him.  The  balance  in  the  esti- 
mate of  the  year's  expenditures  to  be  provided  by  the  City  Council 
is $128,272  79

That  embarrassment  must  be  produced  by  these  deficiencies  is 
plainly  enough  to  be  seen.  A  partial  relief  was  afforded  in  1853  by 
the  loan  of  $12,000  which  was  authorized  by  the  City  Council.  The 
amount  of  this  loan  is  included  in  the  receipts  of  that  year^  and  made 
no  addition  to  the  estimate,  as  it  was  merely  required  in  advance  of 
the  collections.  An  application  was  made  to  the  Council  in  May  last 
for  an  advance  of  $10,000,  the  borrowing  of  which  was  authorized  by 
the  Council  in  resolution  No.  126,  approved  July  8,  1854.     In  the 
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embarrassed  condition  of  the  money  market,  which  has  existed  since 
that  time,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  the  amount  at  6  per  cent.  The 
result  has  been  that  the  payment  of  claims  of  the  most  pressing  nature 
has  been  deferred,  and  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  greatly  increased. 
Authority  to  effect  the  loan  was  given  by  the  resolution  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools, 
instead  of  the  City  Register.  The  failure  to  obtain  the  money  was 
occasioned  by  the  form  of  the  resolution.  The  amount  is  known  to 
have  been  offered  to  the  Register,  who  had  no  authority  to  receive  it, 
when  the  proposition  of  the  Board  for  the  loan  was  immediately  after- 
wards declined.  This  is  but  another  argument  in  favor  of  the  sug- 
gestion, respectfully  submitted  in  a  former  report,  that  of  1S51,  and 
which  has  been  referred  to  under  the  pressure  of  embarrassment  in 
every  report  that  has  since  been  issued.  The  suggestion  was,  that 
the  Register  of  the  city  was  the  proper  financial  officer  of  the  corpora- 
tion, by  whom  all  loans  for  its  various  departments,  should  be  secured. 
The  difficulties  under  which  the  Board  has  labored  since  May  last, 
induces  a  repetition  of  the  remarks  presented  in  the  report  of  1851. 
"  By  the  resolutions  of  the  Council,  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  are  authorized  to  effect  loans  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings, 
&c.  Other  departments  of  the  City  Government  are  similarly  au- 
thorized to  procure  the  money  necessary  to  their  support.  The  con- 
sequence is,  that  from  several  sources  the  City  Government  appears 
before  the  public  as  a  borrower  in  several  inconsiderable  amounts.  A 
competition  is  thus  created,  in  which  the  various  departments  of  the 
corporation  unknowingly  bid  against  each  other  for  the  amounts  they 
respectively  require.  Among  the  capitalists  to  whom  the  several  ap- 
plications are  made,  the  credit  of  the  city  must  be  reduced,  which  is 
not  the  least  important  consideration  connected  with  this  subject. 
The  Board  would  respectfully  suggest,  as  a  much  better  and  more 
dignified  method  for  obtaining  the  loans  necessary  for  the  different  de- 
partments of  the  City  Government,  that  the  authority  to  negotiate,  in 
all  cases,  be  vested  in  a  single  office,  and  that  from  that  office  the 
several  amounts  be  delivered  to  the  proper  agents  for  disbursing  the 
same.  Prudence  directs  that  from  the  office  of  the  City  Register  all 
applications  for  loans  should  be  given  out,  as  from  that  office  all  the 
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funds  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  several  departments  of  the  cor- 
poration must  eventually  be  received.  Should  this  be  the  case,  as  is 
most  desirable  with  the  Public  Schools,  one  great  cause  for  complaint 
in  relation  to  the  finances  would  be  at  least  partially  removed." 


BENEFITS  OF   PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

From  the  foregoing  record  of  the  condition  and  operations  of  the 
Public  Schools,  it  must  be  apparent  that  the  system  upon  which  they 
are  based,  is  at  once  important  in  its  character  and  extensive  in  the 
range  of  its  action.  To  conduct  it  properly,  requires  an  enlarged  ex- 
perience, great  labor  and  considerable  means.  In  view  of  these  cir- 
cumstances, a  question  naturally  arises.  Are  the  benefits  produced 
through  the  agency  of  our  system  of  Public  Schools,  equal  to  the  labor 
and  expense,  required  in  their  management  and  support?  The  inquiry 
involves  two  several  considerations.  The  one  is  of  a  pecuniary,  the 
other  of  a  moral  nature.  The  first  relates  to  the  expense,  the  second 
to  the  advantage,  and  both  must  be  fully  met,  before. the  inquiry  can 
be  successfully  and  satisfactorily  sustained. 

In  a  pecuniary  view,  and  as  a  matter  that  may  be  regarded  in  a  busi- 
ness light,  the  education  of  nearly  ten  thousand  children  is  a  thing  of 
no  small  consequence  ;  and  that  so  large  a  number  should  receive  a 
year's  instruction,  at  a  ccst  not  exceeding  seventy-four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  (74,500  00,)  is  a  result,  upon  the  accomplishment  of 
which,  the  most  rigid  economist  might  congratulate  himself.  This 
estimate  is  made  with  the  interest  included  on  the  Ifcnount  of  public 
property  required  for  the  use  of  the  schools.  .  It  reduces  the  expense 
per  pupil,  for  a  year's  attendance  at  school,  to  less  than  eight  dollars, 
including  the  amount  required  for  books  and  stationery.  How  the 
cost  could  be  reduced  to  a  still  lower  rate,  is  hardly  to  be  conceived. 
From  this,  it  appears  that  the  cost  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  is  not  greater  than  the  magnitude  of  the  system  upon  which 
it  is  based,  and  the  extent  of  its  operation. 

The  second  consideration  in  this  inquiry, — the  moral  effect  of  the 
system, — is  even  of  more  importance  than  the  first.  The  moral  char- 
acter of  a  community  is  worth  securing  at  any  price.  Its  cost  can 
never  exceed  its  value.     It  is  hardly  to  be  estimated  by  dollars  and 
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cents.  It  involves  the  opportunity  of  advancement  in  life,  which  edu- 
cation produces,  and  the  elevation  of  human  character.  It  is  to  be 
regarded  on  account  of  the  evil  it  prevents,  in  the  revealment  of  its 
degradation,  and  the  exposure  of  the  shame  to  which  it  leads;  and  the 
virtuous  action  it  encourages  in  the  exhibition  of  its  beauty,  and  in 
the  ability  it  affords  of  appreciating  its  excellence.  While  ignorance 
may  be  satisfied  in  the  low  and  grovelling  condition,  in  which  it  often 
labors  without  incentive,  and  suffers  in  hopeless  wretchedness,  it  is 
enlightenment  that  lifts  the  head  of  its  possessor,  and  bids  him  look 
upwards  and  pursue,  in  the  hope  of  high  rewards,  the  path  to  wealth 
and  fame  which  it  reveals.  It  is  true  that  the  enlightened  are  some- 
times vicious,  but  the  vicious  character  is  not. the  result,  nor  even  the 
accompaniment  of  their  enlightenment.  Nor  is  the  proportion  of 
evil  associated  with  intelligence,  at  all  to  be  compared  with  that 
which  envelopes  ignorance,  in  its  gloomy  mantle  of  pollution. 
Enlightenment  is  generally  the  attendant  of  moral  worth,  or  rather  its 
forerunner,  and  the  moral  virtues  have  better  opportunity  of  reveal- 
ment in  the  accomplishments  of  education,  than  they  can* possibly 
possess  among  the  unlearned  and  the  illiterate.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  in  society,  the  traits  of  character  which  enlightened  moral  worth 
produces,  appear  as  its  brightest  ornaments — its  most  valued  jewels. 
And  while  these  may  be  despised  by  the  uncultivated  mind,  the  in- 
telligent will  admire  them,  and  endeavor  to  possess  them.  In  the 
pride  of  character,  which,  intellect  inspires,  the  person  that  is  influ- 
enced by  it  may  not  only  resolve  to  excel,  but  actually  succeed  in 
winning  and  wearing  those  ornaments  and  jewels,  and  exhibit  them 
in  their  companionships,  as  the  evidences  of  ennobling  pursuit. 

In  this  view,  the  moral  worth  of  a  well  ordered  system  of  Public 
Instruction,  is  above  all  price.  Properly  conducted  in  the  midst  of  a 
community,  its  blessings  will  be  shed,  like  the  dews  of  heaven,  upon 
the  rich  and  the  poor,  and  they  all  will  be  enriched  in  the  possession. 
Sustain  it,  and  the  virtuous  character  will  be  predominant.  Break  it 
down,  and  one  of  the  strongest  barriers  of  virtue — next  to  religion  the 
most  potent  in  the  prevention  of  evil— will  be  withdrawn,  and  vice 
and  immorality  overrun  the  community. 

In  the  self-evident  character  of  this  argument,  it  is  a  matter  of  sur- 
prise, that  the  legislation  of  our  land,  should  look  more  to  the  punish- 
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ment  of  vice  than  to  the  encouragement  of  virtue.  The  laws  of  the 
land  would  rather  punish  the  criminal  than  prevent  his  crime.  It  is 
clear  that  the  force  of  legislation,  in  this  particular,  is  at  the  wrong 
end.  It  brings  up  the  rear  by  incarcerating  the  victim  in  the  prison, 
rather  than  assume  the  lead  by  instructing  him  in  the  Public  School. 
Were  not  this  the  case  in  Maryland,  the  state  would  now  be 
flourishing  under  a  judicious  system  of  Public  Instruction,  and 
in  the  wisdom  and  morality  which  would  be  extended  by  the 
school,  the  prison  would  be  deprived  of  multitudes  of  its  inmates. 
And  as  with  the  legislation,  so\with  public  opinion.  The  prison 
must,  the  school  may  be  supported.  Let  the  reverse  of  this  senti- 
ment be  reduced  to  practice,  and  public  opinion  will  reverse  its 
decision.  Let  the  sentiment  prevail  that  the  school  must  be  sus- 
tained— that  its  influence  must  be  spread,  and  in  the  enlightenment 
that  will  follow,  if  the  prison  may  not  be  dispensed  with,  it  will  not 
require  so  much  to  support  it.  Doubtless  to  a  very  great  extent  would 
this  be  the  case,  if  the  operation  of  our  laws  were  confined  to  the 
subjects  pi  Public  School  instruction,  or  to  the  parties  educated  in  any 
of  the  schools.  But  unfortunately  for  the  community,  the  disturbers 
of  its  peace  are  not  the  grown  up  subjects  of  its  public  and  private 
schools.  They  become  members  of  the  community  after  having 
grown  up  amid  the  vices  of  other  places,  and  unaccustomed  to  the  re- 
straints of  morality  which  our  system  of  instruction  would  throw 
around  them. 

Not  only  the  existence,  but  the  nature  of  the  evil  is  necessary  to 
be  known,  before  the  remedy  can  be  applied  to  it.  The  evil  in  the 
present  case  is  apparent,  but  the  study  of  its  nature  seems  to  be  a  pur- 
suit of  too  unpleasant  a  character  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  poli- 
tical economists  of  the  day.  The  jurisprudence  of  the  court  has 
more  attractions  than  that  of  the  school  house,  and  talent  tells  its  tale 
to  more  purpose  in  convicting  or  attempting  to  clear  the  felon,  than  it 
does  in  giving  instruction  in  literature  and  morality  to  the  rising 
youth  of  the  age.  The  brilliant  career  of  the  gifted  lawyer  is  a 
proud  theme  for  the  meditation  of  the  young  aspirant  after  fame. 
He  can  think  of  it  with  pleasing  satisfaction,  and  labor  in  his  excited 
dream  to  realize  the  force  of  his  fevered  aspirations.     But,  unfortu- 
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nately  for  the  reflections  of  the  school  room,  they  have  no  such  attrac- 
tions. Since  the  improvements  of  modern  times  have  made  the 
employment  of  the  teacher  a  dull  recitative,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the 
ambition  of  youthful  talent  should  look  above  its  vapid  engagement. 
Time  was  when  a  Plato  could  make  the  walls  of  a  school  room 
ring  with  the  eloquence  that  thrilled,  while  it  instructed  his  disciples. 
And  there  were  attractions  in  that  school  room,  because  Plato  was 
there,  that  directed  the  thoughts  of  the  youth  of  his  age  to  the  enjoy- 
ments and  blessings  that  become  the  property  of  the  enlightened 
mind.  Until  the  teacher  has  again  his  place,  and  teaching  the 
character  it  has  lost,  neither  the  mental  nor  the  moral  force  of  the 
school  room  will  be  able  to  measure  distances  with  the  senate  or  the 
forum.  It  were  well  that  we  should  become  informed  upon  the 
points  here  suggested,  and  that  being  fully  aware  of  the  evil,  the 
remedy  should  be  judiciously  and  vigorously  applied.  Let  then 
our  system  of  Public  School  instruction  be  made  an  antidote  for 
crime,  which  can  and  may  be  done,  and  our  schools  shall  become 
.the  proudest  monuments  of  the  Monumental  City. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  the  Board  has  now  presented 
you  with  another  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  of  the  condition,  opera- 
tion and  influence  of  the  schools  under  its  care.  From  the  record  you 
perceive  that  considerable  labor  has  been  expended,  and  considerable 
advancement  made  in  the  cause  of  common  school  instruction.  But 
there  is  much  yet  to  be  accomplished.  The  field  is  extensive — the 
laborers  must  not  be  few  nor  inactive.  In  its  culture,. your  co-opera- 
tion must  be  included.  In  your  hands  is  placed  the  power  by  the 
suffrages  of  the  people,  and  the  Board  is  your  agent  and  the  people's 
in  the  management  of  this  gre^t  cause.  It  is  earnestly. hoped  and  ex- 
pected that  you  will  unite  with  the  Board  in  a  continued  and  vigorous 
effort  to  sustain  and  improve  our  system,  and  to  extend  still  further 
its  benefits  and  blessings  among  the  community.  It  is  no  longer  an 
axiom,  that  the  citizen  of  a  free  government  ought  to  be  enlightened ; 
I  but  it  is  a  fixed  and  immutable  fact,  that  he  must  be  educated. 
In  the  hands  of  enlightenment,  our  republic  flourishes.  In  the  hands 
of  ignorance,  it  fails.  With  the  legislators  of  the  land  is  left  the  issue. 
They  are  chosen  by  the  people  for  the  management  of  their  interests, 
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and  for  the  security  of  their  institutions.  Let  them  be  enlightened 
and  liberal  men,  and  the  great  trust  committed  to  their  hand  is  safe. 
Without  doubt,  the  character  and  continuance  of  our  free  government 
depends  upon  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  the  people,  and  the  mass 
of  the  people  must  be  educated  in  the  Public  Schools.  In  them  the 
process  of  training  is  now  going  on  among  the  future  legislators  and 
rulers  of  the  land.  In  their  wisdom  and  virtuous  principles  lies  the 
future  destiny  of  our  country.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance  then, 
that  they  should  be  well  instructed  and  well  impressed  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  morality  and  virtue.  To  the  Council  and  the  Board  jointly, 
is  committed  a  portion  of  the  fearful  trust.  It  is  worthy  of  our  study 
and  our  exertions,  that  it  should  be  well  and  carefully  managed,  and 
that  it  should  be  delivered  to  posterity  all  the  better  for  the  prudence 
we  may  exercise  in  its  control,  and  for  the  labors  that  we  may  bestow 
upon  it.

PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL^ 


Central  High  School, 

Baltimore,  December  30,  1854. 

To  Nathan  C.  Brooks,  Wm.  George  Baker,  Micluael  Toner,  Wm. 
M.  Starr,  Thomas  M.  Abbett,  James  H.  Cox  and  John  H.  T. 
Jerome,  Esqs.,  Committee  of  High  School : 

Gentlemen: 


.1  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following-  Report  of  the  Central  High 
School,  for  the  year  ending  December  22d,  1854.  The  year  embraced 
in  this  Report  is  the  sixteenth  in' the  history  of  the  Institution,  and  the 
first  under  my  scholastic  administration.  The  High  School,  in  virtue 
of  its  organization,  is  so  intimately  connected  with  the  whole  system 
of  Public  School  education,  that  to  a  proper  understanding  of  it  some 
|  explanation  of  its  character  and  history  should  be  given*  Persons 
unacquainted  with  the  system  of  Public  School  education,  naturally 
look  to  the  operations  of  the  High  School  with  a  special  degree  of  in- 
terest. Without,  however,  including  in  our  Report  its  past  history, 
we  will  give  an  explanation  of  the  principles  involved  in  its  organiz- 
ation, and  methods  pursued  in  its  administration. 
25 
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We  commence  with  the  examinations  for  admission  into  the  High 
School.  To  this  we  attach  great  importance,  and  well  may  we  so 
do.  To  get  the  education  such  as  is  imparted  here,  cannot  be  se- 
cured at  any  private  school  for  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  per 
year.  Indeed,  there  are  many  things  taught  in  the  High  School 
which  cannot  be  had  at  any  cost.  When  the  advantages  of  this  insti- 
tution are  so  paramount  to  any  other  institution  in  the  city,  it  cer- 
tainly becomes  a  privilege  to  be  a  pupil  of  this  school,  where  an  edu- 
cation of  the  best  character  can  be  secured  at  a  nominal  expense.  In 
the  examination  for  admission,  there  is,  there  can  be,  no  partiality: 
all  applicants  are  upon  a  common  basis. .  The  announcement  is 
made,  that  the  examination  for  admission  into  the  High  School  will 
take  place  at  a  specified  time.  The  Grammar  Schools,  which,  in  the 
wise  administration  of  your  honorable  body,  have  advanced  to  such  a 
degree  of  maturity,  have  special  notice  communicated  to  them  of  such 
examination.  Should  they  have  candidates  for  admission,  they  are 
presented.  At  the  time  specified,  the  examination  commences,  under 
the  inspection  of  the  committee  of  the  Board  on  examination,  attended 
by  the  faculty  of  Professors  and  Teachers  of  the  school1?  It  is  not  sur- 
prising that  there  is  much  anxiety  evinced  on  the  part  of  the  pupil, 
the  parent  and  the  teacher,  respecting  the  result  of  the  examination. 
Inasmuch  as  the  number  of  applicants  are  so  numerous,  we  of  course 
do  not  receive  all,  but  fix  our  standard  the  higher.  These  applicants 
are  not  from  one  portion  of  the  city,  but  are  distributed  in  the  ratio  of 
the  population.  In  addition  to  the  advantages  of  the  High  School 
intrinsically,  as  an  institution  for  imparting  a  liberaFand  substantial 
education  to  the  promising  youth  of  our  city,  it  exerts  an  influence 
far  wider  and  more  valuable  than  this.  Its  influence  pervades  every 
school  in  the  city,  whether  Primary  or  Grammar.  It  is  held  out,  and 
acts  as  a  stimulus  to  the  children  in  their  respective  schools  ;  their  ex- 
ertions are  increased,  having  held  before  them  the  privileges  of  a 
course  in  the  High  School.  Again,  it  does  not  only  effect  those  who 
are  actually  received  into  the  High  School,  but  also  those  who  leave 
the  schools  before  entering.  They  are  actuated  by  the  same  motive. 
The  spirit  of  emulation  is  excited,  to  excel  among  the  vast  multi- 
tude of  children  in  the  whole  of  the  Public  Schools.  The  teachers, 
as  well  as  the  children,  feel  its  condign  influence.  For  them  to  send 
up  for  examination  a  class  of  boys,  and  have  but  a  small  number  to 
pass,  reflects  upon  their  zeal  and  success  as  teachers.  They  therefore 
bend  their  efforts  upon  their  children  in  their  respective  schools.  The 
vigilance  and  rigidity  with  which  the  examination  is  conducted,  is  in 
proportionate  the  importance  attached  to  it.  That  every  boy  may 
present  his  own  work,  and  have  no  assistance,  the  candidates  are 
dispersed  throughout  the  room,  during  the  process  of  examination. 
By  the  amount  of  work  done  by  each  boy,  it  is  determined  whether 
or  not  he  shall  be  admitted.  If  his  work  comes  to  the  standard, 
he  is  admitted;  if  not,   he    is    rejected.      The    number    of    boys 
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admitted  into  the  High  School  at  their  examination  in  August  last, 
was  one  hundred  and  thirteen.  Twenty-seven  applicants  were 
rejected. 

The  particulars  as  to  the  manner  of  conducting  the  examination, 
we  will  pass  over;  suffice  it  to  say,  that  there  is  no  partiality. 

The  Second  matter  of  importance  is  the  Discipline.  This  is  vested 
n  the  hands  of  the  Principal  by  the  Committee.  Most  cases  of  di|ci- 
pline  are  referred  to  the  Principal.  This  is  one  of  the  most  favorable 
features  in  our  mode  of  discipline.  Each  Professor  or  Teacher  has 
the  government  and  discipline  of  the  class  in  his  own  room.  Many 
cases  of  delinquency  even  there,  are  referred  to  the  Principal,  inasmuch 
as  a  teacher,  unless  he  knows  the  individual  circumstances  of  a  boy, 
will  have  a  one-sided  view.  For  him  to  know  the  true  state  of  the 
case  of  delinquent  b6ys,  he  must  pass  from  one  room  to  another,  and 
ascertain  whether  or  not,  there  be  a  concurrence  of  testimony  against 
the  boy.  This,  of  course,  would  break  in  upon  the  time  allotted  for 
recitations  by  the  teachers,  and  as  a  matter  of  course,  would  leave  the 
classes  in  a  measure  disorganized.  To  obviate  this,  the  Committee 
have  reserved  several  periods  in  each  day,  for  the  Principal  to  devote 
to  the  administration  of  discipline  and  order  in  the  school,  and  enforce 
it  upon  those  boys  who  are  specially  delinquent. 

.  To  discipline  two  hundred  and  thirty  boys  is  an  arduous  task,  and 
the  man  that  is  adequate  to  it,  must  be  endowed  with  peculiar 
capacities  for  this  work.  There  are  rules,  which  if  broken  by  any 
boy,  the  violator  will  be  called  to  an  account.  For  securing  order, 
these  rules  are  very  specific  in  their  nature,  so  that  no  boy  can  plead 
innocent.  He  is  required  to  read  and  know  the  rules,  knowing  them 
he  is  expected  to  govern  himself  by  them.  The  self  control  exercised 
by  a  boy,  must  not  be  merely  of  a  passive  or  negative  character,  but 
of  a  positive  one.  He  must  feel  that  he  himself  is  individually  identi- 
fied. In  order  to  observe  properly  the  rules  of  the  school,  care,  fore- 
thought, study,  circumspection,  are  demanded  on  the  part  of  every 
pupil.  In  every  respect  the  pupils  are  treated  kindly  and  reasonably, 
and  a  feeling  of  individual  interest  and  responsibility  is  infused  into  each 
boy.  He  not  merely  observes  order  in  dread  of  punishment,  but  be- 
cause he  feels  a  pride  in  having  the  credit  of  doing  what  is  right  and 
commendable.  There  are  "various  stimulants  and  motives  held  out  to 
each  boy,  to  be  punctilious  in  a  proper  observance  of  all  the  requisitions 
of  the  school.  The  Third  matter  of  importance  is  the  order  of  exercises. 
It  must  necessarily  be  a  difficult  task;  to  arrange  the  schedule  of  the 
recitations  for  the  different  classes,  so  that  every  boy  may  be  engaged 
either  in  reciting,  or  in  attending  to  some  study  immediately  under  the 
inspection  of  a  teacher.  The  classes  are  divided  into  eight,  distin- 
guished by  the  letters  H,  G,  F,  E,  D,  C,  B  and  A.  The  letter  H 
comprises  all  of  those  boys  who  are  spending  their  fourth  year  in  this 
institution,  who  have  pursued  the  entire  and  regular  course.  This  is 
sub-divided  into  the  Classical,  including  those  boys  who  study  Latin  and 
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Greek,  in  conjunction  with  mathematics,  &c. ,  and  the  English ,  or  those 
who  study  the  modern  languages  and  mathematics,  &c.  The  letters 
G  and  P  comprise  boys  of  the  third  year..  Those  classes  are  also  sub- 
divided into  Classical  and  English,  whilst  the  Classical  part  of  the  class 
recites  in  Latin  or  Greek,  the  English  section  of  the  class  is  reciting 
in  the  English  department.  The  letters  D  and  E  comprise  the  boys 
of  the  second  year.  They  are  sub-divided  as  the  above.  The  letters  A, 
B  and  C,  comprise  the  first  year  boys,  and  are  sub-divided  as  the  other 
classes.  To  arrange  therefore  the  studies  for  these  eight  classes,  some 
of  which  are  sub-divided,  so  that  the  time  of  each  boy  shall  be  properly 
spent,  when  there  are  but  seven  regular  teachers,  is  a  work  of  not  a 
little  complexity.  The  difficulty  of  having  the  classes  broken  up  into 
so  many  sections,  seemed  to  be  a  barrier  to  the  progress  of  any, 
while  it  was  left  optional  with  a  boy's  parent  or  guardian,  to  select  for 
him  the  classics  and  modern  languages,  and  all  the  studies  of  the 
school.  It  was  found  to  be  derogatory  to  the  advancement  of  the  boy. 
By  attempting  so  many  things,  he  learned  nothing  perfectly.  This 
was  a  difficulty  which  had  been  resting  as  an  incubus  upon  the  school. 
Boys  graduated  with  a  smattering  merely  in  some  of  the  branches,  and 
were  unable,  in  consequence  of  the  multitude  of  studies,  to  acquire  a 
proficiency  in  any.  Under  the  wise  administration  of  your  honorable 
body,  you  have  broken  down  this  barrier,  by  establishing  two  courses, 
viz.,  the  Classical  and  English. 

If  a  Parent  elect  for  a  son  to  pursue  the  Classical  course,  he  must 
continue  it  through  the  course.  If  the  English,  he  must  do  the  same. 
Connected  with  the  English  course,  each  boy  is  expected  to  study  the 
German.  Should  a  parent  elect  for  his  son  of  the  first  year  to  study 
French,  he  must  of  necessity  study  its  cognate  languages.  This  course 
'  is  pursued  through  the  first  two  years.  At  the  expiration  of  this  time, 
the  Parent  may  then  select  the  German  for  his  son,  who  has  already 
studied  French  two.years.  Some  may  doubtless  object  to  this,  inas- 
much as  it  takes  away  the  privilege  of  a  boy  studying  two  modern 
languages  during  the  first  year.  This  objection  is  founded  upon  the 
presumption,  that  a  youth  can  learn  every  thing  at  once. 

The  course  now  adopted 'by  your  body,  is  the  true  one.  There  will 
be  nothing  superficial  about  its  ultimate  results.  It  promises  profi- 
ciency to  the  faithful  student.  It  repudiates  the  new  fangled  notion 
of  a  boy  learning  every  thing  in  a  day. 

Annexed  is  the  schedule,  which  contains  the  order  of  exercises  of 
the  High  School.  Under  the  name  of  each  Professor  ."are  the  branches 
taught  in  his  respective  department.  There  are  some  branches  taught 
which  are  not  specified  in  the  annexed  schedule.  For  example, 
rhetoric  is  first  completed,  then  is  taken  up  logic.  So  in  the  mathe- 
matical and  other  departments.  Under  the  head  of  Trigonometry 
are  included  Theoretical  and  Practical  mathematics. 

The  Session  continues  six  hours  each  day,  for  five  days  in  the  week. 
Those  six  hours  are  divided  into  eight  parts,  consisting  of  three  quar- 
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ters  of  an  hour  each,  called  periods.  These  are  the  lengths  of  the 
recitations;  at  the  close  of  each  period  the  classes  all  change,  and 
pass  from  one  professor  to  another. 


APPARATUS. 

Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry. — The  apparatus  of  this  de- 
partment are  not  so  extensive  as  desirable,  yet  are  ample  for  present 
purposes.  As  necessity  demands  an  increase,  we  feel  confident  that 
such  will  be  furnished. 

Astronomy. — Our  assortment  of  apparatus  in  this  department  is 
also  in  a  measure  limited,  yet  we  entertain  the  same  sanguine  hopes 
as  in  the  department  of  natural  science.  We  have  a  good  selection 
of  maps  for  representing  physical  astronomy,  with  the  exception  of 
diagrams  for  sbowing  the  nebulae. 

Natural  History. — There  is  a  cabinet  of  human  anatomy,  and  a 
good  selection  of  diagrams,  representing  the  anatomical  structure  of 
the  human  frame.  In  the  lectures  of  this  department  are  discussed 
comparative  anatomy.  A  minerological  cabinet  is  also  being  collected. 
Our  report  partakes  somewhat  of  the  prospective,  rather  than  the 
retrospective. 

My  recent  connexion  with  this  institution,  however,  I  deem  as  an 
apology  for  thus  trespassing.  Of  the  actual  working  of  the  school  in 
the  past,  I  must  necessarily  know  but  little,  from  the  fact  of  not 
having  it  recorded,  to  which  I  might  refer  for  statistical  information. 

During  the  current  year,  Providence  has  called  from  his  sphere  of 
action  your  former  Principal;  when  he  had  entered  upon  the  great 
work  of  training  up  such  a  character  of  young  men  as  are  to  assume 
prominent  places  in  your  great  and  populous  city,  who  are  to  be  the 
active,  energetic  men  in  the  sphere  of  life  in  which  they  shall  devote 
their  talents,  whether  in  professional,  mercantile  or  mechanical  pur- 
suits. The  herald  of  death  summoned  him  to  the  tomb.  He  com- 
menced the  responsible  work  of  preparing  young  men  for  usefulness 
in  their  day  and  generation.  His  material  was  from  all  classes — the 
rich  and  the  poor,  the  Catholic,  Jew,  and  the  Protestant.  It  was  im- 
•mortal  material — the  human  mind  upon  which  he  had  commenced 
his  great  work.  He  did  not  live  to  see  the  result  of  his  labors.  He 
needs  no  monument  to  perpetuate  -  his  memory.  The  impressions 
he  has  made  will  last  while  his  pupils  live,  and  while  they  act.  His 
works  will  follow  him. 

Allow  me,  gentlemen,  to  bear  my  humble  testimony  to  your  untir- 
ing efforts,  as  a  Committee,  in  suggesting  measures  for  improving  the 
character  of  this  school,  for' increasing  its  efficiency,  and  for  elevating 
and  extending  the  course  of  study  here  imparted.  Since  every  re- 
spectable cittzen  is  called  upon  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  admin- 
istration of  public  affairs,  it  becomes  a  subject  of  vital  importance, 
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that  public  education  shall  be  raised  to  its  highest  point,  and  cordially 
cherished  by  every  reasonable  man.  In  conclusion,  let  me  also 
tender  you  my  candid  testimony  to  the  proficiency  and  faithfulness 
of  my  professional  colleagues  in  their  respective  departments.  With- 
their  continued  exertions,  and  your  co-operation,  great  things  are 
in  reserve  for  this  institution.  Our  mechanics,  merchants  and  pro- 
fessional men  will  be  able  to  secure  an  education  here  such  as  can- 
not bet  gotten  at  any  other  institution.  Here  is  the  centre  whence 
will  emanate  the  men  who  will  form  the  social,  civil  and  political 
character  of  our  great  city.  With  your  support,  it  will  rise  higher 
and  higher.  Its  influence  will  spread  wider  and  wider.  Its  past  ad- 
vancement guaranties  its  future  prosperity.  Its  future  position  will 
be  an  unfading  monument  of  your  patriotism  and  devotion  to  the 
great  cause  of  education,  as  its  present  position  is  to  that  of  the  past.

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REPORT* 

OF    THE 

PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  EASTERN  FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


Baltimore,  December  183  1854. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools : 
Gentlemen: 

In  obedience  to  your  ordinance,  which  requires,  at  this  time,  an 
annual  report  from  the  Principals  of  the  High  Schools,  I  have  the 
honor  to  state,  that  at  the  close  of  the  academical  year,  July  31,  there 
were  on  the  roll  of  this  school,  104. 

Of  this  number,  seventy- eight,  which  includes  seven  of  the  grad- 
uated class,  to  whom  was  granted  the  privilege  of  returning  for  the 
fourth  year,  took  their  seats  in  September,  and  with  them  91  of  95 
candidates  from  Female  Grammar  Schools  2,  3,  5,  9  and  11,  who 
were  examined  and  subsequently  passed  by  the  Board. 

In  addition  to  these,  a  former  pupil,  who  had  been  absent  from 
continued  indisposition,  was  re-admitted. 

Since  September,  23  have  left,  consequently  there  are  on  record  at 
this  date,  147.  It  has  always  been  my  custom,  upon  the  withdrawal 
of  a  pupil,  to  ask,  with  her  books,  the  cause  of  leaving,  and  I  feel 
happy  in  being  able  to  assure  the  Board  of  a  generally  sincere  regret 
for  the  usually  imperative  domestic  neceessity  that  demands  attend- 
ance at  home. 

In  reference  to  absence,  which  is  not  greater  than  elsewhere,  but 
which  is  still  too  much,  I  find  very  few  other  causes,  on  careful 
inquiry,  than  personal  sickness,  or  necessary  attendance  on  the  sick; 
in  no  case,  gentlemen,  a  want  of  attachment  to  the  school. 

As  regards  the  scholastic  condition,  I  with  great  pleasure  state,  that 
with  those  exceptions  which  are  inseparable  from  the  best  systems,  it 
continues  to  be  as  full  of  hope  as  at  any  period.  Impressed  with  the 
ivast  importance  of  the  subject,  independent  of  personal  reputation, 
our  united  and  unremitting  efforts  have  constantly  in  view,  a  still 
higher  elevation  of  the  standard  you  have  entrusted  to  us. 

Of  the  discipline,  it  is  more  proper  that  others  should  speak  than 
myself,  yet,  as  a  part  required  of  me,  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  I  can- 
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not  well  conceive  how  it  can  be  much  better.  Of  the  efficient  efforts, 
however,  of  my  assistants,  I  can  more  freely  speak,  and  say  that  my 
appreciation  can  be  best  expressed  by  my  testimony  of  a  full  discharge 
of  every  duty  which  their  responsible  positions  impose  upon  them. 

With  still  greater  pleasure,  gentlemen,  do  I  speak  of  that  most  im- 
portant moral  influence,  which,  as  far  as  cognizable,  appears  to  per- 
vade the  school.  A  marked  effect  upon  the  personal  bearing  and 
conduct  of  many,  by  association,  is  plainly  perceptible,  and  in  some 
cases  so  forcible  as  to  be  worthy  of  especial  record. 

In  being  able  to  present  to  the  Board  so  gratifying  a  condition  of 
this  institution,  and  such  strong  hopes  of  its  ultimate  coincidence 
with  their  broadest  views,  I  do  but,  in  part,  repay  them  for  the  confi- 
dence they  repose  in,  and  for  the  fostering  care  they  bestow  upon  us. 

This  report  would  be  imperfect  without  an  especial  tender  of  our 
thanks  to  the  entire  Committee  on  the  Female  High  Schools  for 
efforts  fraught  with  the  highest  benefits,  and  to  the  sub-committee 
on  this  school  especially,  for  an  unremitting  attention,  counsel  and 
kindness,  which,  in  any  changes  that  may  take  place,  will  endear 
them  to  every  pupil,  and  to  every  teacher.

Western  Female  High  School, 

December  20th,  1854- 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools: 

Gentlemen  : 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  annual  report  of  the  Western 
Female  High  School ;  being  the  twelfth  in  its  history,  and  the  first 
under  my  supervision. 

On  the  first  Monday  of  September  last,  94  pupils  from  the  Female 
Grammar  Schools,  who  had  passed  an  examination,  presented  them- 
selves, and  were  admitled  into  the  school ;  these  with  84  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  who  returned,  presented  an  aggregate  of  178  pupils. 

The  alterations  made  during  the  August  vacation,  in  the  interior 
construction  of  the  building,  add  very  much  to  the  comfort  and  conve- 
nience, both  of  the  teachers  and  pupils.  The  classes  can  now  pass 
from  one  class  room  to  another  with  greater  facility  than  formerly. 

The  new  arrangement  gives  to  the  principal  the  entire  oversight  of 
the  classes,  at  the  close  of  each  recitation,  and  thereby  the  teachers  are 
enabled  to  remain  in  their  rooms  during  the  changes,  to  receive  their 
classes,  in  greater  order,  and  with  the  least  possible  loss  of  time. 

With  a  view  of  securing  more  perfectly,  a  ladylike  deportment  on 
the'  part  of  the  pupils,  from  the  time  they  enter  school  in  the  morning 
until  their  departure  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  retiring  apartments 
have  been  greatly  enlarged,  neatly  fitted  up,  and  placed  under  the 
charge  of  the  first  assistant ;  a  lady  eminently  qualified  to  exert  a 
wholesome  influence  over  the  pupils  in  this  regard. 

It  is»deemed  proper  to  give  the  following  arrangement  of  the  classes, 
for  the  information  of  those  who  may  not  be  already  familiar  with  it. 
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The  school  is  divided  into  four  classes,  indicated  by  the  letters  A,  B, 
C  and  D.  A  and  B  include  all  the  pupils  of  the  first  year  ;  C,  those 
of  the  second  promoted  from  the  A  and  B  classes  of  the  preceding 
year;  D  is  composed  of  those  promoted  from  C  in  a  similar  manner , 
and  of  course,  is  the  senior  class  ;  these  promotions  being  in  each  case, 
the  result  of  an  examination,  which  was  held  in  July  last. 

In  accordance  with  the  present  regulation  of  the  school,  these  ex- 
aminations* are  held  semi-annually,  by  which  those  entitled  to  promo- 
tion are  determined. 

This  method  of  advancing  the  pupils  only  on  the  principle  of  merit, 
it  must  be  apparent  to  all,  is  incomparably  superior  to  the  old  system 
of  permitting  the  pupils  to  enter  a  higher  class,  by  virtue  of  their  being 
a  certain  time  in  school,  without  regard  to  their  fitness. 

The  order  of  exercises,  as  prepared  by  the  Committee,  gives  to 
each  teacher  every  class  in  school,  in  a  certain  number  of  studies, 
allowing  each  study,  as  far  as  possible,  the  time  which  its  importance 
demands. 

This  plan  was  adopted  under  the  administration  of  my  respected 
predecessor,  and  is  still  carried  out.  I  have  no  doubt,  that  with  slight 
modifications,  which  time  and  experience  alone  can  suggest,  it  will 
prove  to  be  all  that  its  advocates  could  have  anticipated. 

The  following  works  have  been  obtained  by  the  Committee  for  the 
use  of  the  school,  viz  :  Brand's  Dictionary  of  Science,  Literature  and 
Art;  Lardner's  Lectures  on  Science  and  Literature;  Carpenter's  Phy- 
siology, and  Fowler  on  the  English  Language. 

The  interest  manifested  by  the  pupils  since  the  reception  of  these 
works,  is  evinced  by  the  frequency  with  which  they  make  reference  to 
them  ;  and  this  circumstance  has  impressed  my  mind  more  strongly 
with  the  opinion,  that  a  series  of  books  for  reference,  properly  selected, 
would  prove  of  incalculable  advantage  to  the  institution,  as  a  new 
impetus  would  thereby  be  given,  and  the  pupils  would,  generally,  be 
induced  to  investigate,  more  closely,  the  subjects  they  are  studying, 
which  after  all,  is  the  only  true  method  of  acquiring  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  any  subject.  Then,  under  these  circumstances,  all  the 
pupils  would  enjoy  an  equality  of  advantages. 

In  order  that,  the  teachers  may  at  all  times  be  able  to  give  proper 
information  with  regard  to  the  attendance,  deportment,  and  progress 
of  each  pupil,  a  roll-book  is  kept  in  each  class  room,  in  which  are 
noted  such  facts  as  the  teachers  may  deem  of  sufficient  importance,  or 
which  may  be  of  service  for  future  reference;  an  abstract  of  whiclj  is 
presented,  monthly,  by  the  principal  to  the  Committee  in  charge  of 
the  school. 

In  this  connexion,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the  teachers  asso- 
ciated with  me,  have  discharged  their  respective  duties.  They  have 
at  all  times  cordially  co  operated  with  me,  in  carrying  out  evePy  regu- 
lation calculated  to  add  to  the  moral  and  intellectual  improvement  of 
the  pupils. 
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Our  second  annual  Commencement  took  place  on  the  27th  of 
October,  when  (he  honors  of  the  institution  were  conferred  on  the  fol- 
lowing young*  ladies,  viz:  Ella  Rodenmayer,  Mary  Fitzgerald,  Mary 
Holmes,  Mary  J.  Franklin,  Emily  J  Cockey, Susan  Connolly,  Mary 
E.  Miller,  Margaret  Millar,  Julia  A.  Hurtman,  Emma  A.  Holloway, 
Josephine  Crawford,  Carrrie  M.  Turpin,  Fannie  Beard,  Elizabeth 
Wells.  The  exercises  were  conducted  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  intelligent  audiences  ever  assembled  in  Baltimore,  on 
any  similar  occasion  ;  the  young  ladies  acquitting  themselves  in  such 
a  manner,  as  to  call  forth  the  highest  commendation  of  the  entire 
assemblage. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  high  apprecia- 
tion of  the  unwearied  attention  given  by  the  Committee  to  this  insti- 
tution, since  my  connexion  with  it.  They  have  at  all  times  mani- 
fested an  anxious  solicitude  for  the  advancement  of  the  pupils,  evincing 
also  a  willingness  to  afford  the  teachers  every  facility  to  enable  them 
to  discharge  their  duty  in  the  most  successful  manner. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  recurring  to  the  personal  deportment  of  the 
young  ladies,  and  in  doing  so  I  feel  free  in  giving  it  as  my  opinion, 
that  few  female  seminaries,  containing  as  large  a  number  of  pupils, 
stand  higher  in  this  respect. 

The  kindness  and  affection  which  seem  to  influence  them  in  their 
daily  intercourse  with  each  other,  as  well  as  the  promptness  with 
which  they  respond  to  all  the  requirements  of  their  teacher,  indicate 
an  excellence  of  moral  feeling.  In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  remark, 
that  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Board,  this  institution  has  advanced 
to  its  present  prosperous  condition  ;  and  with  the  same  liberal  encour- 
agement in  future,  we  feel  assured  that  its  destiny  will  be  such  as  to 
be  worthy  the  wisdom  and  benevolence  of  its  founders,  and  the  entire 
confidence  of  its  guardians  and  friends.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools: 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Eastern  Normal  Class  comprises  at  this  time,  forty-two  mem- 
bers, from  twenty  to  thirty  of  whom  are  regularly  present  at  the 
exercises.  The  attendance  generally  improves  upon  the  approach  of 
an  examination  for  teachers.  Eighteen  graduates  from  the'  Eastern 
Female  High  School,  of  the  last  scholastic  year,  have  entered  the 
class  ;  and  several  of  the  former  members  who  had  withdrawn,  have 
returned.  The  management  and  arrangement  of  the  class  are  much 
the  same  as  when  last  reported.  We  find  Page's  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Teaching,  a  valuable  aid  in  elevating  the  standard  of  educational 
ability  and  moral  excellence,  desirable  in  those  who  assume  the 
duties  pertaining  to  educators. 

The  new  feature  of  a  Normal  and  Practising  School  combined,  is 
important  and  comprehensive  in  its  character;  an  effort  was  recently 
made  to  introduce  it  into  our  school  system,  and  the  propriety 
and  usefulness  of  such  an  undertaking,  was  urged  in  a  late  report  of 
the  Board  of  School  Commissioners.  A  postponement  ensued,  which 
is  much  to  be  regretted,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honor- 
able body,  the  further  consideration  of  a  plan,  the  proper  development 
of  which,  could  not  fail  to  prove  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  popular  edu- 
cation— an  enterprise  closely  interwoven  witli  the  best  interests  of  this 
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community.  If  three  hours  a  week  can  do  any  thing  in  furtherance 
of  the  object  for  which  this  class  is  convened,  (and  I  think  something 
has  been  accomplished,")  great  benefit  must  result  from  a  protracted, 
and  systematic  course  of  training,  co-ordinate  in  character  with  the 
established  method,  but  much  more  detailed  in  practice.  Such  dis- 
cipline would  save  years  of  experimenting  on  the  part  of  young 
teachers,  and  give  a  higher  tone  to  the  character  of  those  interesting 
departments  of  instruction,  placed  under  their  influence. 

A  highly  responsible  trust  is  reposed  with  this  body  of  teachers,  and 
the  importance  of  their  position  is  every  day  enhancing,  as  the  Pri- 
mary Schools,  of  which  they  constitute  almost  entirely  the  official 
corps,  are  destined  ere  long,  to  absorb  the  numerical  strength  of  Public 
School  influence  in  this  city.  It  is  to  Primary  Schools  principally, 
that  the  Grammar  Schools  must  look  for  the  material  with  which  to 
operate ;  consequently,  the  character  and  success  of  the  latter,  are  in 
a  great  measure  depending  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  former. 

Though  fully  aware  that  the  intelligence  and  philanthropy  of  the 
Board,  supersede  the  necessity  for  these  suggestive  remarks,  they  are 
nevertheless  impelled  by  the  important  bearing  which  the  subject  has 
upon  the  perfect  development  of  our  deservedly  popular  system  of 
Public  School  Instruction.

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PRINCIPAL    OF   THE   WESTERN    FEMALE   NORMAL   CLASS. 


Normal  Class,  Western  Female  High  School, 

Baltimore,  December  23d,  1854. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools: 
Gentlemen : 

The  fourth  session  of  the  Western  Division  Normal  Class,  com- 
menced last  September,  the  number  of  pupils  being  twenty-one,  eight 
of  whom  were  from  the  last  graduating  class  of  the  Western  Female 
High  School.  The  whole  number  in  attendance  during  the  year  is 
forty-two  ;  of  these,  twenty-two  are  engaged  in  teaching ;  the  greater 
part  attended  the  class  nearly  two  years,  and  some  a  longer  period, 
but  four  continued  less  than  six  months. 

Though  the  practice  of  permitting  newly  appointed  teachers  to  enter 
and  leave  the  class  at  pleasure,  has  been  attended  with  results  adverse 
to  its  prosperity,  yet  the  interest  and  improvement  manifested  by  those 
who  do  attend,  are  highly  gratifying. 

The  studies  pursued  in  the  different  grades  of  the  Public  Schools, 
particularly  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools,  are  reviewed,  that  the 
pupils  may  become  familiar  with  the  various  branches  of  Primary 
Education  ;  especial  instructions  being  given  on  subjects  where  there 
appears  to  be  the  greatest  deficiency,  and  also  where  a  superficial 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  a  teacher,  might  be  attended  with  lasting 
injury  to  the  minds  of  those  placed  under  her  influence.  But  as  the 
main  object  of  the  Saturday  class,  which  may  be  considered  as  a  first 
step  in  a  course  of  Normal  training,  is  to  afford  an  opportunity  of 
acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the  science  and  art  of  teaching,  subjec 
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being  of  the  greatest  importance,  receive  most  particular  attention; 
information  is  imparted  on  them  by  familiar  conversations  on  topics 
connected  with  school  business,  and  tending  to  elicit  the  views  of  the 
pupils  on  the  duties  of  their  prospective  vocation.  They  are  also  fre- 
quently required  to  conduct  the  exercises  of  the  class. 

The  management  of  the  youthful  mind,  is  a  most  delicate  task,  and 
they  into  whose  hands  it  is  committed,  should  be  skilful  and  well 
trained  for  the  business.  Their  being  acquainted  with  the  different 
subjects  to  be  taught  is  not  sufficient,  they  must  also  possess  a  know- 
ledge of  the  best  modes  of  teaching,  that  they  may  be  able  to  vary 
their  methods,  according  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  individual  under 
their  care.  It  is  not  enough  that  the  memory  of  the  pupils  is  culti- 
vated, their  attention  must  be  aroused  and  quickened,  and  all  their 
intellectual  energies  brought  into  action.  To  do  this,  the  teacher 
must  possess  peculiar  qualifications;  a  mere  mechanical  mode  of  in- 
structing will  not  accomplish  it,  and  though  some  may  be  endowed, 
naturally,  with  qualities  which  fit  them  to  be  teachers  of  the  young, 
yet  many  enter  the  profession  without  possessing  these  natural  gifts  ; 
they  should  therefore  make  the  subject  a  matter  of  study,  and  by 
availing  themselves  of  the  experience  of  accepted  teachers,  they  would 
avoid  the  failures  and  mistakes  usual  with  novices,  and  greatly  in- 
crease their  usefulness  and  probabilities  of  success. 

In  those  places  where  seminaries  are  ostabiished  which  afford  teachers 
facilities  for  obtaining  a  thorough  professional  education,  the  Public 
Schools  hold  the  highest  rank,  and  the  teachers  possess  the  confidence 
of  all  classes  of  the  community.  That  such  an  institution  would  be 
of  immense  advantage  to  our  own  city  and  state,  is  obvious  to  all  who' 
have  given  the  subject  of  Public  Education  the  attention  which  it  de- 
mands ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  your 
honorable  body  will  consider  the  establishment  of  a  Normal  School 
indispensable  to  the  entire  success  of  our  Public  School  system. 
There  are  many  most  excellent  teachers  without  one,  with  one;  there 
would  be  fewer  teachers  of  an  inferior  character.

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NOTES  EXPLANATORY  OF  THE  STATISTICAL  TABLES. 


The  following  notes  are  explanatory  of  several  of  the  accompany- 
ing tables.  They  contain  a  brief  review  of  the  establishment,  remov- 
als, etc.,  of  the  several  Public  Schools,  from  the  introduction  of  the 
Public  School  system  into  the  city  of  Baltimore  until  the  present  time, 
tracing  the  system  from  the  organization  of  three  Grammar  Schools  in 
1829,  through  subsequent  improvements,  until  the  close  of  1854, 
when  there  are  sixty-three  schools,  included  in  three  grades,  Primary, 
Grammar  and  High  Schools.  Five  new  schools  will  be  opened  early 
in  1855. 

The  Male  Central  High  School  was  established  in  1839.  Its  first 
location  was  in  a  rented  building  in  Courtland  street.  It  was  removed 
in  1840  to  the  rooms  over  the  Firemen's  Insurance  Company's  office, 
N.  E.  corner  South  and  Second  streets.  It  was  again  removed  in 
1841,  to  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner  Hanover  and  Lombard 
streets.  In  1842,  it  was  removed  to  the  building  at  first  occupied,  in 
Courtland  street.  In  1843,  the  building  known  as  "the  Assembly 
Buildings,"  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Holliday  and  Fayette  streets,  was 
purchased,  in  which  it  has  been  conducted  since  that  time. 

The  Eastern  Female  High  School  was  commenced  in  1844,  in  the 
building  erected  for  its  accommodation,  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Front 
and  Fayette  streets.  It  was  removed  in  1852,  to  the  more  spacious 
building,  in  Aisquith  street,  which  was  built  in  1851. 

The  Western  Female  High  School  was  started  in  1844,  in  the 
building  on  the  west  side  of  Paca  street,  one  door  north  of  Fayette 
street.  It  was  removed  in  1846,  to  the  building  erected  for  its  use, 
on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  was  organized  in  1829,  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Presbyterian  church,  in  Eutaw  street,  near  Mulberry. 
Female  No.  1,  in  1830,  in  a  house  in  Saratoga  street.  These  schools 
were  removed  in  1832,  to  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette 
streets. 

From  1832,  when  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Green  and 
Fayette  streets  was  erected,  it  was  occupied  by  Male  and  Female 
Grammar  Schools  No.  1,  until  1846,  when  the  house  on  S.  W".  cor- 
ner of  the  same  streets  was  built.     Since  that  time,  Male  Grammar 
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School  No.  1,  and  Male  Primary  No.  3,  have  occupied  the  building 
on  the  ]\.  E.  corner,  and  the  Western  Female  High  School  and 
Female  Grammar  School  No.  1,  the  new  one  designed  for  their  use, 
on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  2,  were  opened  in  1829, 
in  a  house  on  Bond  street,  (Fell's  Point.)     They  were  removed  in 

1830,  the  male  school  to  a  room  over  the  engine  house  on  Broadway, 
(then  Market  street,) — the  female  school  to  a  room  over  the  watch 
house,  N.  E.  corner  Broadway  and  Canton  avenue.  In  1834,  they 
were  removed  tfc-the  S.  W.  corner  of  Broadway  and  Bank  streets. 

The  building'in  Aisquith  street  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School 
No.  3,  was  erected  in  the  year  1830,  and  on  the  8th  of  December  of 
that  year,  the  school  was  opened.  It  has  been  continued  ever  since 
in  the  same  building. 

On  the  site  now  occupied  by  Female  Grammar  School  No.  3,  there 
was  an  old  one-story  building,  which  was  purchased  by  the  Board  in 

1831.  That  building  was  removed  in  1844,  and  a  larger  one  erected, 
two  stories  high,  for  the  Eastern  Female  High  School  and  Female 
Grammar  School  No.  3.  It  is  now  occupied  by  Female  No.  3,  and 
Female  Primary  No.  9. 

Male  Grammar  School  No.  9,  from  its  commencement  in  1843, 
until  September,  1851,  occupied  a  part  of  the  building  purchased  for 
the  use  of  the  Male  Central  High  School.  In  September,  J  851,  it 
was  removed  to  the  building  erected  at  the  N.  W.  corner  Calvert  and 
Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  9  was  established  in  1S45,  in  the 
basement  of  the  Universalist  church,  N.  E.  corner  Calvert  and  Pleas- 
ant streets  It  was  removed  in  1846,  to  the  basement  of  the  church, 
N.  E.  corner  Courtland  street  and  Dark  lane.  In  1849  it  was  re- 
moved to  the  old  dwelling  house  in  Fayette  street,  near  little  Sharp 
street.  In  September,  1851,  it  was  removed  to  the  building  erected 
for  its  use  in  connexion  with  Male  No.  9,  N.  W.  corner  Calvert  and 
Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  10,  was  organized  in  1845,  in  the 
Methodist  chapel,  S.  W.  corner  Light  and  Cross  streets.  In  1846, 
when  the  male  school  was  opened  in  the  same  building,  it  was  re- 
moved to  the  basement  of  the  new  Methodist  chapel,  on  Light  street, 
south  of  Cross  street.  In  1850,  both  schools  were  removed  to  the 
building  erected  for  their  use,  on  the  S.  E.  corner  of  William  and 
Warren  streets. 

All  the  other  Grammar  Schools  were  commenced  in  houses  built 
for  their  accommodation,  with  the  exception  of  No.  7,  at  Canton, 
and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  13.  Grammar  School  No. 
7  was  opened  in  1843.  in  an  old  frame  building,  the  use  of  which  was 
granted  to  the  Board  by  the  Canton  Company.  This  house  was 
occupied  for  several  years  by  the  school,  until  the  new  building  was 
commenced  in  1852,  upon  the  lot  on  the  S.  E.  corner  of  Chesapeakt 
and  Hudson  streets,  given   by  the   Canton  Company  to  the   < 
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for  that  purpose.  Shortly  after  the  new  building  was  commenced,  the 
old  frame  was  set  on  fire  and  burned  down  with  nearly  all  its  contents 
of  furniture,  books  and  stationery,  &c.  The  school  was  conducted 
in  two  private  dwellings,  furnished  by  the  Canton  Company,  until 
the  building  was  completed  in  1853,  when  it  was  removed  into  it. 
This  school  is  ranked  among  the  Female  Grammar  Schools,  in  conse- 
quence of  its  receiving  both  male  and  female  pupils,  and  being  under 
the  direction  of  a  female  principal. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  1,  was  organized  in  1848,  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Second  Baptist  church,  in  the  rear  of  the  church,  on  Canton 
avenue.  It  was  conducted  in  those  rooms  until  the  )^ar  1851,  when 
the  building  was  completed  on  the  corner  of  Gough  and  Wolf  streets. 
The  school  was  then  removed  to  the  new  building,  and  Male  Primary 
No.  1,  commenced. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  2,  was  started  in  the  year  1849,  in  an 
old  three  story  building  in  Albemarle  street,  one  door  south  of  Pratt 
street.  In  1851  it  was  removed  to  the  new  building  in  Stiles  street, 
near  High,  and  the  Male  Primary  of  the  same  number,  opened. 

Female  Primary  No.  3,  was  commenced  in  the  year  1849,  in  the 
school  house  on  Edward  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
on  Aisquith  street.  In  1854,  it  was  removed  to  the  basement  of  the 
German  church,  corner  of  McElderry  and  Short  streets,  where  it  is  at 
present  conducted.  Male  Primary  School  No.  5,  was  organized  im- 
mediately upon  the  removal  of  Female  No.  3,  in  the  house  on  Edward 
street.* 

In  the  year  1850,  Female  Primary  School  No.  4  was  organized  in 
the  basement  of  the  Methodist  church,  on  the  corner  of  Biddle  and 
Garden  streets.     It  continues  in  the  same  place. 

Male  Primary  No.  3,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the  room  it  oc- 
cupies at  present,  under  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1. 

Male  Primary  No.  4,  was  opened  in  1852,  in  the  basement  of 
the  Seamen's  Bethel,  Lee  street.  It  was  removed  in  1854,  to  the 
new  building  on  Hill  street.  The  building  is  occupied  by  Male  Pri- 
mary No.  4  and  Female  Primary  No.  14. 

Female  Primary  No.  5  commenced  operations  in  the  year  1849,  in 
the  school  house  on  Fayette  near  Caroline  street.  It  is  still  continued 
in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  6,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the  school  house 
at  Whetstone  Point,  the  use  of  which  was  granted  to  the  Board  free  of 
rent  by  the  Cuba  Mining  and  Smelting  Company.  It  was  removed 
in  1851,  to  the  room  formerly  occupied  by  Female  Primary  No.  1,  in 
the  rear  of  the  Second  Baptist  church,  on  Canton  avenue. 

Female  Primary  No.  7,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the  school  house 
purchased  by  the  Board,  on  Harford  avenue.  Male  Primary  No.  1, 
was  started  in  1854,  in  Fayette  street,  near  Aisquith. 

Female  Primary  No.  8,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the  basement  of 
the  Methodist  church,  Pennsylvania  avenue.  It  is  still  conducted  in 
the  same  building.

Female  Primaries  Nos.  9  and  10,  were  organized  in  1S50.  No.  9, 
in  the  basement  of  the  Jewish  synagogue,  High  street,  near  the  bend, 
and  No.  10  in  the  house  it  now  occupies,  on  the  rear  of  a  lot  that 
fronts  on  West  Baltimore  street,  West  of  Fremont  street.  No.  9  was 
removed  in  1853;  to  its  present  location,  on  the  corner  of  Front  and 
Fayette  streets. 

Male  Primary  No.  9,  was  opened  in  1853,  in  the  building  with 
Grammar  School  No.  7,  corner  Calvert  and  Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Primary  No.  11,  was  established  in  1851,  in  the  school 
house  on  Franklin  street,  west  of  Fremont  street.  It  will  be  removed 
early  in  1855, %o  the  new  building  now  in  the  course  of  erection,  on 
the  N.  E.  corner  of  Schroeder  and  Pearce  streets.  Male  Primary  No. 
11,  will  then  be  formed. 

Female  Primary  No.  12,  was  organized  in  1851,  in  the  room  it 
now  occupies,  in  the  basement  of  the  Methodist  church,  S.  E.  corner 
Lombard  and  Green  streets. 

Male  Primary  No.  12,  was  started  in  1854,  in  the  building  "with 
Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  12,  Barre  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  13,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the  house  in 
which  it  continues  to  be  conducted,  on  South  Charles  street,  nearly 
opposite  Balderston  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  14,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the  school 
room  in  the  rear  of  St.  Stephen's  church,  Lee  street.  It  was  re- 
moved in  1854  to  the  new  building  on  Hill  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  15,  was  started  in  the  basement  of  Wells 
Chapel,  Light  street,  south  of  Cross  street.  It  will  be  removed  in 
1855,  to  the  new  building  now  in  the  course  of  erection,  on  the  S. 
W.  corner  of  Light  and  Poultney  streets.  Male  Primary  No.  15,  will 
then  be  organized. 

Female  Primary  No.  16,  was  organized  in  1852,  in  the  Sunday 
school  room  on  Central  avenue,  near  Orleans  street.  It  is  still  con- 
tinued in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  17,  was  organized  in  1S52,  in  the  Sunday 
school  room  on  Madison  street,  near  Broadway,  where  it  is  still  con- 
tinued. 

Female  Primary  No.  18,  was  commenced  in  the  large  dwelling 
house  in  which  it  is  still  conducted,  on  the  corner  of  West  Baltimore 
and  Oregon  streets. 

Female  Primary  No.  19,  was  started  in  1852,  in  the  basement  of 
the  Seamen's  Bethel,  Alice  Anna  street,  near  Bond  street.  It  is  still 
taught  in  the  same  place. 

Female  Primary  No.  20,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the  school 
house  on  the  corner  of  Constitution  and  Falls  streets.  It  is  still  con- 
tinued in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  21,  was  organized  in  1S52,  in  the  small 
building  erected  for  a  Chapel,  near  Locust  Point.  A  few  months  af- 
ter its  establishment,  it  was  discontinued,,  on  account  of  the  removal

Female  Primary  No.  26,  was  organized  in  1854,  in  the  large  build- 
ing on  the  west  side  of  Paca  street,  near  Fayette  street.  •  It  still  occu- 
pies the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  27,  was  started  in  1854,  in  the  room  it  still 
occupies  on  Jefferson  street,  near  Eden  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  28,  was  organized  in  1854,  in  the  new  build- 
ing on  Barre  street,  erected  for  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools

IT  The  establishment  of  the  Male  Central  High  School  and  the  appointment  of  assistant 
teachers,  which  took  place  in  the  year  1S39,  effected  an  entire  change  by  the  discontinuance 
of  the  monitorial  system  and  the  introduction  of  one  of  more  expensive  character,  yet  the 
cost  per  pupil  does  not  appear  to  be  increased. 

§  There  is  probably  an  error  in  the  small  number  not  paying  for  tuition  this  year,  as  there 
are  doubtless  errors  in  the  greater  amounts  of  other  years  ;  but  those  errors  could  not  be 
ascertained.

City  Commissioner's  Office, 
Baltimore;  January  1st,  1855. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

Oity  Council  of  Baltimore : 

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  existing  ordinances,  I  would  respectfully  present 
the  following  report  for  the  year  1854. 

The  tabular  statement  marked  A,  will  show  the  disbursement  on 
account  of  the  various  operations  of  this  department  for  the  current 
year,  ending  the  31st  December,  1854. 

The  annexed  statement  marked  B,  will  make  known  the  number 
of  new  pumps  erected  during  the  same  period,  and  the  number  accept- 
ed as  public  pumps,  and  also,  the  whole  number  of  pumps  in  the 
city. 

And  the  statement  marked  C,  will  exhibit  the  names  of  the  several 
persons,  with  whom  contracts  have  been  made  for  paving  and  repav- 
ing  the  several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  therein  mentioned,  and  "  the 
price  per  square  foot." 

The  ordinances  relating  to  grading  nnd  paving  streets  has  had  my 
particular  attention,  and  the  work  done  in  a  good  and  substantial 
manner. 

The  appropriation  for  repairing  the  paved  streets,  will  be  seen  by 
I  reference  to  the  statement  A,  to  be  intirely  too  small  to  keep  the  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  in  a  safe  and  proper  state  for  travel.  I  would  very  re- 
spectfully call  your  attention  to  this  branch  of  my  general  duties,  and 
suggest  the  propriety  of  your  making  such  arrangements  as  will  reduce 
it  to  a  cash  system. 
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As  required  by  ordinances,  fire  plugs  have  been  erected  at  the  fol- 
lowing places,  viz  : 

South-west  corner  of  Schroeder  and  Boyd  streets. 
North-west  corner  of  Charles  and  Pratt  streets. 

Forrest  and  Orleans  streets. 
North-west  corner  of  Poppleton  and  Rabourg  streets. 
South-east  comer  of  Schroeder  and  Lexington  streets. 
South  east  corner  of  Howard  and  Camden  streets. 
North-west  corner  of  Monument  street  and  Hargrove  alley. 
South-east  corner  of  Madison  street  and  Hargrove  alley. 
South-east  corner  of  St.  Paul  and  Madison  streets. 

Lombard  and  Fremont  streets. 

Baltimore  and  Fremont  streets. 

Swan  street  and  Centre  market  space. 
South-west  corner  of  Ens©r  and  Madison  streets. 
North-east  corner  of  Ogston  and  Peirce  streets. 
North-east  corner  of  Rock  and  Lexington  streets. 
North-east  corner  of  Sharp  and  Henrietta  streets. 
North-west  corner  of  Grundy  and  Homnan  streets. 
North-east  corner  of  Aisquith  and  Mullikin  streets. 
South-west  corner  of  Chatsworth  and  Sarah  Ann  streets. 
North-east  corner  of  Baltimore  and  Carey  streets. 

With  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  there  has  been  erected  170  gas 
lamps  in  the  several  sections  of  the  city,  where  the  gas  company  have 
extended  their  main  pipes. 

As  directed  by  ordinance  No.  12,  approved  28th  April,  1S54,  a 
tunnel  has  been  erected  over  Harford  run  at  Broadway,  and  the  gra- 
ding and  paving  of  Broadway  from  Monument  street  to  Bel-Air 
avenue,  has  been  put  under  contract,  and  is  in  such  a  state  of  forward- 
ness as  to  justify  the  belief  that  the  entire  length  of  Broadway,  from 
east  Baltimore  street  to  Bel- Air  avenue,  will  be  completed  early  in 
the  spring. 

The  freshet  last  summer  swept  away  the  tunnel  over  Jenkins'  run 
at  Lanvale  road,  and  also  the  bridge  over  the  same  run  at  Point  lane, 
which  1  was  compelled  to  rebuild,  at  the  cost  of  about  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars,  ($1,000  00.) 

Having  put  Walsh  street  under  contract  to  pave,  and  in  fixing  the 
proper  grade  of  said  street,  I  found  it  necessary  (to  save  the  city  from 
heavy  damages,)  at  the  cost  of  $166,  to  tunnel  the  water  course 
known  as  Seltzer's  drain. 

All  the  ordinances  and  resolutions  passed  by  the  last  session  of  the 
City  Council,  requiring  me  to  perform  the  special  duties  therein  set 
forth,  have  had  my  particular  attention,  and  the  objects  contemplated, 
have  been  accomplished  as  far  as  practicable.

In  the  case  of  Sheppard  A.  Leakin  vs.  the  city,  to  try  the  title  to 
wharfage  on  city  dock,  the  case  was,  after  being  on  the  docket  for 
several  years,  dismissed. 

During  the  past  year,  in  the  Superior  Court,  the  cases  instituted  on 
the  bonds  of  Lambert  S.  Norwood,  late  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  have  been  tried  and  decided.  # 

The  bond  which  was  taken  for  the  year  1851,  was  given  to  the 
State  of  Maryland,  and  received  without  stamp.  The  court  held  that 
no  recovery  could  be  had  on  that  bond  for  monies  due  the  city  during 
the  time  for  which  it  was  given. 

The  bond  for  the  year  1852  was  stamped,  and  a  judgment  was 
given  for  the  city  for  the  amount  of  the  jail  fees  collected  by  said  Nor- 
wood, amounting  to  $1,791  42.  The  court,  in  the  latter  case,  de- 
cided that  there  was  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Common  Pleas  to  collect  the  license  money  in  which  the  city  was  in- 
terested, and  that  therefore  no  recovery  for  such  license  money  could 
be  collected  on  the  bond,  whether  stamped  or  not% 

With  deference  to  the  court,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  in  bonds  given 
by  a  public  officer  to  the*  State  of  Maryland,  and  which  are  prescribed 
to  be  taken  in  a  certain  manner,  there  is  no  obligation  imposed  to 
have  such  a  bond  stamped,  the  custody  of  the  bond,  and  its  approval, 
being  by  State  officers.  I  am  also  inclined  to  believe,  that  the  Court 
of  Appeals  will  not  affirm  the  doctrine,  that  the  bond  given  by  the  late 
Clerk  of  the  Common  Pleas  is  not  answerable  for  monies  collected 
by  him  for  license  money  due  the  city  of  Baltimore.  An  appeal  has 
been  entered  in  both  the  above  cases. 

In  the  case  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  against  Henry  S.  San- 
derson and  his  securities  on  the  bond  for  1849,  a  judgment  has  been 
obtained  for  $4. 

Another  suit  on  the  bond  for  the  year  is  now  pending,  and  will  be  , 
tried  in  a  few  days. 
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In  the  case  of  the  city  vs.  Bernard  McKee,  tried  in  the  Criminal 
Court  of  the  city,  it  was  decided  that  the  ordinance  imposing  a  tax 
on  wagons  used  in  the  city,  applied  to  wagons  carrying  the  United 
States  mail,  when  owned  by  private  persons. 

In  the  case  of  Bordley  vs.  J.  J.  Graves,  garnishee,  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  Judge  Marshall  has  decided  that  monies  due  magis- 
trates, in  the  hands  of  the  Register,  could  not  be  attached. 

A  judgment  has  been  obtained  in  the  case  of  the  city  vs.  Hooper. 

An  interesting  question  has  been  decided  by  Judge  Marshall,  in  the 
case  of  the  Steam  Southern  Packet  Company  vs.  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  viz.:  that  steam  vessels  are  embraced  under  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  imposing  a  hospital  tax  in  passing  quarantine. 

In  the  case  of  Sprigg,  use  of  Norman,  vs.  the  city,  a  judgment  was 
obtained  against  the  city. 

Several  cases  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  which  had  been  instituted 
against  the  corporation,  have  been  dismissed,  and  the  cases  enumer- 
ated in  the  above  list,  comprise  all  the  suits  remaining  on  the  dockets 
in  which  the  city  has  any  interest.

OF 

THE   VISITORS   OF   THE   JAIL 

OF   BALTIMORE    CITY. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland;  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  chapter  58,  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  City,  present  their  annual 
report. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  beginning  on  the  27th 
day  of  November,  1853,  and  ending  on  the  26th  day  of  November, 
1854,  are  stated  in  the  annexed  account  of  the  Warden,  marked  A. 

The  whole  expenses  of  the  Jail,  includ-

We  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table,  marked  B,  which  shows 
the  number  of  prisoners  committed,  and  the  offences  with  which  they 
are  charged.  Also  a  table  marked  C,  which  shows  the  monthly  or 
daily  average  number  of  prisoners  in  jail  each  morning.  Likewise,  a 
table  marked  D,  which  shows  the  number  of  prisoners  committed, 
how  they  were  discharged,  and  how  many  remain  in  jail. 

You  will  perceive  by  reference  to  table  A,  that  the  expenditures 
greatly  exceed  those  of  any  former  year,  the  excess  of  which  is  made 
apparent  by  the  largely  increased  number  of  prisoners  committed  dur- 
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ing  the  past  year,  together  with  the  enormously  high  prices  paid  for 
provisions,  fuel,  &c.  ;  in  addition  to  which  you  will  also  perceive,  by 
reference  to  the  report  of  last  year,  that  there  remained  bills  unpaid, 
amounting  to  twenty-two  hundred  dollars,  in  consequence  of  not  re- 
ceiving the  license  money,  which  necessarily  brought  that  amount 
into  the  present  year  for  settlement. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  committed  to  the  custody  of 
the  Warden,  as  per  table,  marked  D,  3,139  prisoners,  being  an  average 
of  135  6-12  daily,  and  an  increase  of  887  over  the  last  year. 

We  estimate  that  an  appropriation  of  §8,500  will  be  necessary  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  following  statement, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Labor  Department  to  the  26th 
day  of  November,  1854 :

This  department  has  more  than  realized  our  expectations,  although 
greatly  retarded  from  a  want  of  facilities  for  a  proper  prosecution  of 
the  work  ;  in  addition  to  which  the  short  sentences  many  receive,  not 
only  render  their  labor  less  productive  than  it  otherwise  would  be,  but 
makes  it  in  fact  valueless — positively  adding  to  its  expenses. 

But  whilst  it  has  more  than  answered  our  expectations,  financially, 
we  have  been  taught  that  the  jail,  instead  of  remaining  to  this  class  of 
prisoners,  a  school,  for  idleness  and  vice,  wherein  to  concoct  their  ne- 
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farious  schemes,  has  had,  under  the  wise  provisions  of  this  law,  a 
most  salutary  effect ;  the  prisoners  generally  conducting  themselves 
with  becoming  propriety,  and  a  willingness  to  conform  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  department. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  again  calling  your  attention  to  the  present 
jail.  For  some  years  past  the  various  Boards  under  whose  charge 
the  institution  has  been  placed,  have  endeavored  to  awaken  in  the 
public  mind  by  their  strong  appeals,  the  imperious  necessity  of  the 
construction  of  a  new  jail,  but  so  far  it  has  availed  little  ;  notwith- 
standing every  Grand  Jury  that  have  visited  it  agree  with  them,  and 
have  reported  in  the  strongest  condemnatory  language  of  its  entire 
unfitness  and  ill-adaptation  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  originally 
intended.  Yet  there  is  still  a  tardiness  manifested  by  the  proper 
authorities  to  consummate  the  object.  That  this  is  a  matter  of  peculiar 
interest  to  the  community,  and  one  which  should  claim  your  earliest 
and  most  serious  considerations,  cannot  be  doubted.  Another  year's 
experience  has  fully  confirmed  us  in  the  opinion  previously  expressed, 
that  the  indiscriminate  association  of  prisoners — mingling  together  at 
all  hours  in  idleness  and  vice — is  an  evil  of  the  greatest  magnitude, 
and  one  that  should  be  exterminated  from  every  institution  of  the  kind 
that  would  recognise  as  its  chief  end,  the  suppression  of  crime  and 
reformation  of  the  offender.  To  accomplish  which,  a  building  should 
be  erected  not  only  for  the  safe  detention  of  its  prisoners,  but  at  the 
same  time  having  in  view  some  remedial  measure — either  the  separate 
system,  or  that  of  classification.  Either  of  which  we  believe  would 
accomplish  much  good,  especially  with  that  class  of  prisoners  who 
are  committed  to  prison  for  the  first  time,  for  some  trivial  offence — or 
it  may  be  they  are  innocent — yet  such  are  unavoidably  placed  in  the 
same  room  with  the  murderer  and  the  felon.  Are  not  these  persons 
contaminated  by  the  corrupting  influences  which  surround  them? 
Do  they  not  feel  debased  ?  Undoubtedly  they  do  ;  and  with  their 
hearts  insensibly  hardened  by  the  association,  are,  when  liberated,  far 
more  skilled  in  wickedness  and  vice  than  when  they  entered.  If 
prisoners  could  be  classified  according  to  the  crimes  whereof  they  stand 
charged,  many  of  the  existing  evils  might  be  remedied,  but  that  is 
impossible  with  the  present  building.  We  would,  therefore,  in  view 
of  these  facts,  again  urge  upon  your  honorable  body,  the  hasty  erec- 
tion of  a  jail  that  would  accord  more  with  the  spirit  of  the  age,  and 
illustrate  alike  the  wisdom  and  humanity  of  our  municipal  govern- 
ment. 

From  the  report  of  the  Physician,  Dr.  E.  P.  Duvall,  we  learn  that 
he  has  had  under  treatment  during  the  year,  635  cases,  and  although 
much  more  sickness  has  prevailed  in  the  institution  this  year  than  last, 
there  have  been  but  two  deaths — one  from  a  disease  of  the  heart,  the 
other  a  case  of  chronic  dysentery,  of  which  the  deceased  was  suffer- 
ing severely  at  the  time  of  his  committal.  No  epidemic  has  manifest- 
*rt  itself.     Disinfectants  have  been  freely  used  in  the  interior  of  the 
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building;  as  also  in  the  adjacent  sinks,  gutters,  <fcc,  with  other  pre- 
cautionary means  to  prevent  the  engendering  or  contagion  of  disease 
which  institutions  of  the  kind  are  liable  to. 

The  undersigned  cannot  close  this  report  in  justice  to  their  own 
feelings,  without  expressing  their  entire  approbation  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Warden,  Mr.  Daniel  E.  Myers,  and  his  efficient  assistants. 
The  institution  has  at  all  times  been  kept  in  the  most  cleanly  condi- 
tion, and  its  rules  and  regulations  enforced  in  his  usual  characteristic 
manner — strictly  but  humanely — not  forgetting  the  class  of  unfortu- 
nates who  are  committed  to  his  care.  It  is  also  deemed  worthy  of 
remark  that  not  a  single  prisoner  has  escaped  since  he  assumed  control 
of  the  prison. 

The  duties  of  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Disney,  have  been  discharg- 
ed to  our  entire  satisfaction  ;  the  books  of  his  office  being  so  kept  as 
to  elicit  from  the  Board  their  warmest  acknowledgments.

The  report  of  the  expenditures  for  the  support  of  the  alms  house 
for  the  past  year,  exhibits  a  considerable  increase  over  that  of  former 
years.     This  has  been  produced  by  various  causes,  not  within  the 
control  of  the  board  of  trustees.     The  indebtness  for  the  year  1853, 
amounting  to  $15,361  99,  owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  levy  for 
the  city  and  county  for  that  year  to  meet  expenses,  was  carried  over 
and  paid  in  1854.    In  addition  to  which,  the  high  prices  of  fuel,  flour, 
and  provisions  of  every  kind,  constituting  always  the  main  expendi- 
ture of  the  institution,  the  increased  expenditure  can  be  readily  ac- 
counted for.     The  consumption  of  flour  alone,  during  the  year  just 
closed,  in  the  institution,  amounts  to  near  800  barrels,  purchased, 
independent  of  that  produced  by  the  farm,  at  prices  averaging  $$S  81 
,  per  barrel.     This  taken  in  connexion  with  the  advanced  prices  of 
,  fuel,  beef,  bacon,  &c,  accounts  for  the  increased  expenses  of  the 
supplies  account.     Another  item  of  the  increased  expenditure  is  re- 
!  ferable  to  prevalence  of  cholera  during  the  past  summer  among  the 
|  inmates,  which,  owing  to  its  violence  and  rapid  mortality  of  its  vic- 
!  tims,  and  the  efforts  of  the  board,  and  medical  department  of  the  in- 
stitution, to  arrest  its  progress,  and  alleviate  the  distress  caused  thereby, 
demanded  unusual  expenditures  of  money  to  meet  the  exigency  of  the 
occasion. 

When  the  board  of  trustees  review  the  past,  and  reflect  upon  the 
causes  that  have  existed,  and  produced  a  large  extra  expense,  they 
feel  gratified  to  know  that  they  have  been  able  to  accomplish  all  that 
the  comfort  and  necessities  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  have  re- 
quired, for  the  sum  of  money  expended. 

The  board  of  trustees  feel  themselves  compelled  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that,  the  buildings  of  the  institution  as  at  present  con- 
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structed,  are  inadequate  to  the  proper  classification  of  the  inmates,  and 
the  different  grades  of  paupers  who  find  their  way  to  the  alms  house. 
Under  the  existing  arrangements,  the  worthy  poor,  who  have  a  chari- 
table claim  upon  your  benevolence  for  a  comfortable  support,  are 
mingled  with  the  vagrant,  the  worthless,  the  abandoned,  and  the 
vagabond,  which  the  trustees  are  powerless  to  avoid,  from  the  peculiar 
construction  of  the  buildings,  which  were  originally  planned  for  the 
reception  of  the  worthy  poor,  and  those  afflicted  with  disease.  The 
law  contemplating  the  establishment  of  the  institution  made  provision 
for  the  confinement  of  vagrants  and  the  worthless,  who  might  be 
committed  as  such,  but  in  the  construction  of  the  buildings,  this  was 
not  provided  for,  consequently  the  vagrant  and  vagabond,  are  placed 
upon  the  same  equality  with  those  who  have  higher  claims  upon 
benevolence,  and  instead  of  punishment  being  inflicted  for  vagrancy, 
the  institution  is  made  an  asylum  to  relieve  the  vagrant  temporarily 
from  the  effects  of  debauchery,  and  prepare  him  for  a  renewal  of  his 
vicious  habits.  Vagrancy  ought  to  be  punished  as  a  crime,  not 
treated  as  a  misfortune. 

As  the  buildings  are  now  constructed,  there  are  comfortable  ac- 
commodations for  about  500  inmates,  and  they  will  be,  for  some  years 
to  come,  sufficient  for  the  demands  of  the  poor  of  the  city  and  county. 
With  the  increased  population  of  the  city  and  county  there  has  been 
a  corresponding  increase  of  pauperism  and  vagrancy,  preponderating 
with  the  latter,  till  the  average  number  of  the  inmates  in  the  house 
for  a  few  years  past  has  increased  to  about  600  for  the  summer 
months,  and  700  during  the  winter  months,  which  is  more  than  can 
be  accommodated,  with  an  eye  to  comfort  and  cleanliness,  and  impo- 
ses on  the  overseer,  duties  too  arduous  for  the  proper  regulations  and 
discipline  of  the  institution.  When  it  is  recollected,  that  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  increase  is  of  vagrants,  it  is  neither  Christian  charity 
nor  civil  justice,  which  will  place  beneath  the  same  roof  misfortune 
and  vagrancy.  It  is  not  charity  to  the  vagrant,  like  to  the  unfortunate, 
and  the  community  owes  a  charity  to  itself,  to  relieve  the  pest  by 
proper  punishments  of  offences  against  its  wholesome  regulations.  The 
companionship  of  poverty  and  age  with  bloated  and  filthy  vagrancy, 
should  not  be.  The  vagrants  who  are  a  great  burthen  upon  the  in- 
stitution, should  be  separated  from  the  unfortunate  and  worthy  poor, 
by  the  adoption  at  an  early  period,  of  ample  measures,  to  accomplish 
so  important  and  desirable  reform. 

The  board  are  fully  aware  that  under  the  present  joint  ownership 
of  the  property  by  the  city  and  county,  it  would  be  impolitic  for  the 
city  to  incur  any  expense  by  the  immediate  erection  of  buildings  to 
meet  present  necessities,  but  as  the  period  is  approaching,  when  the 
joint  interest  of  the  city  and  county  must  be  dissolved,  by  law,  and  a 
disposition  of  the  property  be  made  for  the  interest  of  both,  and  as 
that  dissolution  may  be  sooner  made,  by  the  city  and  county  agreeing 
to  a  division  or  disposition  of  thepropery,  they  would  recommend  the 
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adoption  of  early  arrangements,  by  both  city  and  county  to  effect  the 
object,  believing  that  it  would  be  to  the  interests  of  both  parties  to  do 
so  at  the  earliest  practicable  period. 

The  experience  of  the  past  has  fully  satisfied  the  present  board  of 
trustees,  that  the  labor  of  the  paupers  on  the  farm  is  of  no  profit,  but 
on  the  contrary  an  expense  to  the  tax-payers,  and  the  value  of  the 
products  of  the  farm,  when  considered  in  connexion  with  the  amount 
of  capital  invested,  an  expense  which  might  be  lessened  advan- 
tageously, to  the  public,  by  the  sale  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  land, 
and  the  proceeds  invested  in  a  work-house,  and  otherwise  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  support  of  the  institution.  The  board  are  fully  satisfied 
that  an  area  of  25  or  30  acres  of  land  attached  to  the  buildings  could 
be  more  profitably  employed  with  the  aid  of  pauper  labor  for  garden- 
ing purposes,  than  the  present  farming  operations  of  the  institution, 
and  they  feel  convinced  that  the  erection  of  buildings  properly  en- 
closed, for  a  well  regulated  work-house,  or  house  of  correction,  on 
the  same  ground  with  the  alms  house,  would  be  a  saving  of  expense 
to  the  city,  in  the  maintenance  of  the  vagrant  and  vagabond,  and 
would  enable  the  benevolent  public  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  those, 
who  from  misfortune,  natural  infirmity  and  disease,  have  claims  upon 
us,  in  a  manner  and  under  circumstances  much  more  to  the  comfort 
than  the  present  arrangements  will  possibly  admit  of. 

Much  has  been  said  in  former  reports  of  the  trustees  of  the  alms 
house  in  relation  to  the  insane  department  of  the  institution,  and  its 
unsuitable  condition,  and  fully,  and  severely,  commented  upon. 
This  department  has  met  the  observation,  and  been  commented  upon 
by  strangers  also  who  have  visited  the  house,  and  it  has  been  with 
pain  that  the  board  have  been  compelled  to  submit  to  a  state  of  things, 
to  remedy  which  has  been  out  of  their  power.  Under  the  circum- 
stances in  which  they  have  been  placed,  they  have  anxiously  looked 
forward  to  the  early  action  of  our  state  legislature  to  appropriate 
money  for  a  state  institution,  to  relieve  this  institution  from  many 
patients  of  the  class  alluded  to,  belonging  to  other  sections  of  the 
state,  who  have  found  their  way  into  our  alms  house.  It  is  hoped 
that  an  early  separation  of  the  interests  of  the  city  and  county  in  the 
property,  will  at  least  enable  the  city  to  improve  the  present  uncom- 
fortable and  ill-constructed  departments,  appropriated  to  this  class  of 
unfortunates,  so  that  the  comforts  and  medical  attention  of  the  institu- 
tion, which  may  be  appropriated  to  patients  in  this  department,  will 
admit  of  a  charge  to  those  who  are  able  to  incur  a  moderate  expense. 

For  the  particulars  in  relation  to  the  hospital  and  the  medical  de- 
partment of  the  institution,  we  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of 
Drs.  Donaldson  and  White,  the  visiting  physicians,  who  have  them 
under  their  charge.  Of  these  gentlemen,  and  the  resident  medical 
students,  the  board  present  their  testimonial  to  the  faithful  manner 
in  which  they  discharged  their  duties  under  the  trying  circumstances 
which  attended  their  labors  during  the  past  year;  for  while  death 
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walked  daily  in  their  midst,  they  stood  manfully  at  their  posts,  and 
the  board  cannot  omit  the  honorable  mention  of  their  names,  as 
also  the  apothecary,  the  overseer,  the  matron,  the  clerk,  and  attend- 
ants, for  their  heroic  conduct  during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera,  as 
well  as  their  skill,  and  attention  to  the  patients. 

In  conclusion,  the  board  of  trustees  present  their  acknowledgments 
to  Mr.  Basil  Root,  the  humane  and  energetic  overseer;  Mrs.  Branson, 
the  matron  ;  Dr.  Wm.  G.  Kidd,  the  apothecary  ;  Mr.  Daniel  Root, 
the  clerk  ;  Mr.  Edward  G.  Starr,  the  agent;  Mr.  George  Ensor,  the 
farmer  ;  the  correct  deportment  of  whom,  and  faithful  attention  to 
their  various  duties,  commend  them  in  the  discharge  thereof,  and  have 
lightened  the  charge  and  responsibilities  of  the  trustees.

In  discharging  a  duty  which  usually  devolves  upon  the  medical 
department  of  your  institution — of  presenting  a  tabular  statement  of 
the  medical  and  surgical  cases  occurring  in  its  hospitals,  at  the  end  of 
each  succeeding  year — we  beg  to  thank  you  for  the  encouragement 
you  have  constantly  afforded,  in  facilitating  all  becoming  endeavors, 
on  our  part,  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  sick. 

Within  the  period  of  the  year  1854,  just  terminated,  we  know  of 
no  disease  originating  entirely  in  the  institution,  and  tending  to  ex- 
tend itself  to  many  of  the  inmates,  but  that  of  scurvy:  which  appear- 
ed at  the  end  of  winter,  in  the  early  spring  months,  its  usual  period 
of  visitation — when  the  supply  of  fresh  vegetable  diet  and  succulent 
fruits  is  often  insufficient  for  the  accumulated  inmates  of  such  build- 
ings. 

As  soon,  however,  as  its  existence  was  discovered,  and  its  causes 
apprehended,  with  promptitude  and  becoming  alacrity,  every  measure 
to  remedy  the  latter,  and  stay  the  progress  of  the  former,  were  readily 
awarded  by  you:  and  as  readily  followed  b}^  its  entire  extinction. 

But,  upon  the  absence  of  epidemic  disease,  the  nature  of  whose 
causes  we  cannot  so  readily  understand  or  control,  we  regret  our  ina- 
bility to  congratulate  either  you  or  ourselves. 

During  the  hot  season  of  summer  and  autumn,  when  a  choleraic  at- 
mosphere was  pervading  all  parts  of  our  country,  the  congregation  of 
six  or  eight  hundred  persons,  within  the  walls  of  our  alms  house,  with 
shattered  constitutions  and  impaired  powers  of  life,  afforded  alike  the 
conditions  to  invite  its  localization,  and  the  material  to  foster  its  pres- 
ence and  growth. 

But  in  the  midst  of  this  dire  pestilence,  in  the  midst  of  its  mortality, 
with  the  consequent  cloud  and  gloom  that  obscured  the  sunshine  of 
our  duty,  it  is  gratifying  to  relate,  as  it  was  in  its  realization,  that  you, 
in  connexion  with  the  overseer  and  different  officers  in  the  building, 
extended  the  vigilance  of  a  most  scrutinizing  care,  in  detecting  and 
removing  every  apparent  or  conjectural  cause  of  its  existence;  and  in 
supplying  the  means  to  alleviate  the  suffering  and  mortality  of  its  un- 
fortunate victims. 
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To  the  resident  medical  students — whose  untiring  zeal3  by  day  and 
night,  whose  magnanimous  devotion  of  their  professional  and  physical 
energies,  were  unceasingly  given  to  the  comfort  and  relief  of  their 
patients — and  that,  too,  in  the  absence  of  all  compensation  or  profit — 
too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded. 

Fortunately,  however,  the  heroism  and  chivalric  spirit  which  relieve 
unceasing  duty  of  all  sense  of  fatigue,  which  disarms  the  peril  of 
contagion  of  its  capacity  to  alarm  or  deter,  bring  their  own  reward — - 
rear  their  own  monument — in  the  peace  of  mind,  the  solid  content, 
the  swelling  satisfaction,  and  thrilling  transport,  which  the  conscious- 
ness of  a  generous  and  noble  discharge  of  duty,  always  inspires. 

In  this  magnanimous  sacrifice  of  his  own  interests  to  the  welfare  of 
his  patients-r-walking  in  the  midst  of  infection — Dr.  William  Henry 
Thompson,  of  Norfolk,  by  continued  anxiety  of  mind,  and  bodily 
exertion,  laid  the  foundation  of  a  typhoid  fever,  to  which,  in  a  few 
weeks  after,  he  fell  a  victim, — depriving  his  medical  associates  of  a 
companion  who  had  won  their  love  and  esteem  ;  and  imposing  a 
gloom,  whose  shadow  still  lingers  and  clouds  the  brightness  of  their 
spirits. 

To  the  present  condition  of  the  institution,  and  its  inadequacy  to 
meet  the  absolute  demands  of  the  sick,  and  the  necessary  wants  of 
the  hospitals,  a  sense  of  pressing  duty  will  be  our  excuse  for  invoking 
your  attention. 

The  first  of  these,  and  the  one  perhaps  most  constantly  felt,  is  the 
want  of  hired  and  responsible  nurses,  of  whom  there  should  be,  at 
least,  one  for  each  ward — to  direct  other  assistant  nurses,  and  to  su- 
perintend the  entire  wants  of  the  sick— with  sufficient  intelligence  and 
interest  to  account  to  the  medical  attendants  of  the  progress  of  the 
cases,  and  of  the  consecutive  and  entire  results  of  their  remedies. 

The  next,  in  order,  and  in  constancy  of  importance,  are  the  defi- 
cient supply  of  water,  and  the  absence  of  sufficient  bathing  accom- 
modation; conveniencies  absolutel)?"  demanded  by  the  necessities  of 
the  patients,  both,  upon  admission,  and,  during  the  progress  of  their 
treatment. 

Another,  of  equal  influence  upon  the  sanatory  condition  of  the  in- 
I  mates,  and  all  others  connected  with  the  premises,  is  the  present  im- 
perfect condition  of  the  sinks,  water  closets,  and  drainage.  Faults  of 
construction,  inseparable  from  the  early  period  at  which  the  building 
was  erected;  but  which  now  present  themselves,  in  entreaty  not  to  be 
resisted — in  claims,  resting  upon  necessary  wants — and  sustained  by 
the  usage  of  the  times  and  the  present  improved  construction  of  such 
charities  in  other  parts  of  our  country. 

To  the  present  unfortunate  condition  of  the  insane,  through  your- 
selves, and  others,  who  have  preceded  you,  the  attention  and  interest 
of  the  public  and  municipal  authorirties,  have  been  repeatedly  invited. 

Committees  of  visitation  and  inspection  from  neighboring  cities  have 
witnessed  their  forlorn  and   comfortless  situation  !  and,  through  the 
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public  prints,  deplored  the  gloom  of  heart  and  mind,  to  which  their 
cheerless  and  sombre  apartments  subject  them  ! 

And,  surely,  these  repeated  intimations,  conjoined  with  the  prompt- 
ings and  sleepless  vigilance  of  importuning  humanity,  cannot  be 
longer  disregarded  !  surely,  their  constant  solicitation  will  be  heard 
and  obeyed  !  surely,  they  must  incite  to  a  becoming  effort  to  amelior- 
ate their  helpless  condition  !  both,  in  the  construction  of  improved 
apartments  for  their  comfort,  and,  in  the  appointment  of  capable  at- 
tendants to  direct  and  guide  them  through  the  mazy  night  of  their 
mental  darkness. 

With  sentiments  of  the  highest  regard,  gentlemen,  we  submit  to 
your  attention,  the  above  remarks  and  suggestions — with  a  tabular  re- 
port of  diseases,  and  their  results  annexed.

To  His  Excellency, 

T.  Watkins  Ligon, 

Governor  of  Maryland : 

Sir: 

Required  by  their  charter  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  General 
Assembly,  and  that  body  holding1  no  session  during  the  present  year, 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  "  House  of  Refuge  for  Juvenile 
Delinquents,"  therefore  beg  leave  respectfully  to  lay  before  you  a 
statement  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  institution  under  their 
charge. 

It  is  with  the  most  grateful  acknowledgments,  that,  by  the  blessing 
of  a  beneficent  Providence,  the  Board  are  enabled  at  last  to  see  in 
prospect  an  early  end  of  their  labors  in  the  erection  of  their  buildings. 
Amid  all  their  struggles  they  have  confided  in  His  helping  hand,  and 
they  have  had  this  trustfulness  rewarded  in  the  gratification  of  seeing 
obstacle  after  obstacle  removed,  no  matter  how  insurmountable  each 
may  have  appeared  at  the  time.  With  the  same  faith  in  the  future, 
the  Board  feel  encouraged  by  the  assurance  that  their  years  of  past 
exertion  will  at  no  distant  day  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  full 
and  happy  consummation  of  the  great  object  of  their  organization. 

It  is  not  necessary  here  to  add  anything  to  what  has  been  said  in 
former  reports  of  the  character  of  the  buildings  or  of  the  details  of 
their  construction.     It  will  suffice  for  the  Board  merely  to  congratu- 
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late  themselves  that  all  that  was  anticipated  in  the  adoption  of  th 
architectural  plan  has  been  fully  answered  in  the  progress  of  actual 
construction,  and  at  a  cost  far  less  in  amount,  it  is  believed,  than  that 
of  any  building  of  the  same  extent  and  character  in  the  country.  To 
the  first  day  of  January  the  total  of  expenditures  of  all  kinds  amount- 
ed to  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  and  thirty-two  cents.  In  this  connexion  it  may  be  observed, 
that  in  this  result  of  a  rigid  avoidance  of  anything  like  extravagance, 
nothing  has  been  sacrificed  that  could  ensure  the  health,  security  and 
convenience  of  the  inmate,  or  the  strength  and  permanency  of  the 
buildings.  The  existing  state  of  the  finances  will  be  learned  by  re- 
ference to  the  annexed  annual  statement  of  the  treasurer,  to  which,  as 
well  as  to  the  report  of  the  building  superintendent,  attention  is  partic- 
ularly requested. 

After  a  temporary  suspension,  owing  to  the  pecuniary  difficulties 
which  surrounded  them,  in  common  with  all  classes  of  the  communi- 
ty, the  Board  are  now  in  a  position  to  press  on  their  work  with  renewed 
energy,  having  made  satisfactory  arrangements  so  as  to  have  it  in  their 
power,  as  they  think,  to  inaugurate  the  opening  of  the  institution  as 
early  as  the  month  of  June.  And  all  this  will  have  been  accomplish- 
ed bv  the  liberality  of  private  subscribers  and  the  generous  appropria- 
tions of  the  City  Council.  It  would  have  been  most  gratifying  could 
the  Board  here  also  acknowledge  the  participation  of  the  State  in  the 
high  honor  of  having  aided  in  this  noble  enterprize  of  humanity.  In 
every  other  State  where  similar  institutions  have  been  established, 
large  donations  have  neen  made  to  them  from  the  public  treasury. 
The  Board,  however,  indulge  the  hope  that  the  Legislature  of  Mary- 
land will  yet  do  justice  to  itself  by  an  efficient  aid  to  this  work  of 
mercy  and  moral  reform.  Although  so  frequently  repulsed,  it  cannot 
be  that  continued  disappointment  must  be  their  lot,  and  that  a  deaf 
ear  will  ever  be  turned  to  appeals  in  favor  of  an  object  that  the  wisest 
statesmen  and  the  most  sagacious  legislators  have  acknowledged  as  not 
only  a  legitimate,  but  an  imperative  element  in  the  good  government 
of  the  Commonwealth.  Maryland,  most  surely,  will  not  continue  to 
stand  alone  in  resistance,  when  consent  will  do  her  so  much  honor. 

The  buildings  completed  and  furnished,  the  next  pressing  duty  de- 
volving upon  the  Board  will  be  to  seek  out  the  means  of  supporting 
the  institution.  And  here  they  take  pleasure  in  believing  that  the 
City  Council  will  afford  additional  appropriations  to  those  already 
made,  at  least  equal  to  the  sum  required  for  this  purpose  for  one  year. 
In  the  meantime,  the  Board  will  endeavor  to  digest  a  plan  for  perma- 
nent support,, which  it  is  confidently  trusted  the  General  Assembly,  at 
its  next  session,  will  be  ready  to  aid  in  carrying  out  by  available 
means  and  in  such  a  manner  and  from  such  sources  as  will  be  shown 
to  make  but  comparatively  small  demands  upon  the  stated  revenue  of 
the  State.  The  discussion  of  this  subject  at  the  present  time  would 
be  useless,  however,  and  further  remark  therefore  will  be  delayed  until 
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the  proper  period,  when  it  is  hoped  that  success  will  at  last  complete 
the  full  organization  and  long-  desired  operation  of  an  institution  for 
which  the  public  voice  as  well  as  the  most  earnest  prayers  and  untir- 
ing energies  of  the  Board  for  so  many  years  have  been  engaged.  An 
institution  which  no  obstacles  however  threatening,  no  disappoint- 
ments however  grievous,  no  fears,  however  disheartening,  have  been 
strong  enough  to  force  them  to  abandon  or  to  lessen  their  determina- 
tion to  prosecute  to  a  happy  completion.  Perseverance  thus  far  has 
succeeded,  and  with  the  blessing  of  God,  perseverance  in  the  end  must 
triumph.

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To  the  Building  Committee 

of  the  House  of  Refuge : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  my  last  annual  report,  I  gave  a  statement  of  the  progress  of 
the  work  on  the  buildings  from  their  commencement,  and  also  the 
condition  of  the  work  at  that  time. 

According  to  my  anticipations  as  then  stated,  the  roof  of  the  corri- 
dor in  the  westerly  wing  was  entirely  finished  during  the  month  of 
January,  and  the  unfinished  walls  of  the  T  building  at  the  end  of 
this  wing  were  protected  from  the  weather  by  temporary  covering  for 
the  winter. 

I  was  prepared  early  in  March  to  commence  finishing  the  remain- 
ing portions  of  the  stone  work  of  this  building,  (the  weather  at  that 
time  being  unusually  fine,)  but  from  some  disagreements  of  the  con- 
tractors among  themselves,  the  work  was  delayed  until  the  latter  part 
of  April,  and  that  not  entirely  finished  until  the  last  of  June. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  outer  enclosure  wall  and  rear  gate- 
way was  contracted  for  in  May  last  by  Jacob  Timanus,  and  has  been 
carried  on  and  completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  lodge  and  gateway  in  front  have  not  been  commenced  this 
season  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  funds.  This  is  much  to  be  re- 
gretted, for  if  the  gateway  were  erected,  the  buildings  would  be  en- 
tirely enclosed,  thereby  adding  very  much  to  their  security. 

It  affords  me  much  satisfaction  to  state  to  you  that  during  the  past 
year  the  work  of  all  kinds  inside  the  buildings  has  progressed  very 
rapidly,  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  plastering  of  the  entire  buildings  was  completed  in  October 
last. 

The  whole  ground  floor  has  been  paved  with  the  best  sand  brick 
and  rubbed  down  to  a  smooth  surface. 

A  brick  pavement  has  also  been  laid  all  around  the  exterior  of  the 
buildings,  both  as  a  walk  and  also  to  prevent  any  water  from  soaking 
into  the  foundations;  and  as  an  additional  security  against  dampness, 
all  the  outer  walls  of  the  buildings  have  been  plastered  with  a  coat  of 
Hydraulic  Cement  from  the  bottom  of  the  foundations  to  the  surface 
of  the  ground  ;  this  I  think  will  effectually  prevent  it. 

The  carpenter's  work  of  the  easterly  T  building  and  corridor  will 
be  entirely  completed  during  the  month  of  January  next,  and  that  of 
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the  westerly  T  building  and  corridor  during  the  month  of  February; 
the  carpenters'  work  of  the  main  central  building  is  likewise  well  ad- 
vanced and  could  be  completed  early  in  the  spring. 

The  plumbing  and  water  pipes  are  nearly  completed;  one  large 
receiving  cistern  for  a  supply  of  water  was  erected  last  fall  and  another 
is  proposed  to  be  built  during  the  coming  spring. 

The  iron  stairways  are  nearly  completed,  and  have  been  erected 
so  far  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  by  Hayward,  Bartlett  &  Co.;  the 
woven  iron  railing  has  also  been  put  up  along  one  story  of  the  corri- 
dors, and  the  balance  of  it  could  be  ready  to  be  put  up  in  a  few  weeks. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  buildings  so  much  wanted  for 
our  youthful  offenders,  have  to  be  suspended  at  this  time  on  account 
of  the  scarcity  of  funds,  as  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  entire  work 
could  be  completed  by  the  first  of  May  ;  and  that  the  total  cost  would 
not  exceed  the  estimate  made  to  you  last  year.

COMMISSIONERS    OF    FINANCE. 


Baltimore,  January  1st,  1855. 
To  the  Members  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: 

With  the  annual  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during 
the  year  1854,  the  commissioners  of  finance  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  report  : 

The  amount  of  interest  on  the  city  stock  debt,  including  the  court 
house  stock,  has  been  regularly  received  from  the  city  Register,  to  the 
j  amount  of— ($313,893  77,)  three  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  seventy-seven  cents,  and  the  amount 
of  thirty-five  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty- nine  dollars  seventy- 
eight  cents,  (§35,249  78,)  for  interest  on  so  much  of  the  five  million 
loan  as  has  been  issued,  has  also  been  received  from  him,  and  the 
balance  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  city,  is  one  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  thirty-one  cents, 
(si 48,244  31,)  of  which  amount  nineteen  thousand  nine  hundied 
and  twenty-seven  dollars  thirty-seven  cents  is  due  for  unclaimed  in- 
terest, and  the  balance,  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  three 
hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  ninety- four  cents,  is  applicable  to  the  re- 
demption of  city  stock. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  No.  5,  passed 

at  the  extra  session,  held  November,  1853,  two  millions  of  dollars  of 

I  the  loan  thereby  authorized,  has  been  sold  at  an  aggregate  premium 

i  of  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  eighty  cents,  ($1,286  80,) 

and  the  proceeds,  except  the  premium,  paid  over  to  the  City  Register, 
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and  the  premium,  together  with  fourteen  dollars  sixty  cents,  ($14.60,) 
advanced  on  account  of  the  interest  to  accrue  thereon,  has  been  in- 
vested in  the  purchase  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars  of  Baltimore  city 
six  per  cent,  stock,  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  original 
internal  improvement  debt  of  the  city.  The  commissioners  of  finance 
have  also  sold  at  par,  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  more  of  said 
loan,  which  has  been  paid  for  at  the  date  of  this  report. 

By  authority  of  resolution,  No.  110,  passed  at  the  annual  session 
of  1853,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  city  in  and  to  the  wharf  at 
the  foot  of  South  street,  has  been  conveyed  to  Samuel  McDonaM,  for 
the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars. 

The  commissioners  of  finance  further  report,  that  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  No.  58,  passed  at  the  annual  session  of 
1854,  they  caused  the  Charles  street  spring  lot  to  be  laid  off  into  five 
lots,  fronting  on  Charles  street,  and  two  lots  fronting  on  Camden 
street,  and  sold  at  public  auction  the  two  lots  fronting  on  Camden 
street,  and  part  of  those  fronting  on  Charles  street, — that  in  conse- 
quence of  certain  privileges  of  light,  &c,  secured  to  the  late  Samuel 
House,  by  resolution  No.  12,  passed  at  the  annual  session  of  1830, 
the  city  not  being  competent  to  convey,  clear  of  incumbrance,  the  lot 
on  Camden  street  adjoining  the  property  of  the  said  Samuel  House, 
the  purchaser  declined  to  take  the  same,  and  the  existence  of  that  in- 
cumbrance, making  it  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  city  that  the 
said  spring  lot  should  be  differently  divided,  for  the  purpose  of  advan- 
tageous sale,  the  commissioners  accepted  the  surrender  on  the  part  of 
the  purchasers  of  the  lots  bought  by  them. 

The  commissioners  further  report  that  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance No.  18,  and  the  ordinance  No.  80,  both  passed  at  the  annual 
session  of  1854,  have  been  duly  carried  out. 

That  in  pursuance  of  resolution  No.  108,  passed  at  the  annual  ses- 
sion of  1854,  they  advertised  for  proposals  for  the  purchase  of  the 
shares  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  stock  therein 
mentioned,  but  that  no  sale  of  any  of  said  shares  was  effected. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

New  Orleans,  May  9th,  1855. 

To  the  Honorable 

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

The  undersigned,  agents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh,  respectfully  report, 
that  upon  their  assemblage  in  New  Orleans,  their  commissions  were 
immediately  recognized  by  the  Fifth  District  Court,  which  had  juris- 
diction of  Mr.  McDonogh's  estate.  They  found  the  three  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  prepared  to  co-operate  with  them; 
and,  accordingly,  proceeded  without  delay  to  organize  the  Board  and 
require  the  delivery  of  the  estate  from  the  testamentary  executors.  As 
soon  as  an  application  to  that  effect  was  made  te*  the  court, — an  appli- 
cation which  received  the  prompt  acquiescence  of  the  executors, — an 
order  was  passed  by  the  Honorable  Judge  Augustin,  on  the  twenty- 
first  of  March,  directing  the  delivery  of  the  property  of  the  succession 
"  to  the  Agents  of  Baltimore,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Commis- 
sioners appointed  by  the  city  of  New  Orleans." 
•  Incompliance  with  this  order,  the  real  estate  of  this  succession, 
(except  such  portions  as  had  been  sold  or  expropriated  by  order  of  the 
court,)  and  the  sum  of  $36^421. &8,  were  delivered  to  this  board  on 
the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,.  1S55  -r  but.  in  consequence  of  the 
want  of  a  general  account  of  the  property,  showing  its  comparative 
condition  with  the  original  Inventory  that  had  been  made  in  1851, 
soon  after  the  testator's  death,  the  undersigned  declined  to  receive  the 

50 
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uncollected  liabilities,  the  negroes,  and  a  quantity  of  chattel  property, 
until  to-day.  In  the  meantime  the  executors  supplied  us  with  copies 
of  their  six  annual  administration  accounts,  lodged  in  the  Fifth  Dis- 
trict Court  of  New  Orleans,  and  furnished  such  other  financial  state- 
ments as  were  deemed  necessary  for  the  understanding  of  the  manage- 
ment and  accountability  of  the  estate. 

Prom  these  documents  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  adminis- 
tration should  be  at  once  accepted  by  the  board,  and  the  executors 
discharged  by  a  receipt  in  full.  A  release  was,  accordingly,  handed 
to  the  executors  to-day,  and  all  the  undelivered  portions  of  the  suc- 
cession were  immediately  passed  to  us,  together  with  the  sum  g/ 
$22,691  15. 

This  amount,  with  the  $36,421  38,  previously  received,  on  the 
27th  of  March,  has  been  deposited  in  the  "Branch  of  the  Louisiana 
State  Bank,"  to  the  credit  of  the  "  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  the 
General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh,"  bearing  interest. 

With  these  preliminary  remarks,  we  beg  leave  to  offer  the  follow- 
ing summary  of  the  estate  that  has  passed  into  our  hands.  We  desire, 
however,  that  it  shall  be  distinctly  understood,  that  most  of  the  valua- 
tions are  those  of  the  Inventory  made  by  appraisers  in  1850  and  1851, 
and  consequently  that  the  fluctuations  of  property  may  have  increased 
or  diminished^  in  a  considerable  degree,  the  present  value  of  the  en- 
tire estate.

The  "Inventory"  comprises  some  furniture,  (fee.  &c.  of  no  great 
value  at  present,  the  whole  of  which  is,  according  to  that  document, 
comprised  in  the  Theatre  and  the  adjoining   Orleans  Ball-room  and 
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Coffee-house,  and  valued  therein  at  $30,426.  From  this  it  will  ap- 
pear that  there  has  been  considerable  depreciation  in  this  item  of  the 
estate  during  the  five  years  that  have  nearly  elapsed  since  the  testa- 
tor's death.

On  the  Allard  Place,  at  present,  there  are  : 

7  males  from   13  to  54  years, 
.5  females  from   17  to  69  years, 
3  children  under  12. 

Total,  15  negroes. 

Since  McDonogh's  death  five  males  and  one  female  have  died,  and 
one  child  has  been  born. 

On  the  St.  Geme  Place,   at  present,  there  are  : 

10  males  from  29  to  79  years, 
5  females  from  26  to  79  years, 
1  boy   10  years, 

4  girls  from  7  to  12  years. 

Total,  20  negroes. 

Two  boys  and  one  girl  have  been  born,  and  two  men  and  two  wo- 
men died  since  McDonogh's  death. 

On  the  McDonogh  Place  : 

19  males  from  12  to  74  years, 

11  females  from  12  to  69  years, 

8  boys   from  2  months  to  3  years, 
8  girls         do         do  do 

Total,  46  negroes. 

Seven  males  and  two  females  are  reported  to  have  died;  and  five 
boys  and  five  girls  as  having  been  born  since  McDonogh's  death. 

Three  negroes  belonging  to  the  succession  at  the  testator's  death, 
have  been  set  free  in  compliance  with  his  will,  by  decree  of  the  fifth 
District  Court.  In  fifteen  years  from  his  decease  the  whole  are  to  be 
liberated  and  sent  to  Africa. 

In  the  Inventory  of  the  estate,  to  which  we  have  before  referred,  as 
made  in  1850,  '51,  the  negro  property  of  the  succession  wras  valued 
at  the  sum  of  $42,960.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  preceding  tables  that 
there  have  been  both  births  and  deaths  among  the  number;   but  we 
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cannot  regard  the  slaves  as,  at  present,  representing  the  money  value 
affixed  to  them  by  the  appraisers  five  years  ago.  They  have  but  ten 
years  more  to  serve  the  estate  prior  to  their  liberation  under  the  will  ; 
and,  during  the  five  years  of  unliquidated  administration,  we  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  industrial  qualities  of  the  slaves  have  suffered  very 
greatly.

The  real  estate  remains,  of  course,  intact,  as  it  was  left  at  the  death 
of  the  testator,  with  the  exception  of  two  pieces  of  property,  viz:  a 
portion  of  the  Allard  Estate,  near  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  which  by 
a  judgment  of  one  of  the  courts  was  "  expropriated"  at  the  instance 
of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  a  Public  Park.  For  the  property  thus 
condemned  the  city  is  responsible  to  the  estate  for  $40,000.  Besides 
this,  another  small  piece  of  property  was  sold,  by  order  of  court,  for 
the  purpose  of  division  and  to  close  an  estate.

Besides  these,  there  are  other  amounts  of  a  very  doubtful  charac- 
ter, and  we  may  add  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  Executors  have 
rendered  available  almost  every  thing  that  could  be  recovered  in  this 
department  of  the  Estate. 

We  consider  it  scarcely  worth  while  to  estimate  the  value  of  the 
chattel  property  or  moveables  on  the  Allard,  St.  Geme,  and  McDon- 
ogh  places,  in  the  neighborhood  of  New  Orleans.  These  places  are 
leased  or  used  with  such  articles  as  are  necessary  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, or  were  on  them  at  the  testator's  death,  and,  of  course,  the  im- 
plements will  soon  be  worn  out  or  require  to  be  replaced  by  others. 
The  rent  of  the  places,  with  the  negroes  and  moveables,  has,  in  the 
course  of  the  last  five  years,  contributed  to  replace  the  small  capital 
originally  represented  in  the  Inventory  by  these  moveables. 

From  these  data  we  would  present  the  following  as  a  probable  ap- 
proximate :

From  this  sketch  of  the  Estate,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bulk  of  the 
Testator's  fortune  was  invested  in  Real  Estate.  He  seems  to  have  in- 
vested his  money  upon  the  principle,  that  time  and  the  increase  of 
Louisiana's  population  and  wealth  would  augment  the  value  of  his 
lands  vastly. 

Accordingly,  we  find  that  at  his  death,  the  buildings  on  most  of 
his  city  property  were  exceedingly  dilapidated,  and  consequently  that 
•the  Executors  were  compelled  to  expend  considerable  sums  in  rnak- 
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ing  the  stores  and  dwellings  tenantable  or  productive.  This  fact,  to- 
gether with  the  large  costs  of  law  proceedings  to  sustain  the  will,  has 
been  the  source  of  perhaps  the  greater  part  of  the  expenditure  that 
figures  in  the  six  annual  accounts.  Besides  this,  we  would  observe, 
that  the  amount  of  productive  property,  which  is  chiefly  to  be  found 
in  the  Parish  of  Orleans  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  this  city,  bears 
no  proportion  to  the  vast  quantity  of  wild,  uncultivated,  and  forest 
land  lying  in  nine  of  the  other  parishes  of  Louisiana.  If  the  Testa- 
tor had  balanced  his  landed  property,  by  larger  productive  invest- 
ments, the  yearly  revenue  would  of  course  have  been  larger,  because 
the  unproductive  would  not  have  consumed  so  much  of  the  produc- 
tive. But,  taking  the  whole  of  the  landed  estate,  according  to  our 
preceding  tables,  to  be  worth  one  million  nine  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  present  productive  income  to  average  near  sixty  thousand 
dollars,  we  shall  find  that  the  estate  does  not  pay  more  than  3^  per 
cent,  gross. 

Since  the  organization  of  this  Board,  the  Commissioners  and 
Agents  have  directed  their  attention,  mainly,  to  the  City  proper- 
ty, which  they  were  enabled  to  examine  personally.  At  this  season, 
with  the  summer  rapidly  approaching,  they  have  not  been  able  to  do 
much,  either  in  granting  new  leases  or  augmenting  the  rates  of  old 
ones.  Nevertheless,  they  are  glad  to  say,  that  they  have  already  in- 
creased the  rental,  by  the  sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  a  year,  and  they  doubt  not  that  if  they  are  allowed  to  mature 
their  plans,  (which  they  are  happy  to  say  meet  the  approval  of  the 
most  discreet  land-owners  in  this  city,)  they  will,  in  twelve  or  eigh- 
teen months,  exhibit  a  city  rental  of  near  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

In  order  to  do  this,  they  design  employing  persons  during  the  sum- 
mer, to  prepare  a  complete  plan  of  the  immense  number  of  unim- 
proved city  lots  belonging  to  this  succession,  accompanied  by  state- 
ments of  their  value  and  capacity  for  division  with  a  view  to  leas- 
ing. These  lots,  the  Board  propose,  in  the  autumn,  offering  to  the 
public, —  probably  by  auction, —  on  leases  varying  from  one  to 
twenty-five  years,  according  to  the  principles  of  the  Testator's  will  ; 
— and  from  the  numerous  applications  made  to  us  by  persons  desir- 
ing to  lease,  the  Board  is  convinced  that  the  greater  portion  of  what 
is  now  idle  and  valueless  in  the  city,  may  be  made  to  yield  a  re- 
venue. 

But,  while  such  is  the  prospect  in  regard  to  land  in  and  about  New 
Orleans,  the  Agents  and  Commissioners  do  not  think  a  similar  mode 
of  action  will  avail  for  the  property  in  the  nine  other  parishes  of 
Louisiana.  The  land  in  those  quarters  is  generally  in  large  tracts, 
calculated  for  plantations  only.  It  must  be  obvious  to  every  one  ac- 
quainted with  agriculture  in  this  section,  that  a  system  of  25  year 
leases,  to  which  xve  seern  limited  by  the  will,  will  not  tempt  capitalists 
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or  responsible  persons  to  such  outlays  as  are  always  required  for  the 
culture  of  sugar  and  cotton. 

There  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  New  Orleans  a  quantity  of  land 
belonging  to  the  Estate,  still  covered  by  the  original  forest.  The 
timber  on  it  is  valuable  for  many  purposes  ;  and  as  wood  is  becoming 
an  object  of  gain  along  the  river  in  this  vicinity,  the  Board  is  now 
engaged  in  devising  a  scheme  by  which  a  revenue  of  several  thou- 
sand dollars  may  every  year  be  added  to  our  rental. 

While  enumerating  the  negroes  belonging  for  ten  years  more  to  this 
succession,  we  intimated  that  their  industrial  qualities  had  suffered 
considerably  during  the  five  years  of  unliquidated  administration. 
In  such  a  state  of  affairs,  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  that  degree  of  dis- 
cipline which  is  essential  not  only  for  an  owner's  profit  from  slave 
labor,  but  for  the  moral  character  and  happiness  of  the  negro  himself. 
Impressed  by  the  well  known  philanthropic  sentiments  of  Mr.  McDon- 
ogh  towards  the  race,  and  especially  to  the  servants  he  owned,  we 
have  not  delayed  to  consider  and  discuss  the  future  condition  and  em- 
ployment of  these  people.  The  question  is  one  of  much  interest  not 
only  to  the  servants  themselves,  but  to  the  cities  now  the  owners  of 
this  vast  estate.  We  hope  that  our  final  determinations  will  be  found- 
ed on  the  Christian  philanthropy  of  the  Testator,  and  redound  to  the 
welfare  and  happiness  of  his  slaves. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  leave  to  state,  that  immediately  after  the  or- 
ganization of  this  Board,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  report  a  series 
of  "  Fundamental  Rules"  for  the  administration  of  the  Estate.  The 
report  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  we  have  the  honor  to  hand  you 
a  printed  copy  of  it. 

The  rules,  we  believe,  are  well  calculated  to  insure  a  systematic, 
orderly,  and  faithful  administration,  and  to  enforce  the  accountability 
of  every  one  connected  with  it.  We  sincerely  hope  they  will  receive 
your  approbation. 

We  annex  also  : 

1st.  A  summary  Rent  Roll  of  the  Estate  for  1855. 

2d.  A  copy  of  an  Act  of  the  last  Louisiana  Legislature  authorizing 
the  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore  to  di- 
vide this  Estate  by  partition,  and  to  settle  with  the  legatees. 

3d.  A  copy  of  the  Opinion  of  Mr.  Roselius  as  to  exemption  from 
city  taxation  by  New  Orleans. 

4th.  A  copy  of  the  Fundamental  Rules  of  this  Board.

AN     ACT 

To  authorize  the  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  New 
Orleans,  and  the  Agents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Managers  of 
the  general  Estate  of  the  late  John  McDonogh,  deceased,  to  divide 
said  Estate  by  partition,  and  to  make  final  settlements  with  the 
Legatees. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Assembly  convened ,  that  the  Commissioners  on  the 
part  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  Agents  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, Managers  of  the  general  Estate  of  the  late  John  McDonogh, 
deceased,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  divide  said  estate  by 
partition,  between  the  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  and  to 
make  final  settlements  with  the  Legatees,  mentioned  in  the  will,  and 
to  do  and  perform  all  other  lawful  acts  which  may  be  necessary  to 
make-a  division  of  the  property  between  the  said  cities  of  New  Or- 
leans and  Baltimore;  provided  the  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Balti- 
more concur  in  said  acts. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Assembly  convened,  that  this  act  shall  go  into 
effect  after  its  passage. 
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New  Orleans,  May  9th,  1855. 

To  the  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  the 

General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh, 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  you  my  opinion  on  the  points 
submitted  in  your  resolution  of  the  8th  instant: 

1st.  All  the  property  of  the  succession  of  John  McDonogh,  belong- 
ing jointly  to  the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  New  Orleans,  it  follows  as 
a  necessary  consequence,  that  the  claim  for  one-half  of  the  tax  of  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  is  extinguished  by  confusion;  but  as  regards  the 
other  half,  it  is  due,  unless  the  whole  property  is  exempted  from  taxa- 
tion on  the  ground  that  it  is  destined  to  charitable  uses.  This  ques- 
tion will  be  considered  in  giving  my  opinion  on  the  third  point. 

2d.  The  acceptance  of  the  bequest  by  the  universal  legatees,  had 
a  retroactive  effect  to  the  period  of  the  death  of  the  testator,  and 
therefore,  the  exemption  from  municipal  taxation,  so  far  as  the  undi- 
vided interest  in  the  property  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  is  concerned, 
commenced  from  the  death  of  the  testator. 

3d.  I  do  not  consider,  that  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  1853, 
exempting  public  hospitals,  asylums,  poor-houses,  and  all  other  char- 
itable institutions  for  the  relief  of  indigent  and  afflicted  persons,  and 
the  lots  appurtenant  thereto,  &c,  as  applicable  to  the  McDonogh 
legacy.  I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  under  existing  legislation, 
the  undivided  moiety  of  the  estate  belonging  to  Baltimore  is  subject 
to  municipal  taxation.

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FUNDAMENTAL    RULES 

For  the  administration  of  the  General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh, 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  New  Orleans  and 
Baltimore  ;  and  the  Opinion  of  Mr.  Roselius  as  to  their  Powers 
and  Duties. 


Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  commissioners  and  Agents 
of  the  general  estate  of  John  McDonogh,  it  was  resolved  to  ohtain  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  Christian  Roselius  in  regard  to  the  Board's  Aministra- 
tive  powers  •  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  appoint  a  committee  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  draw  up  a  series  of  u  Fundamental  Rules"  for 
the  administration  of  the  property. 

The  two  following  papers,  published  by  order  of  the  Board,  are  the 
results  of  those  deliberations.

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OPINION  OF  MR.  ROSELIUS. 

To  the  Commissioners  and  Agents 

of  the  General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh: 

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  submit  my  opinion  on  the  ques- 
tion propounded ,  viz: 

"What  is  the  present  legal  operation  of  Mr.  McDonogh's  Will,  and 
the  effects  on  that  instrument  of  the  decisions  in  regard  to  it  rendered 
by  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana." 

By  reference  to  the  different  judgments  rendered  in  the  suits  to 
which  the  Will  has  given  rise,  it  will  be  seen  that  every  clause  and 
disposition  which  it  contains  has  been  maintained.  The  first  of  these 
decisions  was  rendered  by  Judge  Buchanan,  of  the  Fifth  District 
Court  of  New  Orleans.  He  observes,  in  the  concluding  part  of  his 
opinion: — u  Being  of  opinion,  for  the  reasons  above  given,  that  this 
devise  of  John  McDonogh  to  the  Ma3ror,  Aldermen,  and  inhabitants 
of  New  Orleans,  of  the  undivided  half  of  his  estate,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  certain  legacies  and  annuities,  is  good  in  law,  and  that 
said  devise  and  bequest  have  not  lapsed  ;  that  consequently,  the  State 
of  Louisiana  is  not  entitled  to  take  under  the  will  of  John  McDonogh, 
the  half  of  the  estate  in  the  place  and  stead  of  said  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  inhabitants  of  New  Orleans  : — Judgment  for  Defendants." 

On  the  appeal,  this  judgment  was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Louisiana. 

In  the  case  of — "The  Executors  of  John  McDonogh,  deceased,  et  al; 
appellants,  vs.  Mary  Murdoch,  ct  al.,  heirs  of  John  McDonogh,  de- 
ceased,"— The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  decreed  that  the 
Bill  of  the  Complainants  be  dismissed. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  Will  of  the  Testator  has  not  been 
modified  or  affected  in  any  manner  by  the  decisions  rendered  in  rela- 
tion to  it.  Whatever  intimations  may  have  been  thrown  out  by  the 
courts  as  to  the  validity  of  certain  dispositions  of  the  Will,  they  can 
produce  no  legal  effect  so  far  as  the  Commissioners  and  Agents  ore 
concerned,  for  such  intimations  can  be  viewed  in  no  other  light  than 
obiter  dicta. 

The  Will  of  John  McDonogh,  therefore,  stands  and  is  to  be  ex- 
ecuted as  he  wrote  it.  The  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  New  Or- 
leans and  Baltimore  have  been  appointed  in  pursuance  of,  and  de- 
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rive  their  power  from  the  Will.  Hence,  the  source  of  their  authority 
is  the  Will  itself.  As  regards  the  "  Memoranda  of  Instructions" 
which  Mr.  McDonogh  left  "  to  be  opened  and  kept  by  the  Execu- 
tors/'— they  have  no  binding  effect,  but  may  be  consulted  by  you  as 
advice  which  you  are  at  liberty  to  follow  or  not,  according  to  the  dic- 
tates of  your  own  judgment. 

From  this  view  of  the  subject  it  follows  as  a  necessary  conse- 
quence, that  the  Commissioners  and  Agents  are  bound  to  carry  into 
effect,  as  far  as  possible,  every  disposition  of  the  Will,  and  that  the 
obligation  imposed  on  them  in  this  respect  is  similar  to  that  of  Testa- 
mentary Executors.  I  deem  it  unnecessary  and  uncalled  for  by  your 
resolution  to  express  any  opinion  on  those  parts  of  the  Will  the  valid- 
ity of  which  may  perhaps  be  questioned. 

My  answer,  therefore,  to  your  question  is,  that  the  present  opera- 
tion of  Mr.  McDonogh 's  Will  is  to  constitute  the  cities  of  Baltimore 
and  New  Orleans,  joint  owners  of  all  the  property  left  by  the  Testa- 
tor, which  is  to  be  administered  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes 
specified  by  him,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  special  legacies  be- 
queathed by  him.  One  of  these, — that  of  §6000,  to  his  sister  Jane, 
widow  of  Hamet,  has  lapsed  by  her  death  before  the  Testator^  An- 
other,— that  of  a  tract  of  land  in  Baltimore  county,  to  the  children  of 
his  sister  Jane,  widow  Hamet,  has  become  null,  by  the  conveyance 
by  the  Testator  of  the  property  forming  the  object  of  that  legacy  to 
the  contemplated  legatees  before  his  death.  Four-eighths  of  the  an- 
nual revenue  of  the  estate  are  bequeathed  to  four  special  legatees, 
named  in  the  will,  to  be  paid  as  annuities,  for  a  long  period  of  years. 
Whatever  may  be  my  opinion  as  regards  the  validity  of  these  special 
bequests,  it  is  needless  to  state,  as  the  Commissioners  and  Agents 
cannot  raise  any  objection  to  them  under  their  present  appointment, 
for  the  reasons  already  mentioned.

401  REPORT    AND    DOCUMENTS 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE. 

The  committee  to  which  the  subject  of  the  management  and  future 
regulation  of  this  succession  was  referred  at  a  late  meeting  of  the 
Board,  beg  leave  to  report  and  recommed  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing : 

FUNDAMENTAL    RULES 

For  the  control  of  the  McDonogh  estate  by  the  commissioners  and 
agents  of  the  cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore. 

I. — In  conformity  with  the  written  opinion  of  Christian  Roselius, 
Esq.,  received  by  this  Board  on  the  8th  of  April,  1855,  and  recorded 
in  the  Book  of  Minutes  on  page ,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioners and  Agents  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  to  administer  the 
estate  of  John  McDonogh,  in  all  its  departments,  according  to  the  Will 
of  the  deceased. 

II. — For  the  systematic  organization  of  this  Board  and  beneficial 
management  of  the  property,  it  is  considered  proper  that  there  shall 
be: —  x 

1st. — A  presiding  officer  of  the  Board  chosen  from  among  its  mem- 
bers yearly,  on  the  first  Monday  following  the  election  of  the  New 
Orleans  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  styled,  "  President  of  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  the  general  estate  of  John  McDon- 
ogh." He  shall  preside  and  preserve  order  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  twelve  months,  unless  removed 
by  a  vote  of  the  Board,  death,  resignation,  or  termination  of  his  offi- 
cial character  as  Agent  or  Commissioner  either  for  New  Orleans  or 
Baltimore.  During  his  period  of  service  he  shall  always  be  one  of  the 
two  members  of  the  "Executive  Committee,"  hereinafter  provided 
for. 

2d. — A  secretary  shall  be  annually  elected  at  the  same  time  as  the 
President  of  the  Board.  He  shall  be  selected,  and  hold  his  office,  on 
the  principles  and  according  to  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  "Memoranda 
of  Instructions  to  the  Executors  of  John  McDonogh,"  which  accom- 
panied his  Will,  and  may  be  found  on  page  37  of  the  printed  copy  of 
that  document.  The  engagement  made  with  the  Secretary,  "should 
only  be  during  good  behavior  and  satisfaction  given  by  him,  in  all 
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respects,  in  the  fulfilment,  of  the  duties  of  his  office;"  and  he  shall  be 
required,  before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  his  functions,  to  furnish 
a  bond  for  his  fidelity,  with  such  security  or  securities,  and  to  such  an 
amount,  as  may  be  required  by  the  board. 

3d. — Three  Committees,  viz  : — A  u  Committee  on  Real  Estate 
and  Slaves,"  to  consist  of  four  members,  two  from  New  Orleans,  and 
two  from  Baltimore; — a  "  Committee  on  Finance,"  to  consist  of  two 
members,  one  from  New  Orleans,  and  one  from  Baltimore; — and 
an  "  Executive  Committee,"  to  consist  of  two  members,  one  from 
New  Orleans,  and  one  from  Baltimore, — shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally on  the  same  day  as  the  President,  to  serve  for  twelve  months,  or 
until  changed  by  a  vote  of  the  Board.  The  two  first  named  com- 
mittees shall  each  have  the  entire  supervision  of  the  respective  depart- 
ment whose  name  it  bears.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  report  in  writ- 
ing, at  each  semi-monthly  meeting  of  the  Board,  on  the  condition  and 
requirements  of  their  respective  sections.  Upon  the  reports  thus 
made,  every  thing  relative  to  the  necessary  purchases,  leases  of  real 
estate,  auditing  of  bills  and  accounts,  employment  and  hiring  of  the 
slaves  belonging  to  the  succession,  as  well  as  the  general  expenses 
and  management  of  the  administration,  shall  be  considered  and  de- 
termined by  the  Board.  The  "  Executive  Committee"  shall  carry 
into  effect  all  the  administrative  determinations  and  orders,  thus 
passed  at  each  semi-monthly  meeting,  and  shall  have  power  to  draw 
and  sign  all  checks  and  pay  all  sums  due  by  the  estate,  which  shall 
first  have  been  voted  by  the  Board. 

III. — All  the  funds,  at  any  time  on  hand,  belonging  to  this  suc- 
cession, shall  be  deposited  in  such  Bank  or  Banks  of  New  Orleans  as 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  Agents  may  deem  proper.  The  de- 
posit shall  always  be  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners  and 
Agents  of  the  General  Estate  of  John  McDonogh,  and  shall  only  be 
drawn  out  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  which  must  be 
noted  in  its  minutes. 

IV. — All  applications  for  leasing,  or  for  any  other  purpose  connect- 
ed with  the  management  of  this  estate,  shall  only  be  received  and  en- 
tertained when  made  in  writing  ; — such  applications  shall  always  be 
filed  away,  under  their  respective  heads,  by  the  Secretary,  and  their 
consideration  and  final  disposal  noted  in  the  Minutes.  All  tenants  of 
this  estate  shall  hold  only  by  written  leases;  and  rent-notes,  corres- 
ponding with  the  terms  thereof,  shall  be  taken  from  all  tenants,  with- 
out distinction  of  persons. 

V. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  be  constantly  present 
at  the  office  of  the  Board,  during  the  usual  business  hours  daily.  He 
shall  keep  a  minute  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  safe  custody  of  all  the  books,  papers,  and  titles  of  the 
estate,  and  of  the  Commissioners  and  Agents.     He  shall  make  all 
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such  collections  of  money  due  this  estate  as  he  may  be  directed  to  do 
by  a  vote  of  the  Board,  and  shall  deposite  in  Bank,  daily,  the  sum  or 
sums  which  he  shall  have  collected  during  the  hours  of  business. 
He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  fulfilment  of  any  appropriate  duty  of 
a  financial  or  administrative  character,  with  which  he  maybe  entrust- 
ed by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Secretary  is  to  be  the  book-keeper  and  accountant 
of  this  estate,  it  is  considered  proper  to  establish  the  following  basis  of 
his  system  : — 

There  shall  be  a  real  estate  account  opened  with  every  piece  of  pro- 
perty, which  shall  be  designated  by  a  number  corresponding  with  the 
Inventories  of  Mr.  McDonogh's  Estate,  taken  by  the  Testamentary 
Executors  and  duly  homologated.  In  this  account  the  property  shall 
be  credited  with  ail  the  revenues  it  yields,  and  charged  with  all  the 
expenses,  taxes,  repairs,  insurances,  &c,  &c,  it  incurs. 

The  Real  Estate  account  of  all  the  property  which  shall  be  under 
lease,  tenancy,  occupation  ;  and,  in  fact,  of  all  which  is  not  wild  un- 
cultivated land  ;  shall  be  balanced  on  the  first  of  every  month  ;  ex- 
amined, and  if  need  be3  corrected  by  the  Board  at  its  first  subsequent 
meeting. 

A  general  rent  and  expense  account  of  Real  Estate,  shall  be  open- 
ed and  kept,  in  which  all  rents  received,  and  expenses  and  charges 
paid,  shall  be  balanced  on  the  first  day  of  every  month  ;  and  submit- 
ted to  the  board  for  its  examination  and  correction. 

An  account  called  the  "  Slave  Account"  shall  be  opened  and 
kept,  in  which  the  value  of  each  and  every  negro  belonging  to  the 
estate  shall  be  given,  and  the  productive  value  of  his  or  her  labor,  as 
well  as  the  requisite  expense  of  the  estate  for  each  individual,  shall  be 
set  forth.  Should  the  slaves  be  hired  out,  the  account  shall  be  cre- 
dited with  the  wages  and  charged  with  whatever  may  be  expended  on 
them  by  order  of  the  Board.  Should  they  be  employed  by  the  Com- 
missioners and  Agents,  as  mechanics  or  laborers,  working  for  the 
benefit  of  the  estate,  the  account  ought  also  to  be  credited  with  the 
daily  or  weekly  value  of  their  industrial  services  while   so  employed. 

Separate  accounts  shall  be  opened  and  kept  with  the  city  of  Balti- 
more and  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  the  American  Colonization  So- 
ciety, the  Asylum  for  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  the  So- 
ciety for  the  relief  of  Destitute  Orphan  Boys  of  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans, and  the  School  Farm  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  which  each 
shall  be  credited  with  the  proportion  of  the  nett  revenues  to  which  it 
is  entitled  under  the  Will,  and  debited  with  whatever  sums  may  be 
paid  to  it  or  its  legal  representatives  respectively. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Executive  Committee,  may,  from  time  to  time, 
consider  it  proper  to  direct  the  Secretary  to  oversee  the  faithful  execu- 
tion of  contracts  which  it  may  make  for  the  repairs   and  of  the  im- 
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provements  on  the  real  estate  of  this  succession,  as  well  as  to  purchase 
such  supplies  of  food,  raiment,  and  merchandise  as  may  be  needed 
for  the  slaves  belonging  to  this  administration,  the  said  Secretary  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  such  delegated 
trusts. 

VI. — As  the  management  of  this  Estate  should  be  conducted  with 
the  same  economy  and  discretion  that  would  be  devoted  to  a  private 
property,  the  following  are  hereby  declared  to  be  fundamental  rules 
of  the  Board  : — 1st.  That  no  money  shall,  at  any  time,  be  expended, 
or  contract,  or  purchase  made,  or  negotiation  entered  into,  unless 
voted  by  a  majority  of  the  Agents  and  Commissioners,  at  a  regular 
semi-monthly  meeting.  2d.  That,  no  money  shall  be  paid  except 
on  the  production  of  a  voucher  which  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  Board,  and  of  triple  receipts,  one  of  which  shall  be  kept  for  the 
Estate  and  filed  by  the  Secretary, — one  transmitted  to  the  City  of 
Baltimore, — and  one  transmitted  to  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  together 
with  the  accounts  of  this  Administration  which  the  Agents  and 
Commissioners  shall  despatch  to  those  cities  annually  or  semi-  annually. 
3d.  That  the  proceedings  of  this  Board,  its  Minutes,  and  its  books  of 
property  and  accounts,  shall  always  be  considered  of  a  strictly  confi- 
dential character,  and  shall  be  confined  exclusively  to  the  six  members 
of  this  Board  and  their  Secretary.  The  books  of  account  and  records 
of  proceedings,  or  minutes,  shall  be  always  accessible,  however,  to 
the  duly  authorized  inspection  of  those  to  whom  the  Commissioners 
and  Age  nit  are  by  law  amenable. 

VII. — All  bills  receivable,  book  accounts,  and  other  liabilities  of  any 
character  due  to  the  Estate  of  John  McDonogh,  and  uncollected  by 
the  Testamentary  Executors  at  the  period  of  their  delivery  of  this 
succession  to  the  Commissioners  and  Agents,  shall  be  closed  as  soon 
as  practicable,  either  by  process  of  law  or  private  arrangement,  with 
the  assent  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
open  an  account  embracing  this  Unliquidated  Portion  of  the 
Estate,  and  which  shall  also  show  the  payment  of  all  such  debts  or 
liabilities  due  by  the  Estate  which  may  have  originated,  during  its 
administration  by  the  Testamentary  Executors. 

VIII. — The  Committee  on  Real  Estate  and  Slaves  shall  examine 
into,  and  without  delay  report  on  the  condition  of  the  real  property 
of  this  succession,  and  suggest  means  by  which  its  income  may  be  in- 
creased and  the  vacant  property  leased  or  rendered  productive. 

IX. — The  same  Committee  shall  examine  into,  and  without  delay 
report,  on  the  condition  of  the  Slave  property  of  this  succession,  and 
suggest  means  for  its  maintenance,  liberation  in  conformity  with  the 
Will,  or  improved  industrial  character. 

X. — The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  a  general  power  of 
supervising  the  accounts  of  the  Estate  as  kept  by  the  Secretary.  It 
shall  examine  the  general  accounts,  bills,  annual  or  semi-annual  state- 
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ments,  investments,  &c.  &c,  and  supervise   the   management  of 
small  contingent  fund  to  be  voted  by  the  Board,  for  the  payment  of 
the  petty  charges  incident  to  this  trust. 

XI. — A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Agents  and  Commissioners  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  without  which  no  business  shall  be  transacted. 
The  Secretary  shall  always  enter  on  his  minutes  of  each  meeting  the 
names  of  the  members  present  ;  and,  if  ever  it  becomes  necessary  for 
any  of  them  to  leave  the  city,  the  fact  of  their  departure  and  absence 
shall  be  noted  thereon.  The  proceedings  of  every  meeting,  after  ap- 
proval by  the  Board  at  its  next  subsequent  assemblage,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President,  of  the  Board  and  the  Secretary. 

XII. — In  conformity  with  the  Will  of  John  McDonogh,as  set  forth 
on  the  twent)T-first  page  of  the  printed  copy  thereof,  the  three  Agents 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  "  shall  have  equal  powers"  with  the  three 
Commissioners  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  u  and  an  equal  vote  on 
all  affairs  of  business,  as  they  will  represent  an  equal  interest."  No 
vote  shall  be  taken,  or  arrangement  made  by  which  these  fundamental 
rules  shall  be,  in  any  respect,  altered,  suspended  or  repealed,  in  whole 
or  in  part;  or  any  leases  made,  or  any  important  contracts  entered 
into,  touching  any  portion  of  the  property  of  this  succession,  unless  a 
majority  of  the  Agents  of  Baltimore,  and  a  majority  of  the  Agents  of 
New  Orleans  shall  be  present.  If  it  should  happen  that  either  Agents 
or  Commissioners,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  absent  from  New  Or- 
leans, and  it  should  become  necessary  or  beneficial  for  this  Estate  that 
acts  of  importance  should  be  speedily  done,  then,  upon  Iftie  written 
request  of  the  President,  duly  recorded,  such  absentees  may  despatch 
to  him  their  written  votes  on  the  proposition,  which  shall  be  filed  with 
the  papers  of  the  estate,  recorded  by  the  Secretary  in  his  minutes,  and 
counted  as  if  the  said  voting-Commissioners  or  Agents  were  present. 
The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  semi-monthly, — the 
period  to  be  fixed  at  the  meeting  at  which  these  rules  may  be  adopt- 
ed, at  which  time,  the  members  of  the  three  committees  shall  also  be 
elected  to  serve  for  the  rest  of  the  year  1855,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  be  regularly  selected.
